After- 
wards ſhe and Ouragus proceeded to a nuptial Union, 
from whence a numerous offspring, aroſe, among whom 
were Crius, Hyperion Japetus, Theia, Rhea, Theme, Mne- 
moſyne, Phbæle, Tethys, Saturn, Brontes, Steropes, Arges, 
Cottus, Briareus, Gyges, and others. | 

However, Terra, not confining herſelf to Caius, was 
4,55 with Tartarus, and had the Giant Typhezus 

y him. | GE 

She afterwards cauſed her younger Son Saturn to take 
up Arms againſt his Father; the Pretext was, becauſe he 
had fettered the Cyclops, and thrown them into Priſon. 

She perſuaded the Titans to join him, and gave Sa- 
turn likewiſe an Adamantiae Sielle, with which, after ha- 
ving overcome his Father, and bound him, he caſtrated 
him. From the Blood of the Wound there were born 
the three Furies, Alecto, Tyfphone, and Megæra; and 
from the Parts cut off, and thrown into the Sea, Yenus 


Was propagated by the genial Power of the Waters, and 


ſo from out of their Foam, when agitated by Tempeſts, 
there aroſe that moſt charming and powerful of all the 
Goddeſſes. | 

Lactantius ſays, that Cælus was ſome potent and aſpi- 
ring Prince, who affecting to be a God, called himſelf 
the Son of the Ambient Sky: And after him, Saturn 
thought it no leſs Glory to be the ſon of Heaven, whoſe 
vaſt Concavity contains all Things Immortal, as well 
as thoſe liable to Corruption. None of his Actions 
have been tranſmitted to Poſterity ; but it is delivered 
down, that the Supreme Power was conferred on him 
for his ſingular Prudence and Policy; that his dethron- 
ing happened in the thirty-fecond Year of his Reign; 
and that he was buried in Oceania, (ſuppoſed to be 
Crete) near the Town called Aularia. |

Diodorus reports, that the Atlantides inhabited a rich 
Country. bordering on the Ocean, and were famous tor 
their Civil Reception and Entertainment of Strargers ; 
That they boaſted the Gods were born among them. 
They ſaid Uranus was their firſt King, who cauſed Peo- 
ple to dwell in Towns and Cities, and to uſe and lay 
up the Fruits of the Earth; that his Dom nions ex eng- 
ed towards the Weſt and Northern Parts of the Wor'd ; 
that being excellent in Aſtronomy, he taught them the 
Courſe of the Sun, Moon and Stars, that therefore the 
Starry Heaven was called after his Name; and for bis 
extraordinary Merits and Beneficence toward; Mankind, 
he was ſtyled, The Eternal King of the Un.verſe. 
| His Wife Tritea was efleemed for her Wiſdom and 
Goodneſs ; and therefore by thoſe ſhe had obliged, was, 
after her Death, reputed a Goddeſs, and called Terra. 
She is generally deſcribed with her Head crowned with 
Towers and Cities, and vaſt Numbers of Flowers, Trees, 
Fruits and Animals diſperſed about her; her Temple 
was round, and her own Image was in ſome Places or- 
bicular, tho? ſhe is ſaid by ſome Authors, not to have 
been deſcribed any Figure at all. She is called Yea, 
from vi fando, that is, /upporiing herſelf and ſtanding by 
her own Poæuer, and remaining immovable in the Cen- 
ter of the Univerſe. And hence Plate ſays That when 

the great Leader Jupiter drives his Chariot ſauiſily in the 

Heavens, be marches fir/t, as diſpoſing and taking Care of 
all Things. Then a vaſt Hoſt of Gods and Demons follow 
him, diflributed into twelve Partei; but that Veſta alone 
rema'n; in the Manjion of the Gods. She was the Mother 
of Saturn, that is, Time; becauſe ſhe lay hid in the 
confuſed Maſs of the World, when Time itſelf had no 
Exſiſtence. | | | 

She. preſided over all Repaſts, Feafts, and Banquets, 
To her the firſt Fruits were offered, and in all ſolemn 
Sacrifices, Oblations were made to her, both at the be- 
ginning and finiſhing of the Ceremonies, ſince from her 
Focec ed all Things, * for the Neceſſities of Men,

Of FvyPzERION and THEIA. 


FTER the Death of Cz/urand Yefta, their Daugh- 
ter Baſileia, otherwiſe called Theia, was elected 
Queen ; being a Virgin remarkable for her Modeſty 
and Chaſlity ; but afterwards deſireus to leave Heirs, 
ſhe married Hyperion her Brother, by whom ſhe had Helios 
and Selene, who were admired by all for the Excellency 
of their Beauty : But her other Brothers entring into a 
Conſpiracy, aſſaſſinated Hyperion, and drowned Helios 
in the River Eridanus. Selene, who paſſionately loved 
her Brother, expired by throwing herſelf headlong from 
a Tower. Helios afterwards appeared to his Mother in 
a Dream, and told her they were deifyed, and that 
from thenceforth the Holy Fire in Heaven ſhould be 
called Helios, that is the Sun; and that which was be- 
fore named Mene, or the Moon, ſhould receive the Name 
of Selene. "The Mother afterwards wandred in a furious 
Madneſs, and at laſt diſappeared in a ſudden Storm of 
Thunder and Lightning. 

By Homer, Theia is ſaid to have had another Daugh- 
ter, no leſs beautiful than the former, called Aurora. 
Hiſtorians ſay this Hyperion was an aſtronomer, that 
found out the Motions of the Sun, the Moon and other 
Stars and the Seaſons and Diſtinctions of Time, mea- 
ſured out by them, and therefore he is called the Fa- 
| ther of thoſe Plancts, as being the firſt that taught the 
Knowledge and Nature of them, | 

Aſter the Death of Hyperion, the Children of REV 
divided the Kingdom, among whom the moſt renowned 
where Atlas, Iapetus and Saturn.

Cranus was one of the 6rit-born Sons of Calur and 
Veſta, he married his Siſter Terhys, beſides whom 

he had many other Sitters, all Nymphs, Profeſſors mY an 
Hundred Woods, and a Hundred Rivers, He was eſteem- 
ed the Father both of Gods and Men, who were ſaid 
to have taken their Beginnings from him; he incir- 
cled the Land with his Waves, and was the Parent of 
ſuch leſſer Seas and Rivers as fall from the ſeveral parts 
of the habitable World. The Antients, by calling him 
the Father of all Things, are thought to have ſignified 
that Moiſture or radical Humour Which is difaſed by. a 


divine Power into the univerſal Matter, and all natural 


Bodies; without which, according to the Opinion of 


Thales, nothing cou'd be formed or corropted. Jans 
going to viſit him, according to Homer, at the utmoſt Li- 


mits of the Earth, owns him and Terhys io have been 
the Parents of the Gods, and that ſhe herſelf had been 
nurſed and educated in their Habitations. 


TFetbys brought forth Fphyre; who was Wiſe to Epime-' | 


2 and Pleione who was married to Atlas: There were 
many of their Daughters named in Poetica Story, 'Phi- 
lyra, Callirhoe, Per/eis, Hebe, Ocyrboc, AEthra, Chmene, 
Boris, Rhodias, Metis, Clytie, &c. It would be in vain 
to think to enumerate them, ſince their number amount- 
ed to Three Thouſand. 

He had two other Wives, be and Pubibenope + ; 
By the firſt he had two Daughters, Aa and Lybia; and 
two more by the latter, Europa and Thracia, which Four

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Oceanus is deſcribed with the Head of a Bull, from 
the Force of the Winds, with which he is ſtirred up 
and put in Motion, and beat againſt the Shores with a 
dellowing Noiſe and roaring Fury. From him the ſame 
Shape is attributed to Rivers, as being his Offeprivgs ; 
and Virgil introduces his Hero Areas, ſacrificing a Bull 
to the Gods of the Sea, that he might obtain a proſper-

15 Urora was the Daughter of Hyperion and Tbeia; 


+ Orpheus calls her the Forerunner of the God Tran ; 


for ſhe is that Light which gives Notice of the rifing of 
the Sun above our Hemiſphere, By others ſhe is ſaid 20 
be the Daughter of Tiras and the Earth ; becauſe to ſuch 
as ſail on the Water, or travel on a Plain, the Light of 


the Morning ſeems to riſe out of the Earth, and proceed 


from the Sun who immediately follows it. 
The Poets repreſent Aurora rifing out of the Ocean, 
carried in a golden Charriot, having her Fingers of a Vio- 


let or Roſy, or Saffron Colour; dropping with gentle 


Dew, ſo denoting the Colours we ſee in the Morning 
cauſed in the Air by the Light and Vapours. Virgil, that 
molt exact Poet, deſcribes her aſcending with Horſes of 
a Flame Colour ; at one Time with two, and then with 
four, according as ſhe riſes, ſometimes ſlower, and ſome- 


times ſooner, Thevcritus gives her white Horſes, with 


reſpect more to the Nature of Light itſelf, than to the 
Vapours which ariſe with it; but Lycropbron makes her 
to be carried upon the Wings of the ſwift and poetical 
Horſe Pegaſus: However it be, her coming is molt grate. 


fol and pleaſant to Men, Animals, Plants, and all Sorts 


of Creatures. | 


Aurora 
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Aurora is ſaid to have fallen in Love with a beautifol 
and praceful Youth, called Cephalus, by whom ſhe had 
Phaeton ; for Cephalus was ſuppoſed to be the ſame with 
the Sun, the Head or Prince of the other Stars, and 
Phaeton or Heat to have been produced by the rapid Force 
of his motion. This Stofy is otherwiſe told, that Cepba - 
lus was the Son of ola, and Huſband to Proc is, 
Daughter of Eridbut, King of Aibent, and that Aurora 
ſeeing him often hunting in the Morning, and admiring 
the Comelineſs of his Mien and Behaviour, took him 
with her into Heaven, but even there could not perſuade 
him to violate his Marriage Vows; ſhe therefore ſent 
him to Procri in the Habit of a Merchant to tempi her 
Conſtancy by Courtſhips and Preſents : juſt as ſhe was 
going to comply, he threw off his Diſguiſe, whereupon 
. for Shame ſhe fled into the Wood:; but being reconciled, 
ſhe gave him a Dart which never erred. This made Ce- 
pbalus delight more in the Woods than ever he had done 
before: where retiring into the Shade, and calling for 
171 Aura the Air to come and refreſh him, he was over- 
! heard, and à Story was carried to his Wife, that he had 
ſtill a Correſpondence with Aurora. This made Procris 
jealous, and hide herſelf in the Buſhes near the Place of 
his Retirement. He, upon the Motion of the Leaves, 
thinking there had been a wild Beaſt, drew his Bow, 
— e his unerring Dart become fatal to the Donor 
Ot it. 8 | 
according to Homer, Aurora had a Paſſion for Orion, 
a lovely Youth, who delighted much in Hogs and Hunt-. 
ing, and carried him with her into Delos. 15 
By her huſband, 4/ireas, one of the Titans, Aurora 
became Mother to the Stars, and the Winds, Argefes, Ze- 
phy us, Boreas and Notus. The Mythologiſts {ay ſhe is 
Mother of the Winds, becauſe after a Calm in the Night, 
the Winds riſe in the Morning, as Attendant upon the 
Sun, by whoſe Heat and Light they are begotten. | 
But the Perſon ſhe moſt delighted in was T:irhonus, by 
whom ſhe had Afimathion and Memnon; this Tiihbonus 
4 was a young Prince of excellent Shape and Endowments, 
| B 4 the * 
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the Son of Laomedon, by Rhea, the Daughter of Sca- 
mander; Aurora Carried him with her to Delos, then to 
LEthiopia, and at laſt to the Heavens, where ſhe obtained 
from the Parcæ, or Fates, that he might become im- 
mortal; but at the ſame Time forgot to requeſt that he 
might not grow old. Age and Length of Time made 
him ſo decrepid, that he was forced as an Infant to be 
rocked to ſleep in a Cradle; ſo that he thought it better 
to die, than to encounter with ſo many Troubles and 
Difficulties of Nature; but ſince he could not obtain 
Death, he got Aurora to transform him to a Graſhopper, 
which, as Poets ſay, by caſting its Wings and Skin grows. 
young again. Even in that Shape he retains the Loqua- 


City of old Age, which is moroſe, always contemning 


the preſent, and like Neſtor, praiſing ancient Time, and 

boaſting of paſt Actions. OT 5 
The Story is otherwiſe told, that Tizhonns was a great 

Lover of Aſtronomy, and uſed to be up before A of 


Day to obſerve the Stars: this continual Vigilance re- 


warded him with long Life, and preſerved him from 


Sickneſs ; but that at laſt, when he was forced to ſubmit 
to the Inconveniencies of old Age, Aurora, by the Help 
of Oriental Drugs and Herbs, removed thoſe Weakneſſes, 
and reſtored him to his youthful heat and Vigour. | 

This Tit us was eſteemed the Founder of the moſt 
noble City 8%, not far from the River Choa/pes, here- 


tofore the Seas of the Per/ian Empire.

H E Country bordering upon the Ocean fell by Lot 

to Atlas, where he called the greateſt Mountain 

in the World after his own Name: He was an excellent 
Aſtronomer, and the firſt that diſcovered the Knowledge 


of the Sphere, and therefore was ſaid to have carried the 


Heavens 
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Heavens upon his Shoulders. He had many Sons, 
amongſt. whom the moſt eminent was Heßperus, being 
eſteemed for his Piety towards the Gods, and Juſtice and 
Kindneſs to his Subjects. He/perns being upon the Top 
of Mount Atlas to obſerve the Motions of the Stars, va- 
niſhed away ſuddenly in a Tempeſt; and that he might 
be for ever honoured, the Morning Star, the brighteſt in 
the Heavens, was called after his Name. Hiſperus lived 
ſome Time in Italy, which from him was called Heſperia : 
he had three Daughters, gle, Arethu/a, and Heſperi- 
thuſ/a, who in general were called Heſperides, and had 
Gardens with Trees plantedi.in them that bore golden 
Apples, and were guarded by a watchfal Dragon. 
Atlas had likewiſe ſeven Daughters, who after their 
Father's Name were called A:lantides. Their proper 
5 Names were Maia, Electra, Taygeta, Aſterope, Merepe, 
3 Halcyone and Ceieno e All theſe had Children by heroick 
% Princes, or the Gods themſelves. Their Sons were the 
3 firit Anceſtors of ſeveral Nations, and Builders of many 
1 Cities. Theſe Atlantides were in great Reputation for 
Wiſdom and Juſtice, and therefore were adored as God. 
deſſes, and fixed in the ConſteNation of the ſeven Stars, 
called Pleiades. Bufrris King of Agypt, had them all 
in his Power; for he ſtole them from their Father. Her- 
cules travelling through 4/rick, conquered him, and ſet 
them at Liberty, and to requite this Favour, Atlas taught 
him Aſtronomy. Hercules carricd this Science into Greece, 
from whence aroſe the Fable, that Hercules for: the Space 
of a Day, ſupported the Weight of the Heavens, that 
he might give ſome Eaſe to Aras.” {4B a] 
After this, Orion purſued both them and their Mother 
for the Space of five years, and at laſt to avoid his Im- 
portunities, upon their fervent Prayers to Jap ter, they 
were taken up amongſt the Stars. dee 
Some Authors tell us, that the Pleiades were tie Daughe 
ters of Lycurgus born in Naxos, and that they were 
tranſlated into Heaven for their good Service n the Edu: 
gation. of Nr.. cn girl's 
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of the Heavens as a Puniſhment. 


10 Of TIayzTvs, and bis Sons 
. Atlas had other Daughters called the Hyage-, who upon 


the Loſs of their Brother Z2þerus, fell into cominual 


Fits of weeping, tillthe Gods, out of Compaſſion, changed 


them into ſeven Stars, which appear at the Head of the 


Conſtellation Tasras, and whenever they riſe or ſet, are 


attended with extraordinary Showers. 


Hyginus gives this Account; That 4tlas having fided 


with the Giants in their war againſt Jupiter, after his 


Victory over them, was conſtrained to bear the Weight 
There are other Authors who ſay, that 4tlas King of 
Mauritania was the Son of Iapetus by 4/ia, Daughter oh 


Oceanus, and: that an Oracle had ferewarned him that 


he ſhould ſuffer. ſome great Misfortunes from one of the 
Sons of Jupiter; therefore he refolved to give no Enter- 


tainment to Strangers; yet notwithſtanding his Precauti- 


ons, Perſeus turned him into a Mountain of his own 
Name.

Of IA ETus, and his Sons EptMeTRxEUS and 
PROMETHEvUS, | 


1 Aptus the Son of Cæli and Torra, was one of the 
1 Giants that warred: againſt Jupiter. He was very 
potent, and conſequently proud and lofty. He lived to 
e ſo extremely old, that is Age become a Proverb. Be- 
fore the War he had a * named Anchiale, who 
gave the Name to a City of C:licia, Afterwards he had 
a Son calhd Prometheus, but it is doubtful who was his 
Mother, whether fa, 4/ope, or Themis. Japetus had 
above thirty Sens, among whom were Epimetbeus, Bupba- 
Ks and Alas. | 
Promethew. was eſteemed to be the Inventor of: many 
Arts, and thit he made Man of the Mixture and Tem- 
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perament of all the Elements, and gave bim Strength of 
Body and Vigor of Mind, and that he took the peculi: r 
Oualities of all Creatures; as the Craft of the Fox, and 
undaunted Courage of the Lion, and ſo of the reſt, to 
adorn his Compoſition: So by Men the Earth began to 
be cultivated; whereas before, when there were none but 
Gods, the whole Surface of it was over-run with Fens 
and woods, and lay neglected. 13 
It is ſaid, that Prometheus ſacrificed two Bulls to Ju- 
fiter, and put all the Fleſh into one Skin, and all the 
Bones into the other, and then gave him the Choice. 
Jupiter, that he might take a juſt Occahon of Anger, 
choſe thoſe which had the Bones, and then expoſing the 
Deceit, took away Fire from the Mortals that Prome- 


. theus had made; but by the Help of Minerva he got into 


Heaven, and lighting his Staff by the Chariot of tl. e 
Sun, brought Fire down again to the Earth. 7apirer upon 
this, commanded Y'ulcan to make a Woman of Clay, 
upon whom all the Gods beſtowed ſome Part of their 


Perfections. Venus gave her Beauty, Pallas Wiſdom, 


Mercury Eloquence, Apollo Mufick, and June Riches, 


and from theſe Gifts ſhe was ſtiled Panders, and was the 


firſt of her Sex. Jupiter ſent this accompliſhed Creature 
to Prowetbeus wich a Box, in which he had incloſed all 
Sorts of Evils; but Prometheus was too wile to accept 
it: Upon which ſhe went to his Brother Eyimet heut, who 
opened it, and immediately there flew out all Kinds of 
Miſchiefs and Misfortunes ; but upon his ſhutting of it 
again, Hope, and even but a little of that remained at 
the Bottom. Jupiter thought that for this laſt Fact, and 
many other Reaſons, he had Occaſion to reſent the Actions 
of Proetheusr, and therefore ſent Mercury and Vulcan to 
carry him to Mount Caucaſus, to which they chained him; 
and then came an Eagle, the Daughter of Typhon and 
Echidna, that every Day eat up his Liver, which grew 
again at Night, that Matter for tormenting him might 
never be wanting. He continued there till Hercules com- 


ing that Way, killed the Eagle with one of his Arrows, 


deliver ed him. 
0 At 
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At Athens in the Academy, there was an Altar eom- 
mon to Prometheus, Vulcan and Pallas. He was much 
more ancient than Vulcan, and is deſcribed in his Statues 
with a Scepter in his right Hand. Some attribute the 
finding out of Fire to Phoroneus, whoſe Image was placed 
in 4fotl,'s Temple at Corinth, in the Poſture of one ſtrik- 
ing Fire, However this 'might be, yet Prometheus was 
the Inventor of many Things, that could not be per- 
formed without ſo neceſſary an Inſtrument as that of Fire: 
For he found out the Uſe of all Metals, the Compo- 
fition of Medicines, the Interpretation of Dreams, all 
Sorts of Augury and Divination, and the proper Rites 
of ſacrificing : He brought Men out from the Caves, 
where they lived uſeleſs, and like Beaſts, and ſhewed them 
how to reap the Benefit of the different Seaſons ; having 
found out a Multitude of Arts, he invented Letters ta 
preſerve the continuance of them, and to be a Help to 
Memory, the Mother of the My/es; he firſt yoaked Oxen, 
joined Horſes to Chariots, and ſet Sails to Shipping: So- 
that he might, in ſome Meaſure, have been ſaid to have 
made Mankind out of Clay, ſince he brought thoſe noble 
Faculties of Man into Action, which before had been 
hid and preſſed down by a Load of Matter. 
It may not be improper here to mention the Story of 
bis Son Deucalion, who married to Pyrrha, the Daughter 
of Epimitheus, by whom he had Helenes, who gave his 
Name to Grecia. In Deucalion's Time the Multitude of 
Men increaſing, Vice and Wickedneſs increaſed in Pro- 
. , Portion to their Number, notwithſtanding the good Ex- 
ample ſet them by their Prince; for Deucalion was the 
firſt that took the Royal Government upon him, built 
Cities and Temples to the immortal Gods, and governed 
with extraordinary Juſtice and Goodneſs: nor was his 
Wife Pyrrha leſs innocent and devout; therefore in the 
great Deluge which Jupiter ſent to deſtroy the impious 
Wn of Mankind, they two were preſerved in a little 
Boat that ſtaid upon the Top of Parnaſſus, which was. 
above the Clouds and Meteors. When the Flood was 
abated, Fyrrha went to the Oracle of Themis, to ares 
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how Mankind might be reſtored; the Anſwer was, That 
they ſhauld cover their Heads, and throw the Bones ef their 
Mether behind them; this at firſt ſeemed both impoſſible 
and impious till Deucalion interpreted it that the Mather 
was the Earth, and Stones might properly be called the 
Bones of her. Upon this they threw the Stones in the 
Manner directed, and thoſe that were thrown by Deuca- 


lion became Men, and thoſe which Pyrrha threw were 
changed into Women. | 
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4 UR NM was the Son of Cælus and Terra, he mar- 
ried to his Siſter Y; ſhe with her other Siſters 
' perſuaded their Mother to join with them in a Contri- 
vance to get Titan excluded from his Birthright as eldeſt 
Son, and Saturn to be appointed Heir of his Father's 
Kingdoms; their Deſign ſucceeded, but it was under 
this Condition, that Saturn ſhould not bring up any of 
his Male Children, that ſo the Inheritance might return 
into the right Line of tbe Titans. ai ad I 
Saturn not only accepted the Condition, and ſworn to 
keep it, but performed it very fincerely.; and thefore 
when he had any Male Children born he devoured them. 
But his Purpoſe was at length defeated by the cunning of 
his Wife; for ſne having brought forth Twins, Jupiter 
and Juno, preſented Jane to her Huſband, and ſent 
"wager to be nurſed in Crete, upon the Mountain 1%. 
t this could not be ſo concealed from Saturn, but that 
he demanded his Son Jupiter, in whoſe: Stead his Wif 
ave him a Stone dreſſed up, which he . fra. 
Bel This Stone had the myſtical Name of Ah dairy 
which ſignifies a magnificent or potent Father, and was: 
worſhipped as a God. |

Titan had gained ſome Apprehenſion of this Matter, 


and to revenge the Injury raiſed an Army, which he 


brought againſt Saturn, defeated him, and made both 
him and Rhea Priſoners, and ſhut them up together in 
Tartarus, a Place ſo diſmal, that H., ſrom thence has 
taken one of its Denominations. 
Jupiter in a few years afterwards, being grown up, 
raiſed a gallant Army of Cre/ans, and likewiſe hired the 
Cecrope, for his Auxiliaries ; but they having received his 
Money, refuſed to follow him, whereupon he turned 
them all into Apes. | | 
But the Eagle gave him a happy Omen of his Victory 
and Greatneſs, and fo that Bird was ever afterwards 
honoured with his peculiar Favour, inſomuch that it was 
33 to carry his Thunder. Jupiter's Courage and 
ravery ſo animated his Followers the Cretan, in the 
firſt Qnſet, that he overcame the Ji an,, from whoſe 
corrupt Blood, when ſlain, proceeded all Sorts of Ser- 
nts, Vipers, and other venomous Creatures, and thus 
is Parents were ſet at Liberty. And the better to ſecure 
bis Father's ſuture Reign, Jupiter made all the Gods 
fwear Fidelity to him upon an Altar, which has fince 
gained a Place among the Stars. 
Jupiter having married Metis the Daughter of Oceanus, 
ſhe gave Saturn àa Drink which made him bring up Nep- 
tune and Pluto, and the reſt of bis Children which he had 
formerly devonred. = 
| This great Action of Jupiter's, inſtead of meeting 
with Gratitude and due Reward, only created a Jealouſy 
Im his old Father, who had heard by an Oracle that he 
mould be driven out of his Kingdem by one of his Sons, 
and therefore contrived Means to difpatch Jupiter, who 
appeared to him the moſt formidable. Saturn's Deſign: 
being diſcovered by one of his Council, Jupiter became 
apprehenfive of the Danger, and made himſelf the Ag- 
reflor, depoſed him from his Throne, and by the Coun- 
ka of Promeihrus bound him in Fetters of Wool, and 
threw him into Tartarus, together with has Brother Ja- 


Ius 
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getus and there caſtrated Saturn, after the ſame Manner 
as he had done to Czlu-. | 

Saturn afterwards made his Eſcape from this Confine- 
ment, and 1taly afforded him a Refuge in his Diſtreſs, 
and from thence obtained the Name of Saturnia, as like- 
wiſe that of Latinum, from the Word Laces, to lie hid, 
being the ſecret Place where the God found Secuiity, 

anus, then King of the Country, not only received 
im hoſpitably but made bim Partner of his King- 
dom. | 

Under this Government, the People, who before wan- 
dered about like Beaſts, were reduced to civil Society, 
Laws were made, and Money of Braſs was ſtamped, 
with a Ship on the one Side, to (ſignify the Arrival of Sa- 
turn, and he Figure of Janus with a double Face on 
the other. The Happineſs of theſe Times was ſo mag- 
nified by the Poets, as to be called the Golden Ape. 
They ſay that there was no Occaſion then; for plowing 
or ſowing, but that the Earth freely produced whatever 
might contribute to Uſe or Pleafure, all Things bein 
common to all, with an abundant Superfluity Lees 
the pr. ſuſeſt Wiſhes; ſo there could be no Differences 
or Contentions, but a perfect Harmony in the Aﬀec- 
tions of all Perſons, who were good and juſt out of their 
own Inclinations and Tem pers; that Care, Want, Pu- 
niſkhments, Wars, Diſeaſes, and old Age, were Things 
unheard of, but that Perſons after length of Days were 
diffolved in a plealing Sort of Sleep, and wafted to the 
| Manſions of the Gods, and to Regions of eternal Love 
and Happineſs. 

Saturn likewiſe taught the Jralian, the Art of tilling 
and ſowing the Ground; from whence Yarro, a learned 
Roman Antiquary, tells us, that he bad his Name à Saty, 
that is, from Sowing, as likewiſe that other of Stercy- 
tius, & Stercere, from his directing them how to improve 
their Land by manuring it with Dung. The Sickle which 
he uſed in reaping the Corn, was thrown into the neigh- - 
buuring Ifland of Szc:ly, which was antiently called Bre- 
F8nen, from the Greek Name of that Infrument, and 

I, there 
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there was a City of that Denomination which continued 


there for many Ages; and indeed Saturn's Sickle may 
very well be ſuppoſed to have been depoſited in Siciſy, 


from the Abundance of Corn which is continually pro- 


duced in that Country. 

This antient God 1s reported to have been amorous, 
and to have fallen in Love with the Nymph Phillyra the 
Daughter of Occanus, and being often in her Company, 
was once likely to have been ſurprized by his Wife Rhea 
but that he turned himſelf into an Horſe. Phillera from 
thence took ſo ſtrong an Impreſſion, that ſhe brought 
forth a Creature, whoſe upward Part was a Man, and his 


lower. Part a Horſe, he was named Chiron; of whoſe 


Excellencies more will be ſaid hereafter. 
Saturn or Chroncs, which is Time, was not improperly 
faid to have been the Sor of Celus, fince it is evident 


that the Motions of the Heavens meaſure forth to us the 


Duration of Time. He is generally deſcribed as an old 
Man bare-headed, with all the Infirmities of Age in his 
Forehead, Eyes and Countenance, his Shoulders bowed 
and he juſt able to hold a Sickle, and ſometimes a Key 
in his right H and, and a Serpent biting its own Tail in 
his left; all theſe allude to Time, as diſcloſing and re- 
vealing all Secrets, impairing, deſtroying, and devourin 

all Things, ftill confuming, and yet renewing itſelf by 


| a perpetual Circulation. He is ſometimes deſcribed with 


fix Wings, and Feet of Wool, to ſhew that Time paſſes 
ſoftly, yet it will be found to be very ſwift in its Pro- 
cedure. | 
Saturn, leſt he alone might ſeem cruel in deſtroying 
his own Children, firſt inſtituted human Sacrifices, which 
continued in /taly till the coming of Herculetm. He was 
had in great Veneration by the Carthaginians, among it 
whom theſe bloody Offerings continued yearly. They 
were uſed to ſacrifice the Sons of their molt eminent 
Perſons, but afterwards ſecretly brought up Children for. 
that Purpoſe. Being routed by Agalbocles, that they 


might appeaſe the Anger of their God, whom they: 
thought, they had. neglected, they ſacrificed two hun- 


died

dred of the Sons of their Nobility, and three hundred 
more, who were liable to have been found out, did vo- 
kuntarily offer up themſelves, The Statue was of Braſs 
with Hands extended, which no ſooner received the 
Perſon ſacrificed, but let him drop into a deep fiery 
Furnace. 'The-Reſemblance between Saturn and Moloch, 
ſo often mentioned in the holy Writings, is very obvi- 
ous from the Cruelty of their Sacrifices, but 1s more 


particularly ſet out by the Authors, who treat of the 


Gods of the Syrians, as Mr. Selden, and ſeveral others. 
This cruel: Cuſtom amongſt the Carthaginians, was 
the Subject of an Embaſſy to them from the Romans, who 
tho' they much eſteemed and honoured this God, yet 
could not approve of a Thing of ſo barbarous a Nature, 
and therefore endeavoured to perſuade them from it. 
In the Time of Tiberius, Saturn's Prieits were crucified 


ſor pre ſuming to ſacrifice Infants to him. In ſhcrt,- alb 


Things belonging to this God had ſome Notes of Cru- 
elty. As he is a Planet in the Heavens, by the Aſtrolo- 
gers he is reputed to be dry, cold, malignant, and the 
Cauſe of all Evil that happens upon the Earth.. He 
was generally reckoned amongſt the Terreſtrial, and 
ſometimes amongſt the Infernal Deities. . His Prieſts 
were cloathed in red. Gladiatcrs murdered one another 
at his Feaſts, and were placed under his Protection. 
Diodorus gives a Character of Saturn, which ſets forth 
a moroſe and cruel Temper, that he Was a Prince extra- 
ordinary prophane and covetous, that he reigned over 


Ttaly,' Sicily and Africa, and enlarged his Dominions 


over the Weſtern Parts of the World, keeping his Sub- 


jects every where under a ſevere Subjection by Garriſons 


and Strong Forts placed in convenient Places: But that 


his Son Jupiter carried himfelf juſtly and kindly to all 
Men, and was eſteemed as a Father by all his Subjects, 
who ſet him upon Saturn's Throne after a great Victory 
obtained over him in Battle; that Jupiter being ſtrong 
in Body, and endowed with all virtuous Qualifications 
of Mind, went thro' the World doing Good to all 
Mankind ; and therefore when he left it, was by his 
Subje&s unanimouſly reputed to be a God, and to be 

| _ placed 
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placed in the higheſt Heavens as ſupreme Lord of 
the Earth and Univerſe. . ; | 

The Feaſts c:lebrated by the Romans in Honour 
of Saturn, were quite of a different Nature, they were 
certain Feſtival Days about the 17th of December, laſt- 
ing five Days, firſt inſtituted by Tullus Hoftilus, *. 
of the Romans; or, as Livy ſays, by Semęronius an 
Minucius, when Conſuls. During this Feaſt, all pub- 
lick Bufineſs ceaſed, no War might be proclaimed, 
nor Offender executed, the Whole was paſt in Diverſion 
with all the Freedom imaginable. Preſents of all Sorts, 
but eſpecially Wax-Lights, were daily ſent or receis 
ved; Servants then wore the Pileus, being a Cap, 
the Badze 2 Liberty, and ſuch Garments as were the 
Marks of Gentility and Honour; the Matters atten- 
ded on them, brought them Water, and were Par- 
takers of their Sport and Jollity, So that all Things, 
if pofible, might reduce to their Memory that Free- 
dom which antiently all enjoyed in the Reign of 
Saturn, when there was no Servitude. Nay, the Sta- 
tue of the God himſelf, which the always fettered 
with Iron Chains, for fear left by his fleeting Nature 

they might loſe him, was releaſed in theſe Feſtivals, 
and Time it felf permited to paſs without Reſtraint. 

His Altars were always adorned with Abundance of 
Wax-Tapers, to ſhow that Saturn reduced Men from 
the Darkneſs of Error to the Light of Truth, and the 
Underſtanding of all good Arts and Sciences. In his 
- Temple the Rolls containing the Names of the Reman 
Citizens were depofited, being called Libri Elephuantini, 
either becauſe they were made of Elephant's Skirs, or 
Ivory, or rather from their Bulk reſembling that Crea- 
ture in Largeneſs. The Romans depoſited their Treaſure 
in his Temple, either becauſe he firſt taught the [ralrans 
the Uſe cf Money, or becauſe in his Reign all Fraud 
and Covetouſneſs were unknown, and no Robberies were 
commited in his Dominions. 


There 
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There are many of the beſt Authors, who take Sa- 
flu to have been the ſame with Noah, and that the 
true Hiſtory is involved with theſe Fables; this they 
make out from the Diviſion of the Empire between the 
three Sons, and that their differcnt Governments have 
a Relation to the Places which they inhabited. Ham, 
by the Heathens called 7up:ter-Hammon, is ſaid to have 
aſcended into the Poſſeflion of Heaven, becauſe he en- 
| tered vpon the hot Flaces of Egpt, and Libya, by them 
thought to have been pen ihe Confines of it. Faphet had 
his Lot in Eurepe and the Iflands, and therefore was 
afterwards ſtyled Neprunt, or the God of the Seas. Sem 
had the Name of Plato, or the God of Hell, affixed to 
him, becauſe amongſt his Poſterity remained the true 
Belief, that Perſons who departed this Life ſhould not 
die eternally; but according to their Actions bere would. 
in another Life receive their Rewards or puniſhments. 
From this Opinion they were ſtyled by the Greeks Atha- 
natoi, or the Immertal, and by Homer were ſaid to have 
had a Language peculiar to themſelves ; from which 
he gives us ſome particular Expreſſions. Concerning 
this Point of Learning and Hiſtory, Goropbius Becanus, 
and eſpecially the moſt learned Becbartus, have treated 
with a great deal of Exactneſs. 5 3 
Many Nations worſhipped Saturn, after Rites peculiar 

to themſelves, and this in ſome Me. ſure ſhews the Pro- 
greſs of Idolatry ; the firſt among them was Salus of 
Babylon of Aria, who is thought to have been no 
other than Mab; Now Noav's coming out of the Waters 
of the Deluge, might give Poſterity ſome Pretence to 
believe that he had no other Father or Mother beſides 
the Heaven or the Earth ; from thence Idolatry came 
amongſt the Egyptians, where, according to their Tradi- 
tion, Saturn married Rhea, and had [is and Ohris, by 
her, or elſe Jutiter and Zur, of whom Q/yris, 1/is, Ty- 
pbon, 4pprile and Venus were born; thence the Knowledge 
of Saturn came amongſt the Phenicians, and was Car- 

ried by their Navigation into Greece, Africa and Italy, 
where he had the belt Character; he was there reputed 
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to have tobnd out the Uſe of Wine, and there to have 
produced the Golden Age; neither of which are Cha- 


Tacters diſagreeable to Mab; for in the firſt Age after 


the Deluge all Things muſt have been plentiful, and 
none could have been Slaves, the whole Race of Men 
then in the World making but one Family; and then 
Authors, who would put the moſt kind Interpretations 
upon the Actions of Saturn, ſay he was ſo far from 
being depoſed by his Son, that finding the Infirmities 
of old Age increaſed upon him, he reſigned his Paternal 
Authority to his Son, that ſo his Youth and Vigour 


might be more uſeful and benefical to his People,

King of Haly amongſt the Aborigines, or firſt Inhabi- 
tants of the Mountains, that received Saturn, and gave 
him Part of his Kingdom, when his Son Jupiter had ba- 


niſhed him out of Crete. |

The Birth and Origin of Janus is very much contro- 
verted, whether he was the Son of Cælus and Hecate, 
or was the ſame as the World or the Sun, or elſe the 
ſame as Ogyges, who built Thebus, fifteen hundred Years 
before the Foundation of Rome, or whether he came from 


Scythia in to Italy, or elſe from Greece, and was 


the 


Son of Apollo by Creuſa Daughter of Erifheus King of 


Athens,. and reigned with Cameſes, a Native of the Coun- 


try, both having their Palace in Janiculum beyond the 


Tyber, 


Cato, in his Writings, having complained of the Fic- 


tions and Vanities of the Greeks, aſſures us, that the 
thians did depopulate taly under the Conduct of Ja 


S- 


nus; 


and 
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and this Prince governed his Subjects by ſo good and 
juſt Laws, that his Poſterity placed him in the Number 
of the immortal Gods. Plutarch favours this Opinion, 
giving him this high Character: Whatever Janus 
«© was either King or God; he was a wiſe and great 
“ Politician, who tempered the Manners of his Subjects, 
« and taught them Civility ; wherefore he was eſte- 
« med the God gf Peace, though he was never called 
„upon but during War.” | 

Fanus had the Title of Deus Deorum, as being the 
moſt ancient of all the Gods; and that of Janus Pater, 
becauſe he had been a true Father to his People: He 
was the God that prgſided at the Beginning of all Un- 
dertakings: To hinf'the firſt Libation of Wine and 
Wheat was offered: the Preface of all Prayers was like- 
wife directed to him by whom Acceſs might be had to 
the other Deities ; And ſo becauſe through the Deors of 


| Houſes we muſt paſs ip the innermoſt Appartments, they 
rom 


were called Januæ from Janus, and were dedicated to 
him as their Protector. He was alſa,gſteemed the In- 
ventor of Locks and Keys for their farther Secdrity. 


He firſt conſecrated the Bounds of Towns and Cities ; 


and therefore when Romulus built the City of Rome, he 
ſent into Taſcany to learn exactly ſuch Forms and Cere- 


monies as their Anceſtors had received from Janus. 


| He was the Introducer of the Months, and the firſt 


took the Denomination of January from him; though 
the firſt Day of the Month was ſacred to Juno, yet this 


was by her Leave committed to the Protection of Ja- 


nus, and at this Time Cakes of new Meal and Salt were 


offered to him, together with new Wine and Frankin- 
cenſe. Then all Tradeſmen and Artiſts began their 
Works, and the Roman Conſuls appointed for that Year 


entered ſolemnly upon their Office; the Romans then 
took Care that all Quarrels ſhould be laid aſide, that 


New-Years Gifts, the Tokens of Friendſhip, ſhould 


paſs between them, and that the Day ſhould conclude 
with Mirth and Diverſion KR 1 2 
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Numa Pompilins inſtituted a Feaſt to Janus upon the 
ninth of this Month, when the Sacrifice was a Ram, 
and the Solemnities were performed with Men like Ex- 
erciſes and Combats. Romulus and Tarius built a 'IV'em- 
ple to him upon the Union of the Sabin People with 


the Romans. Numa ordered that the Temple ſhould be 


/ut in Time of Peace, and opened in that of War, from 
which Ceremony Janus was called C/u/ius and Patulcus, 


Names given with Alluſion to thoſe Actions. 'The : 


Romans being a warlike People, this Temple was ſeldom 
ſhut, except once in the Reign of Numa, then in the 
Conſulate of T7 Manlius, Torquatus, and C. Artilins 
Balbus, ſome Years before the firſt Punic War, and af- 
terwards in the Time of Agufus, when he had taken 
Poſſeſſion of Egypt. | | 
Janus is deſcribed with two Faces, either as reſpect - 
ing the Evening and the Morning, or rather in regard 
of: his fingular Prudence, which 1s a Virtue confiling 
in the Remembrance of Things paſt, and a Foreſight 
of Things to come; he has twelve Altars beneath his 
Feet, and holds a Key in his right Hand, and a Scep- 
ter in his Left; by one ſhewing that he can as it were 
open the World by the Light he gives, and ſhut it up 
again by withdrawing the ſame Light from us, and his 
Scepter denotes the Dominion he has over it, Some- 
times his Image had four Faces, either in regard of the 
four Seaſons of the Year, or the four Quarters of the 


World, which he governs by his Counſels and Autho- 


rity. 
They, who would reſemble Jans to Noah, as view- 
ing the World, both before and after the Flood, derive 


his Name from a Hebrew Word of a like Sound, which 


is Jain, and ſignifies Wine, the Uſe of which was brought 
into Italy by him. Fabius Pifor, one of the oldeſt 
Roman Hiſtorians, reports, that from Janus the ancient 
Tuſcans learned to improve the Vine, to ſow Corn, and 
make Bread ; that he taught them to build Temples 
and Alters to the Gods, who before had been worſhip- 


Theer: 
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There is nothing to be found concerning his Poſte- 
rity ; his Wife by ſome is ſaid to be Veſta, who inlti- 
tuted the ſacred Fire and appointed Virgins to preſerve 
it; according to others ſhe was the Goddeſs Carna, or 
Carma, who preſides over the inward Parts, and occa- 
ſions a good Habit and Conſtitution of the Body.

ITI is no eaſy Matter to diſtinguiſh betwen this Yea, 
and her Mother, of whom Mention has been made 
before, and another Vea, who was a Virgin, and her 
Daughter The Poetical Hiſtorians, after their uſual 
 FCuſtom, attributing to one the Character and the Ac- 
*tions of the other. 
This Goddeſs had various Names, as Magna Mater, 
Mater Deorum, Paſi bea, the Great Mother, and Motber 
e all the Gods; as ſhe repreſented the Earth, the 
Was by the Latins called Ops, from the Help and A ſſiſt- 
ance ſhe brings to all Things in the World. The Greeks 
Called her Rhea, from the many Bleflings that flow 
from her continually, and therefore a Sow was ſacrih- 
ted to her to denote her Fruitfulneſs ; ſhe was highly 
{Honoured in Phrygia, and re rived many Names from 
divers Places ip that Country, as Cybele, Dyndimene, Dea 
Paſſinuntia, Idea, Mygdonia, Berecynthia, her greateſt 
N 1 uſes to appear when ſhe makes her Pro- 
preſs through the Cities of Phrygia ; ſhe rides in her 
Chariot drawn by Lions, her Head crowned with Tow- 
ers, and is adorned with all the beautious ObjeRs the 
Earth produces, and attended” by an hundred Celeffal 
Gods, being all of them her own divine Offspring.

The | 
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The Prieſts of this Goddeſs were the [4zi Dactili, the 
Curetes or Corybantes, and the Telchines, who were all of 
the ſame Kindred and Family. 

The Idæi Dactili were the ancient Inhabitants of Crete, 
and had their Original from Mount Ida in Phrygia, and 
were called Da&ili from being Ten in Number, accord- 
ing to that of the Fingers. They carried their Rites 

and Myſteries into Samothracia, and were ſaid to have 

found out the Uſe of Fire, to have diſcovered the Na- 

ture of Iron, Braſs, and other Metals, and to have in- 

vented many other Things of great Uſe and Advantage 

to Mankind, and that they were therefore reputed as 
_ Gods or Dæmons. 15 ZE 

The Cure/es were deſcended from the Da#il:; they 
firſt taught Men how. to manage Flocks of Sheep, and 
to tame and breed Herds of other Cattle, to gather 
Honey, to live in Societies, to hunt, caſt Darts, uſe 
Swords, Targets and Helmets, of which they were the 
Inventors; to theſe Curezes Rhea committed the Care of 
Jupiter, to preſerve him from his Father Saturn; they 
by dancing in Arms, and claſhing of their Weapons to 
the Sounds of Pipes, Drums and Cymbals, made ſuch 
a Noiſe as might drown the Cries of the Infant God. 
Heraclides Ponticus ſays the Curetes born in Crete were 
the firſt Mortals that appeared in brazen Armour, and 
that their Rendezvous was in Eubæa, that they had the; 

Education of Jupiter, became afterwards his Fellow, 
Soldiers in his Wars, and at laſt placed him in his Fa; 
ther*s Kingdom. 3 
R'̃bea bad other Prieſts in Crete, who afterwards tranſ- 
planted themſelves to Rhodes; they were called the Tel. 
* chines, and were the Offspring of Thalaſ/a, or the Sea ; 
they together with Caphira Daughter, of Oceanus, had 
the Education of Neptune, who was committed to them 
by this Goddeſs; for this careful Mother is ſaid to have 
preſerved Neptune and Pluto, as well as Jupiter, from 
tlleir devouring Father. Theſe Telchines were report- 
ed to have been Magicians, able to transform them- 
ſelves into divers Shapes, and to raiſe Winds and Tem- 


2 peſts 
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eſts at their-Pleaſure, others thought them Demons pre- 
ding over the Winds : others, that they were the Winds 

themſelves, ſuch as were in the Heavens, at Sea, and 
in the Caverns of the Earth, every where conducing to 


the Product of Beings, and to the healthful Support of 


them, but that theſe Winds would ſometimes deſtroy 
the Labour of Mankind, and ſeem to threaten the.Over- 
throw of Nature, when they burſt forth in their Rage 
and Fury. Theſe Telchines had another Character of 


being preat Artiſts, and were ſaid to have invented. 


many uſeful Things, particularly the making of Sta- 
tues, and ſetting up the Images of the Gods, 

The Corybantes were of the ſame Original as the Cu- 
retes, and the peculiar Prieſts of Cybele the Great Mo 
ther in the Iſland of Samothrace, were they celebrated 
the Myſteries of the Cabiri, which were concealed with 
a ſacred Silence; theſe Gods were called Cabiri, or 


Omni potent, from a moſt ancient Word Cabir which had 


that Signification ; they were four in Number, who had 
myſtick Names, but were the ſame as Ceres, Proſerpine, 
Pluto and Mercury, though Jupiter and Bacchus are 
thought to'have. been the two firſt of the Cabiri. Dar- 
danus, the Son of Jupiter and Electra, brought the Sa- 
mothracian Rites into Phrygia, where Cybele, Widow to 
his Brother Jaſfon, who being beloved by Ceres, was 
received among the Gods, called the Goddeſs Rhea 
after her own Name, and gave the ancient Prieſts the 
Curetes the Name of Corybantes from her on Son 
Gorybas. 1 

Ihe Phrygians report that Mæones heretofore reigned 
in Phrygia, that he married D, ndima, and by her had a 
Daughter, called Cybele, which ſhe expoſed in the Moun- 
tain Cybelus, that ſhe was nouriſhed there by Lioneſſes 


and wild Beaſts, till found by ſome * eee as ſhe 


grew 1n Years ſhe was admired for her Beauty and Inge- 
nuity ; ſhe firſt invented the Pipe compoſed of Reeds, and 
uſed Cymbals in her Sports and Dances ; ſhe bore an ex- 
traordinary Love to Children, and taught Cures for Diſ- 
eaſes incident to them, and to all Sorts of Cattle; ſhe was 
afterwards acknowledged 0 Parents, when falling in 
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Love with a young Man called 4rys, and being with 
Child by him, her Father cauſed him to be ſlain, and 
expoſed without Burial. Cybele fell into a furious Mad- 
neſs, and filled all the Fields and Mountains with the 
Noiſe of her Timbrels and Lamentations ; ſome Time 
after a Plague and Famine happening in Phrygia, they 
| were adviſed by the Oracles to bury Atyt, and worſhip 
Cybele as a Goddeſs ; not finding his Body, they made 
a Statue for him, which they followed with Howlings * 
and mournful Ceremonies proper for his Funeral ; they 
erecte d a Magnificent Temple for Cybele in the City Pe/- 
ſinus, and placed Lionęſſes by her Statue, in Memory of 
her having been nurſed by them. 

Atys is alſo fabled to have been a Boy whom Cytele 
loved, and made Preſident of her Rites, at the ſame T'ime 
injoining him an inviolated Chaſtity ; but he f:rgetiing 
his Vow, and loſing that Virtue, the Goddeſs drove him 
into ſuch a Fit of Madneſs that he caſtrated himſelf, and 
proceeding farther to the Danger of his Life, he was by 
Cybele turned into a Pine-Tree, which was afterwards 
ſacred to her; ſo likewiſe was the Box-Tree, becauſe ſe- 
veral of her Muſical Inſtruments were made of it. 

This Goddeſs was not known in /7talp, till Hanribald 
was in the very Bowels of it with his Army. The Ro- 
man Senate conſulting the Books of the Sibz/s, found 
that he could not be driven thence, unleſs the Idæan Mo- 
ther came to Rome ; this obliged them to ſend Ambaſla- 
dors to Atalus King of Phrygia, to requeſt of him the 
Statue of this Goddeſs which was of Stone in the City 
Peſſinus in Galatia, The Goddeſs was breught to Rome, 
and the Ladies went out to the River Tyber to receive 
her, when a Thing remarkable happened ; the Ship ſhe 
was carried in opt at the Mouth of the River, till the Ve- 
ſtal Virgin, Claudia, whoſe finery of Dreſs, and Freedom 
of Behaviour had made her Modeſty ſuſpected, rendred 
her Chaſtity unqueſtionable, by eaſily drawing the Veſſel 
athore with her Gird'e, where the Goddeſs was received 
by Virgins, and introduced into the City, according to 
the $:by/'s Order, by the beſt Man in Rome, 3 the 

| | enate 
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Senate had adjudged to be the young Publius Scipio. 
This Image was reputed to have fallen from Heaven, and 
therefore was eſteemed as one of the Pledges of the Ro- 
man Greatneſs. | : 

The Feſtivals of Cybele, called Megalefia, began on the 
fifth of April, and continued eight Days, when her Prieſts 
the Corybantes by their ſinging, howling, Sound of Drums, 
Trumpets, and other Brazen Inſtruments, would raiſe 
themſelves to that Degree of Madneſs, as to cut and 
wound themſelves deſperately, not ſparing any who were 
ſo unwary as to meet them; they generally came from 
Gallo-Græcia, a Province of Aa Minor, and moſt of 
them made themſelves Eunuchs in their ſuperſtitious 
Fury, | x 
The ſame Veſta was likewiſe called Magna Pales by 
the Romans, and was honoured as the Goddeſs of Shep- 
| herds and Paſtures ; her Feaſts were called Palilia, and 
were celehrated that ſhe might drive away the Wolves, 
prevent Diſeaſes incident to Cattle, and render the Earth 
fruitful. Then the Country Peaſants purified their Flocks 
and Herds with the Fumes of Roſemary, Laurel and 
Sulphur ; their Sacrifices were Milk and Wafers made 
of Millet, and they concluded their Ceremonies with 
leaping over Fires made of Straw, and dancing round 
and between them. It is memorable that this Feſ- 
tival was obſerved on the twenty-firſt of Apri/, bein 
the Day when the firſt Foundations of Rome were lai 
by Romulus. | 
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7 E come now to the Hiſtory of Jupiter, who, for 
his Virtue and Juſtice, is ſet forth to us by Hi- 


ſtorians, as the wiſeſt of Princes, and yet is deſcribed 
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by thoſe that worſhip him, as one of the vileſt Miſcreants 
for his Rapes and Adulteries. There were very many 
that took upon them the Title of Jupiter, inſomuch 


that Varro reckons up three hundred of them, and 


others count many more, ſo that it becomes at laſt al- 
moſt a common Appellation for a King; hence it is 
that many different Nations glory in the Birth of Jupi- 
zer; the chief Actions of all of them are attributed to 
Jupiter, who was the Son of Saturn and Rhea. Now, 


although it is impoſſible for a Perſon to be born in divers 


Places, yet he is ſaid to have had his Origipal in Crete, 
at Thebes in Arcadia, and likewiſe amongſt the Meſe- 
nans, 8 

The firſt who bore the Name of Jupiter, and con- 
ferred many Benefits upon the Greeks, and eſpecially the 
Athenians, teaching them Laws, Matrimony and Reli- 
gion, with the Ceremonies of Prieſts and Altars, and 


| ſhewing themthat all Things were done by a Divine Pro- 


vidence, was an Arcadian of obſcure Birth, who became 
remarkable for his Virtues, and was ſaid to be the Son 
of Aiber and Dies, which the Mythologiſts take to ſig- 
nify nothing elſe but Truth and Wiſdom ; he was thought 
to have been the Father of Pro/erpine and Liber; Cœlus 
was the Father of the ſecond Jupiter, born in Arcadia, 


and he is ſaid to have begot Minerva. 


But to come to the Poetical Hiſtory of Jupiter the 
Son of Saturn: The People of Meſene, a noble City of 


Peloponneſus, ſay there is a Fountain called Ciægſhara, 


near which Jupiter, when ſtolen from his devouring Fa- 
ther Saturn by the Curetes, was educated by the Nymphs 
Ithome and Neda, and from thence they ptetend to ſhew 
the Cradle of Joue. There are others who ſay he was 
born at Thebes in Bavtia, and endeavour to bring ſeveral 
Arguments for it; but the Cretans go the fartheſt, who 
affirm, that he was not only born amongſt them, but 
that he was buried there, and that they have his Sepulchre 
ftill remaining, The common Opinion is, that Jupiter 
was educated in ſome Cave of tre Mountain Di&e, or 
elſe of Mount Ida, and from theſe Places he is called 
| Difzus 
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Didæus and Idæus; they who would have him born in 
Arcadia called him Olympius, becauſe the Mountain y- 
c#e4s is inthe ſame as Olympus, the Topof which is eſteem- 
ed ſacred; this Controverſy was ſo dubious, that Ca/- 
limachus in his Hymn to Jupiter declares himſelf un- 
willing to determine it, Nor was there leſs Diſpute 
concerning his Nurſes, and the Number of them ; ſome, 
amongſt whom was Virgil, ſay that he was fed by the 
Bees, who followed the muſical Sounds which the 
Curetes made with their brazen Inſt ruments, and that 
for a Reward of this Benefit, Jupiter changed them 


from an Iron Colour to that of Gold, others ſay his 


Nurſe was a Goat, named Almatbea, bred in Olenus, a 
City in Beotia, and that when Jupiter grew up, and 
the Goat happened to die, he placed her amongſt the Stars, 
and, according to the Advice of Themis, covered his 
Shield with her Skin, to ſtrike Terror to his Enemies 
the Titans; this Shield was called Ægis from the Greek 
Word fignifying a Goat, and Jupiter himſelf was ſtyled 
Egiacus ; to the Horn of this Goat he gave this admi- 
rable Privilege, that the Perſons who poſſeſſed it ſhould 
preſently obtain what they defired ; Meliſſa aud Amal- 
tbea, Daughters of Meliſeus King of Crete, are alſo ſaid 
to have fed him with Goats Milk and Honey; ſome 
report, that he and his Sifter Juno ſucked the Breaſts of 
| Fortune; others, that Veſa, or the whole Earth, gave 
him Nouriſhment ; ſome, that he was fed by wild Pi- 
— who brought Anbraſa from Oceanus, and by an 

agle, that in his Beak carried him Nedar from a ſteep 
Rock, and that for a Reward he made the former the 
Foretellers of the Summer and Winter, and ren- 
dered the latter immortal, and placed him in the Hea- 
vens, The Nymphs and the Bears, amongſt many 
others, arrogate this Honour to themſelves; but the 
Poets have not yet determined who have the beſt Pre- 
tenſions, s . 

When Jupiter grew up, he built a City at D 2 
where he was born, the Ruins of which remained many 
Ages afterwards. His ä Exploit was againſt 
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his Father's Enemies, to deliver him and Rhea out of 
Priſon, whither they had been caſt by the Titans, becauſe 


he had been educated contrary to the Oath made by Sa- 


turn; but of this and many Particulars, with Saturn's 
Deſign againſt Jupiter, and his Dethronement by him, as 
likewiſe Saturn's Flight into Italy, and rendering that 
Country happy by the Golden Age, there has enough 


been ſaid before in the Chapters of Saturn and Janus. 


When Jupiter was placed in his Father's Throne, and 
all the Gods obeyed him, Apollo in Purple Robes, with 
a Crown of Laurel about his Head, ſung the Praiſes and 
noble Actions of the Conqueror, in Verſes adapted to 
his Harp, ſo that he extremely delighted the other Gods 
who were then entertained at a Banquet; and from hence 
Apollo gave the Original to all Triumphal Solemnities. 
Hercules Idæus likewiſe, to perpetuate the Memory of ſo 
important a Victory, inſtituted the O/ympick Games, in 
which Apollo gained the firſt Prize, by overcoming Mer- 
cury at the Race; and Mars overcame all other Perſons 
at Fiſty Cuffs. 2p 

But the Reign of Jupiter did not ſeem to ſome of his 
Subjects ſo pleaſing as that of Saturn; for a Prince that 
had in great Meaſures been beholden to an Army for his 
Kingdom, could not but allow ſome Liberties, and wink 
at ſome Exceſſes in his Soldiers. This was ſo aggravated 


by the Poets, that whereas before in the Golden Age 


Wolves lay down with the Lambs, and Hares with the 
Dogs; now, on the contrary, all was turned to War and 


Enmity, for Lions now began to ſeek their Prey, Hawks 


to deſtroy the leſſer Birds, Serpents to gather and diffuſe 
their black Poiſons: Now Hurricanes infeſted the Air, 
the Sea raged with Tempeſts, and a thouſand Ways were 
ſuddenly invented to bring Mankind to Death and De- 
Kruction; and yet in Compariſon of the next ſucceeding 
and the preſent Age, one of which was called from Bras, 


and that we live in from Iron, this of Jupiter had no 


lower Character then that of the Si/ver Age. 


The 
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The Gods themſelves thought that Jupiter, in the 
Height of his Power, affected ſomething that was too 
tyrannical; and therefore Juno, Neptune and Pallas con- 


ſpired againſt him, and threw him into Bonds, from 


which he was delivered by Cottus, Eyges, and Briareus 
the Giants, who then were eſteemed as the faithful 
Guards of Jupiter's Perſon, and were called by Thetis to 
his timely Afhſtance, | 5 fe | 

After this he ſubdued the Eaſtern Nations, Succeſs ſtill 
waiting upon his Arms. 'Then he placed Kings over the 
ſeveral Countries he had conquered, directing them how 
to ſuppreſs Violence, and how to rule by Law and E- 
quity ; for which Purpoſe he conſtituted Magiſtrates, and 
erected Tribunals : He endeavoured the Preſervation of 
Peace amongſt Men, ſtirring up the Good by wholeſome 
Advice to their Duty, and reſtraining the Bad from their 
Offences by the Fear. of Puniſhment, He put to Death 
all Thieves and Oppreſſors; and whereas before in Sa- 
turn's Time, People fed upon human Fleſh, he ſhewed 


them the Uſe of Acorns for Food, and therefore had the 


Oak which bore them conſecrated to him: And thus 
Kings were ſaid to have been the Oiprings of Jove, and 

he was eſteemed the Common Father of Gods and Men, | 
Jupiter, although he had his Habitation in Olympus, 
yet was concerned for his Subjects upon Earth as well 
as in Heaven; and hearing that great Impieties were 


committed there, reſolved to deſcend thither, and com- 


ing to the Palace of Lycaon in Arcania, declared himſelf 
to be a God; Sacrifices were immediately prepared for 
him by the People; but Lycaon, reſolved to try this Di- 
vinity, whether real or no, flew one of his Servants, and 
dreſſing the Fleſh, ſerved it up for his Entertainment ; 
* deteſting ſuch a villainous Barbarity, ſet the Pa- 
ace * Fire with Lightning, and turned Lycaon into a 
Wolf. | 

But as good Actions will meet with Oppoſition and 
Envy, ſo there aroſe up againſt Jupiter a great Number 
of Giants, the Sons of Terra, who encouraged them to 
revenge the Defeat of the Titans, The Power with 
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which they aſſault Olympus, the Seat of Jupiter, was 
wonderous, and their Weapons as well as their Perſons 
molt aſtoniſhing, Before Jupiter encountered them in 
Crete, upon his ſacrificing of Oxen to Celur, Terra and 
Sol, in all the Entrails appeared evident Signs, that Victory 
was decreed to him by the Gods, and that ſome ſhould 
deſert from the Enemy, amongſt whom was Muſzus, 
for which he was highly honoured. There are many dit- 
ferent Circumſtances related of this War, ſo that there 


ſeem to have been different Battles; but fome of the 


moſt confiderable are theſe: In the firſt Place we learn 
from Homer, that amongſt the other Giants, Orus and 
Ephialtes were the Sons of Neptune by Iphimedea ; that 
they were of huge Bulk, mighty ſtrength, and horrible 
Aſpect, and that they had Serpents, inſtead of Thighs 
and Feet to go upon; that their Habitation was in Pal- 
lene in Macedonia, where they ſet the Mountain O/a up- 
on Felion, and from thence attacked Jupiter with Rocks 
and burning Trees, & hich they threw againſt Heaven; 
ſuch of theſe Rocks as fell upon the Earth became Moun- 
tains, and ſuch as tumbled in the Sea became Iflands. 
There went a Rumour amongſt the Gods, that the Gi- 
ants could not be overcome, unlefs ſome Perfon that was 


mortal ſhould aſſiſt in the War; wherefore 1 up- 


on the Advice of Pallas, called up Hercules, who was 
the firſt that flew Alczon with an Arrow, but he ſtill re- 
vived and grew ſtronger, till Minerva by Violence drew 


him out of the Orb of the Moon, and ſo he expired. 


Jupiter and Hercules ſlew Porphyrio, who was going to 
ravith Juno. Apolla put out the left Eye of Ephialtes, 
and Hercules the right one, with their Arrows. Hercules 
flew Eurytus, by darting an Oak at him; Clytius fell by 
the Hands of Hecate ; Minerva cut off the Heads of Pal- 
lantes and Enceladus, and afterwards encountering Alcyo- 
neus at the Ibm of Corinth, ſlew him, though a Giant 
of prodigious Magnitude ; as Peolybores fled through the 
Sea, and came to the Iſland of Coos, Neptune rending off 


Part of the Land, threw it upon him, and made the 


Ifl and called Nifyros ; Mercury flew Hypolitus, Diana over- 
f came

came Gratian, Mars encountered and overthrew Mimas 
and the Parcæ, by ſlaying Agryus and Thoon, had their 
Share in the Victory; and all the reſt, many of whoſe 
Names we have in the Poets, fell by the Thundervolts 
of Jupiter. | | i | 
The Memory of the Giants was tranſmitted te Po- 


ſterity; for Nawius, in his firſt Book of the Punic War, 


relates how the Romans found amongſt the Carthagini- 
ans the vaſt Images of the Titans, Giants with two Bo- 
dies, and of Runcus and Purpureus, the Sons of the 
Earth, | | | | 
It is fabled, that Silerus came to this War, and that 
when his Aſs, on which he always rode, ſaw the hide. 
ous Figure of the Enemies, he began to bray, which 
made the Giants fly, as if ſome extraordinary and for- 
midable Monſter had been coming againſt them ; and 
for this Service the Aſs had a Place given him amougſt 
the Stars. | 
During the whole War, Pallas diſtinguiſhed herſelf by 
ker Counſels, Hercule. by his Strength, Pan by his Trum- 
pet made of a Sea-ſhell, with which he ſtruck an incre- 


_ dible Terror into the Enemy; and young Bacchus, by 


that Sprightlineſs and Vigor that appeared in all his Ac- 
tions: And indeed theſe Services were conſiderable ; for 
when the Audaciouſneſs and Raſhneſs of the Giants firſt 
appeared the Gods were ſo frighted, that they fled into 
Eg ypt, where weary with their 1 Journey, and almoſt 
in Deſpair of lying hid, they transformed themſelves into 
various Shapes; which was the Reaſon why the Egyptian. 
worſhipped the Gods under the Figures of ſo many Plants: 
and Animals, as they are reported to have done, and 
why the Gods afterwards took the ſame into their pecu- 


har Care and Protection. | 


This Was was carried on in divers Places, ſometimes: 
in the Plains of Thrace, ſometimes in thoſe of Thegaly, 
ſometimes in Campania where the Fields are called 
Phlegrean,. from that Abundance of hot Springs which 
riſe about Baie and Cume ; for Hercules having driven 
the Giants thither, they waſhed their Wounds there, and: 
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gave the Springs the TinQure of Sulphur, proceeding 
from the Nature of the Thunder which had ſtruck them. 
All the Giants afterwards were thrown into Hell; Ence- 
ladus was caſt. under na, to be tormented with per- 


petual Flames; Typheus was of ſo vaſt a Body, that 


all Sicily was ſcarce ſufficient to cover him, and this 
and having three Promontories, that of Pelorus, which 
is over againſt Italy, lay upon his right Arm, that of 
Pachynus upon his Left, Lilybzus upon his Feet, and his 
Head was preſſed down with the Weight of Mount 
tna. | | 


There are more Particulars delivered down concern. 


Ing this Giant Typheens, or Typhon, than of the others. 


Juno being enraged that Jupiter had brought forth Mi- 
zerva out of his Head without any Female, prayed to 
Czlus and Terra, and all the Gods Celeſtial ard Infernal, 
that ſhe might likewiſe bring forth without the Help 
of a Male ſome Time afterwards ſtriking the Earth with 
| Her Hand, there came forth the Monſter Typhon, which 
was given to a ſhe Dragon to be educated, but whether 
in Lydia, Phrygia, or Cilicia, is uncertain. Hęſiod ſays 

he was the Son of Terra and Erebus ; he was of that 
Bigneſs, that his Knees were of the Height of the high- 
eſt Mountains, his Head touched the Stars; he could ex- 


tend his Hands to the utmoſt Regions of the Eaſ and 


Wt, an hundred Dragons Heads iſſued from his Shoul- 
ders, and his Thighs were well twiſted round with Folds. 
of Vipers, the Remainder of his Body was covered withe 
Wings his Eyes darted with Fire, and his Breath was like 
a Furnace. When all the Gods fled from him, Jupiter 
purſued him to the Mountain Caucaſus in ria, and. 
| there wounded him with his Thunder; but there Typhon. 


took Jupiter Priſoner ; and with his own Sickle cut the 


Nerves of his Hands and Feet, and then eaſting him 
upon his Shoulders, bore him away into Cilicia. But 
Mercury found him there, hidden. in a Cave, ſtole him 


thence, and reſtored him. to his former Strength and. 


Vigor. Then Jupiter purſued Typhon again with his 
Thunder, wounded him at Hæmus a Hill in Thrace, and. 
| | #4 
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at laſt overwhelmed him with the Mountain tna, as 
he fled into Sicily. The Mythologiſts take Typhon and 


the other Giants to have been the Winds, eſpecially the 
ſubterraneous ones which cauſe Earthquakes, that break 


forth with Fire, occaſioned by the Sulphur which abounds 


in the Caverns underneath Campania, Sicily, and all the 
Holian lands, 

Jupiter having reſtored Peace to the whole Univerſe, 
divided it by Lot; the Dominion of the Sea falling to 
Neptune; that of the infernal Parts to Pluto, and that of 
the Heavens to Jupiter. But Callimachus abſolutely de- 
nies this Opinion, and thinks it reaſonable to affirm, that 
a Matter of that Moment, where Things of ſuch diffe- 
rent Natures were to be difpoſed of, would not be left to 
ſo ſlight a Deciſion, 

In this Dominion of Jupiter, the Poets ſay, that Aides 


which is the ſame as the Rewerence paid to good Men by 


their Inferiors, and Dice or Equity was always Atten- 
dants upon his Throne; intimating that Juſtice in a 
Prince will ever command Reſpe& and Obedience. The 
Litai, Prece:, or Supplications, who were the Daughters 
of himſelf and Juno, were likewiſe always near him 
for Perſons in Power will never be without a Crowd of 


Petitioner. His Scepter was made of Cypreſs Wood, 
free from Corruption, and therefere a Symbol of the 


Eternity of his Empire. The Lacedemoniars made his 
Statue without Ears, to ſhew that he was not ready to 
hear all Stories; and the Cretans were ſo liberal as to let 
him have four, to denote, that there was nothing of 
which he had not Cognizance through his whole Em- 
pire. The Greeks gave him the Epithet of Triopthalmus, 


chat is, having three Fycs, with which he was thought 


to obſerve the Affairs of the Heavens, Earth and. Seas; 
chere was a Statue of him of this Kind in the Palace of 
Priamus in Troy, which beſides the two Eyes in their 
uſual Places, had a third in the Forehead. Though the: 

Power of dariing Thunder and Lightning was generally 
ſaid to be only in the Hands of Jupiter, yet the learned 
Wetrurians ſay it was committed to. nine Gods, amongſt 
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whom were Vulcan, Minerva, Juno, Mars, and the South 
Winds. There were ſeveral Kinds of Thunders, as the 
Eatidica Bruta, &c. but the Romans took particular No- 
tice of two, the Diurnal, which they attributed to Jupi- 
ter, and the Nocturnal to Summanus or Pluto. Jupiter 
was thought never to ſtrike either Men or inanimate 
Things with his Thunder, but to puniſh their Crimes; 
and therefore Men ſtruck with it were deprived of Fune- 


ed with Sacrifice, | 

It 1s a difficult Matter for Perſons who are arrived at 
the higheſt Pitch of Grandeur, to contain themſelves 
within the Bounds of Temperance; and therefore no 
Wonder if Jupiter having ſo happily overcome all his 
Enemies, finding no Limits ſet to his Power, might 


let looſe his Appetites, and in the Purſuit of his Plea- 
ſures, run into the moſt extrava ant and infamous De- 


baucheries ; laying aſide that Frugality, Abſtinence and 
Chaſtity, for which the Reign of Salurn had before been 


fo eminent. 


Jupiter had ſeveral Wives; the firſt Metis, whom 
he devoured when ſhe was big with Child, and from 
th-nce he himſelf became pregnant, and brought forth 
Pallas out of his Head, the Virgin being at that Time 
fully grown, and having on her a compleat Suit of Ar- 
mor. Then he took Themis, and had a third Wife in 
the Gneſſian Region, near the River Therenus ; and after 
all was married to his Siſter Juno: Nature ſeemed to 
have ſome ReluQance to the joining ſo near Relations ; 
and therefore Jupiter being in Hopes to obtain by Sub- 
tility that Favour which he durſt not aſk, transforms him- 
ſelf into a Cucſoav, and flew to a Hill near Corinth, which 
from the Greet Name of that Bird is called Coccyx. He 
had before cauſed a great Tempeſt to riſe, and Juno had 
ſought Shelter under the Hill Thronax ;the Cuckow, to 
avoid the Violence of the Storm, flew trembling, and ſate 


upon her Lap; ſhe, to preſerve it from Cold, admitted 
it to her Boſom, where Jupiter ſoon. diſcovered himſelf, 


and promiſed. her Marriage. 


ra] Solemnities, and the Places where it fel} were purifi- 
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His Rapes and Adulteries were innumerable: and 
there was ſcarce any Shape or Figure that he did not 
put on to accompliſh them. by 
He corrupted Caliſta, the Daughter of Lycaon, by 
counterfeiting the Modefty and Countenance of Diana. 
She was one of the Nymphs who attended that Goddeſs, 
after ſhe had profeſſed Virginity. Her Diſgrace was diſ- 
covered as they were bathing in a Fountain, and ſhe diſ- 
carded from the Train of Virgins, Diana atterwards 
changed her into a Bear, and then ſhe was advanced into 
Heaven by Jupiter, and made a Conitell.tion, which by 
the Greeks is called Helice, by the Eatins commonly U 
Major, or the Great Bear. 
Juno had no other Revenge of her bat to obtain from 
her Brother Neptune, that ſhe might never be able to- 
_ deſcend into the Sea. Her Son Arcas was likewiſe made 
a Conſtellation, called the Little Bear, by the Greets Cy- 
xo/ura. He had gained a great Reputation amongſt his 
Countrymen, having been taught the Method of ſowing 
Corn by Tripto/emus, and inſtructed by Aariſa in the 
Art of making Woolen Cloth and Garments, Tents: 
and Coverings of Hogs Skins, to preſerve the Pelaſgiars 
from the Cold, who Nom theſe Benefits choſe the Title 
of Arcadians. | : 
Jupiter had two Sons named Ampbion and Zethus, by 
Antiope the Wife of Lycus King of Thebes, whom he 
lay with in the Shape of a Stayr, as he did with Leda 
in that of a Swan, with Europa in that of a Bull, and 
with Danae under the Appearance of a Shower of Gold. 
Under the Similitude 5 Fire he carried Zgina, the 
Daughter of Aſapu King of Bœotia, from the Region of 
Epidaurus, into a deſert Iſland, then called Ænop, which 
was afterwards inhabited, and from ber took the Name 
gina He raviſhed Aferia a young Lady of great 
Modeſty, the Daughter of Cæus, and flew. away with 
her in the Shape of an Eagle. 
There was nothing ſo mean that he. would not ſtoop 
to for the obtaining his Deſires ; and therefore to enjoy

Clytoris, a beautiful Virgin of The/aly, he metamorphoſed 
himſelf into the Shape of an Ant. 

By Protogenia he had two Sons, Athlius the Father 

of Endymion, and Epaphus, who built Memphis in Egypt, 
and was the Huſband of Libya, who gave her Name to 
the Continent of Africk. 
He had two Sons called;the Palaci by Thalia, who 
finding herſelf big with Child, and being afraid of Juno, 
intreated the Earth to hide her; this was done till ſuch 
Time as ſhe was to be delivered, and then two Boys 
broke forth out of the Earth not far from Cantana in Si- 
rily, which Place is had in great Veneration by the Inha- 
bitants. 

Ele#ra brought him a Son called Dardamus, who flying 
from his Country, came into the Region adjacent to Hel- 
leſpont, and there built the City Dardanus, and gave the 
Name of Dardania to the whole Country. 

He had Pirithous by the Wife of Ixicn, Pelagus by 
Niobe, Sarpedon and Argus by Laodamia, Taygetus by 
Ta geile, from whom the Mountain was fo called; he 
had Deucalicn by Jodama, Britomartis by Carme the 
Daughter of Eubulus, Migarus by one of the Nymphs 
called Sithinides Arcefilaus and Carbius by Torrebia, Co- 
Iaxes by Ora, C;rnus ty Cyrno, who gave her Name to 
the Ifland that before was called Therapne ; by Gara- 
mantis he had Hiarbas, as likewiſe /hyleus and Pylum- 
nus, who taught Mankind the Manner of baking Bread; 
with ſeveral other Sons and Daughters mentioned by 
the Poets, * „ 

From hence, with Tertullian, we may juſtly remark, 
that it was no Wonder to ſee all Sorts of Men ſo de- 
hauched, and guilty of ſo many abominable Crimes, 
when they were encouraged by the Example of thoſe 
they did adore, and from whom they were to expect 
Rewards and Puniſhments. And there, ſeems to have 
been good Reaſon, that Momus in Lucian ſhould' ridicule 
Jupiter after this Manner, “ Your fine Mctamorphoſes 
« made me ſometimes afraid, leſt. you ſhould be brought 
« to the Shambles, or put to the Plough, when thow 
ER „ Werd 
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« wert a Bull, or that a Goldſmith ſhould have melted 
e« thee down when thou wert Gold, or when a Swan, 
« leſt they ſhould have put thee on the Spit, and roaſted 
Ce thee.”? T | 3 

From hence the Moraliſts bid us obferve how many 


Beaſts a Perſon reſembles that has once laid aſide his Mo- 


deſty and Virtue, and how even the Gods themſelves be- 
come Brutes, by the Practice of impure Luſt and Intem- 
perance. : . 

The Mountain Olympws being, as was ſaid before, the 
chief Habitation of Jupiter, he there propoſed Rewards 
to any one that would produce a new Invention uſeful to 
human Life, the Glory of which he gave to his Offspring 
to eternize their Memories. It is not eaſy to determine 
how many Years he reigned, becauſe the Ancients main= 
tained that he never died ; but by Reaſon that he alone 
of all the Gods is deſcribed with a long Beard, it is ſup- 
poſed that he lived till a very old Age. Hiſtorians write, 
that he died and was buried in Crete, and that his Sepul- 
chre was ſhown near the Mountain Fafius. 


The Worſhip of him was fpread into almoſt every 
Country, under different Denominations. In Libya he 


delivered many Oracles by the Name of Jupiter Hammon,, 


where he was deſcribed with Horns and in the Shape of 


a Ram, holding a Sceptre, with an Eye at the Top of it 
to repreſent this Providence; becauſe, when Bacchus was 


a-thirſt amongſt the parching Sands and Deſarts of Libya, 


he implored the Aſſiſtance of Jupiler, who appearing in 


the Form of a Ram, with his Foot opened a Fountain of 


Water to relieve him. | 

Amongſt the Fg yptians, Jupiler was the ſame as OHrisz 
they likewiſe relate that Dionyſius having overcome the 
Titans, and Saturn and Khea, took their young Son Ju- 


piter, and carried him into Eg pt, and made him King of 
that Country: But whereas he was then ver, young, he. 


gave him an Inſtructor called Olympus, a Perion eminent. 


for his Prudence and Skill in Aſtronomical Matters, by 


whom Jupiter was educated, and from thence had the; 
Name of QJympzus. | 
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Amongſt the Atbiopians in Africa, Jupiter was called 
Afabinus ; in Myiria he was adored by the Name of Belus; 
the Phænicians at Axotus called Dagon by the Name of 
Jupiter Aratrius, becauſe he taught them how to plow 
the Ground, and ſow their Wheat. By the Sidoniant, a 
People wholly given to Navigation, he had the Epithet 
of Maritimus: and at Gaza he had the Title of Marana- 
fin, or the King of Men. | | | 
Cecrops, who reigned in Athens, and had himſelf the 
Honour to be called Jupiter, was the firſt Mortal that 
acknowledged Jupiter by the Name of Supreme, and 
taught his Subjects that no Sort of Cruelty ought to ap- 
proach the Divine Altars, and that nothing which had 
Life was to be ſacrificed, but rather Cakes of their 
Country Corn, ſince the Celeſtial - Nature agreed beſt 
with Clemency and Beneficence. | 
The Elears gave Jupiter the Title of My/carius, be- 
cauſe when Hereules was ſacrificing amongſt them, and 
was exceedingly troubled: with Flies, Jupiler drove them 
all away beyond. the River Alpheus. 
When all Greece was afflicted with great Drought, and 
Perſons were ſent to conſult the Oracle at Delphos, it was 
anſwered, that Joe muſt be appeaſed, and Æacus uſed: 
as an Interceſſor; he by Prayers and Sacrifices obtained: 
an univerſal Rain over the whole Country from Jupiter, 
who thereupon. was called Panellenius; the Greeks like- 
wiſe called him Xenius, or the Hoſpitable, becauſe he: 
was thought the Author of the Laws and Cuſtoms con- 
cerning Hoſpitality. | | | 
He had the Title of Dodonæus from Dodona, a Moun- 
tain of Chaonia, in the Region of the MolofF, near which 
was a Grove of Oaks ſacred to him, and eſteemed the: 
moſt antient Oracle in Greece, But how theſe Oracles 
were delivered, is a Controverſy, whether by two Doves 
that ſpoke, or by the Leaves of the Oaks themſelves,, 
which became Vocal. | 
Jupiter had ſeveral Names from his Bounty to Man- 
&iud ; he was ſtiled Optimus Maximus, the beft and great- 
of the Gods, from his Beneficence and his e 
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. becauſe he both can and is willing to do good to all 
Mankind, His Names of Lucetius and Dieſpiter, or Fa- 
ther of the Day, came from his giving Men Light, Day, 
and Life itſelf; that of Elicius came from his Conde/cen- 
fron, inſomuch as the Prayers of Men may bring him down 
from Heaven; he was called upon as Areius and Nicepho- 
rus, as being the Decider of material Events, and able 
on which Side he pleaſed to incline the Victory; he was 
named Opitulator from helping ; Centipeda, as having 
many Feet, from his Firmneſs; Stabilitor, from his 
ſupporting the World; Alnus, from cherifhing ail Things; 
and Ruminus, from his giving Nouri/hment to all Creatures. 


Jupiter had ſeveral Titles peculiar to him amongſt the 


Romans; as that of Stator, becauſe in a Battle with the 
Sabines, he ſtopped the Flight of the Renan, at the 
Prayer of Romulus; he was called Capitolinus, from the 
Capitil ne Hill, where he had a Temple deſigned him by 
Targuinius Priſcus, erected by Targuinius Superbus, and 
dedicated by Horatius the Conſul; and from the Rock 
on which this Temple was built, he was ſtiled Tarpetus ; 


he was likewiſe worſhiped, and had a Temple, by the 


Name of Predutor, becauſe in all Victories Part of the 
Spoils were ſacred to him. But when a Roman King, 
or chief General, ſlew an adverſe King with his own 


Hands, the Spoils were offcred to him as Tate Fere- 


„when he 
had ſlain Acron, King of the Cænienſes, and ſuch were 


trius; ſuch were they which Romulus preſente 


offered by Cornelius Gallus, after the Death of Tolumnius 
King of Hetruria ; and thirdly, thoſe which Marcus Mar- 
cellus took from the vanquiſhed Yiridomarus King of the 
 Gauls, | 

Beſides all theſe, Jupiter had many Denominations 
from his Attributes, from ſeveral Events, from the Acti- 


ons he performed, from the Perſon he had received 


Aſſiſtance by him, or had erected Temples to his Honour, 
from the Places where he was moſt devoutly worſhipped, 
all which are enumerated aud cxplained by the learned 
Writers of the Greciaz and Roman Antiquities,

UNO was the Daughter of Saturn, who, according ” 
to ſome Authors, had no other Female Children but 3 
herſelf and Glauca. Although the Writers of the Poe- A 
tical Hiſtory agree, that Juno was born at the ſame Birth 1 
with Jupiter, yet they differ as to the Place; ſome ſay 
that ſhe was born at Argos, others at Samos, under a 
Willow, near the River Inbraſus; and this latter has ob- 
tained as the common Opinion, and Samos has gained the 
Name of Par:henia, becauſe ſo eminent a Virgin as Juno 
was educated, and dwelt there till the Time of her Mar- 
Triage ; ſhe is reported to have had almoſt as many Nurſes 

as Jupiter; Eubœæa, Porſymna, and Arza, the Daughters 
of the River Aferion, claim that Honour. Otes, a very 
ancient Poet, Who wrote in the Praiſe of Juno, ſays ſhe - 
was educated by the Horæ or Hours, others by the Nymphs 
of the Ocean, and Momer ſays by Oceanus and Tethys 
themſelves. At Samos Jupiter in the Form of a Cuckew, 
as was ſaid before, made her his Wife, and therefore 
Juno, in her Temple at Argos, was repreſented fitting on 
a Throne, holding a Scepter with a Cuckoaw upon it. Nor 
may it ſeem ſtrange that Jupiter ſhould marry his Siſter, 
it being the Cuſtom for the Oriental Monarchs, both 4/- 

 ſyrians and Perſians, to match with their neareſt Relations.

Juno ſoon afterwards took upon her the Care of pre- 
fiding over Marriages, and when Sacrifices were offered 


to her upon that Occaſion, the Gall of the Victim was 


always thrown behind the Altar, to it.ew that no ſuch 
Thing ought to be amongſt married Perſons, 

There goes a Story, that there is a Fountain near Argos, 
named Canatho, in which Juno uſed to bathe herſelf 
every Vear, and became a Virgin again; but the three 
Places ſhe moſt delighted in, were Sparta, Mycenæ, and 
Argos, | . | 

The Romans, from her Aſſiſtance at Marriages and 
Child- bearing, gave her many Denominations ; ſhe was 
called Pronuba, 3 no Marriage was lawful, unleſs 
Invocation was firit made to her; Fuga and Socigena, 
from her introducing Perſons into the Yoke of Matri- 
mony, and recommending that Union which ought to 
be between them ; Domiduca, from bringing the Wife 
home; Unxia, from anointing the Poſts of the Door 
at her Entrance; Cinxia, from unlooſing the Maiden 
Girdle; Perfecta, becauſe no Perſon can 6 till 
married; Opigena and Obſtetrix, becauſe ſhe helped Wo- 
men in Labour; and Lucina, from ſhewing the firſt Light 
to their Children; Populo/a, by reaſon People are pro- 
created from Marriage; So/pita was likewiſe a general 
Name for her, becauſe all Women were ſuppoſed to be 
under her Safeguard, every one of which had her Juno, 
as every Man had his Genius. | 

The Romans gave her ſeveral other Titles, as Quiritis 
or Curitis, from the Spear called Curis in the Sabine Lan- 
Range. whence in her Statues and Medals ſne is found 
eaning upon a Spear; Kalendaris, from the Sacrifices to 


her upon the firit Day of every Month ;. Moneta, be- 


cauſe ſhe gave them wholeſome Counſel when the Gaul: 
took Rome, or becauſe ſhe 1s the Goddeſs of Money and 


| Riches; the Lacedæmorians named her Ægophaga, from 


the Goat that Hercules ſacrificed to her. At Elis ſhe was 
called Hoplo/mia, her Statue poary - compleatly armed : 
At Corinth ſhe was called Bunza, from Buno, that built 
her a Temple there ; but her greateſt Sacrifice was at 
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Argos, which conſiſted of no leſs than an hundred Oxen ; 
the Reaſons of her other Names, as Caprotina, Acræa, 
&c. leave Abundance of Room for the Curious. 

When the Gods fled into Egypt for fear of the Giants, 
Juno transformed herſelf into the Shape of a white Cow, 
Which was afterwards thought t6 be an acceptable Offer- 
ing to her. | | D 

he Peacack likewiſe was a Bird very much in her Fa- 
vour; the Reaſon was this: When Jupiter fell in Love 
with Jo, the Daughter of Inachus, who by ſome is ſaid 
to have been the Prieſteſs or Juno, for fear of that God- 
deſs he transformed her into the Shape of a white Heifer, 
2 Suſpicion made her beg it of him, which was a 
Requeſt he durſt not deny; upon this ſhe was placed un- 
der the Cuſtody of Argus, who had a hundred Eyes, two 
of which fleeping in their Turns, the reſt continued 
waking ; however, he was flain by Mercury, being firſt 
lulled to ſteep with the Muſick of his Pipe, and the Vir- 
tue of his Red, that was called Caduceus ; Juno, out of 
Pity to Argus, turned him into a Peacock; ſcattering his 
hundred Eyes upon the Tail of that Bird; in the mean 
Time ſhe commits J to be tormented by the Furies. 
Purſued by Ti/pphone, Jo falls into the Sea, and is carried 
by the Waves, firſt into the Thracian Beſphorus, ſo called 
from her paſſing it, and then into Eg ypt ; thither likewiſe 
comes T:/yphone, but Nilus with his Waters reſiſts her, 
and ſcatters all her Armour of flaming Torches, Whips 
and Scorpions; at the ſame Time Jupiter with his Thun- 
der exerts his Power, infomuch that even Juno herſelf 
was forced to comply, and ſee her placed among the 
Gods, where being crowned with the Ab, a Serpent 
venerated amongſt the Egyptians, ſhe preſides over the 
Winds, and is the atroneſs of Seamen. ' 
When Juno appeared in her Pomp with her Scepter 


and Diadem beſet with Lillies and Roſes, as Queen of 


the Gods, the, Peacock had the Honour to draw her 
Chariot through the liquid Firmament. For this Reaſon, 
in her Temple at Eubea, the Emperor Adrian made her 


a moſt. 
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a moſt magnificent Offering of a Crown of Gold, a Pur- 
ple Mantle, with an Embroidery of Silver, deſcribing 
the Marriages of Hercules and Hebe, and a large Pea- 
cock, whoſe Body was of Gold, and the Colours ef his 


Tail were imitated by a Multitude of the, moſt precious 
Jewels. | 


The Attendants of Juno were Terror and Boldne/s, and 
the two Meteors Caſtor and Pollux, and fourteen Nymphs 
ſill ready at her Service: but Iris was never from her, 
always ready-and watchful to be employed in her moſt 
important Affairs. She was Daughter of Thaumas, for 
the Weonderfulneſs of her Beauty, and was painted with 

Wings, and riding upon her own Rainbow, by reaſon 
of her Swiftneſs. She was Juno's Meſſenger, as Mercury 
was Tupiter's, with theſe Differences; her Office was to 
unloofe the Souls of Women from their Bodies, as Mer- 
cury unlooſed thoſe of the Men; and whereas he was 
employed in Meſſages of Peace, ſhe was always ſent to 
promote Strife and Diſcord, 

There was no Wife more jealous than Juno, or that 
had greater Reaſon, bcing ſo often provoked to it by 
Jupiter. Numa therefore ordained; amongſt the Romans 
that if any unchaſte Woman approached her Temple, a 
female Lamb ſhould be offered by her to expiate the. 
Offence. 

There was none that ſhe was more offended at than 
Alcmena, whoſe Son Hercules ſhe perſecuted with the 
utmoſt Vigour. And yet he is ſaid to have gained his 
Immortality by the Milk he ſucked from her, When an 
Infant, he was brought by Pallas, and Jupiter put him 
to her Breaſt when ſhe was aſleep: but the Goddeſs 
_ awaking haſtily, ſome of the Milk fell 15 the Heaven, 

and made the Milky Way ; the Remainder fell upon the 
Earth, and there rendered the L://ies white, which before 
were of the ſame Colour with the Crocus. Juno extended 
her Anger even to his Countrymen the Thebans, and for 
that Reaſon ſhe was wounded under the Tight Pap with. 
an Arrow of Hercules, as Homer tells us.

Her implacable 'Temper made her upon a certain Time 
relinquiſh Heaven, and fly into Fubza; Jupiter in vain 
ſolicited Reconciliation, but .could not obtain it, till 
he aſked Advice of Citheron King of the Platæans, who 
was then accounted the ſubtleſt of Mortals: By his- In- 
ſtructions Jupiter took an Oaken Image, and adorned it 
with a magnificent Habit and Equipage, and had it car- 
ried in a Chariot, and declared publickly, that he was 
going to marry Platæa, the Daughter of AZ/opus ; Juno 
hearing of it, and enraged with her uſual Jealouſy, fell 
furiouſly upon the Image, tore off all its Ornaments, 
found out the Deceit, and ſo all was turned into Laugh- 
ter and good Humour, | ; 
uno, as was ſaid in the former Chapter of Jupiter, 
Joined in Rebellion with Neptune, Pallas, and the other 
Gods, as thinking Fupiter became too tyrannical. Sure 
it muſt be a blefled Time in Heaven, when the Supreme 
Deity had his Wife and Siſter, his Brother and his 
Daughter all conſpiring againſt him ! But his Power was 
too great for them: For if a Golden Chain, as Homer 
deſcribes it, were let down from Heaven, and all the 
Gods and Goddeſſes ſhould try to drag him thence to the 


Earth, yet their utmoſt Efforts would prove ineffectual; 


and Jupiter in the ſame Author relates how he hun 

up Fun, and tied two Anvils to her Feet, and put Gol- 
den Manacles upon her Hands, when ſtill ſhe hovered 
in the Sky, by Reaſon of her Levity, and all the Gods 
looked on without a Poſſibility of relieving her. Under 
all this the Mythologiſts would comprehend the Harmony 
and Connexion of Nature; for the Air that is interpoſed 
between the Heaven and the Earth 1s conſecrated by the 
Name of Juno, and therefore Pauſanius writes, that near 
Athens ſhe had a Temple without any Doors or Roof to 
it, to ſignify, that ſhe being the Goddeſs by whom we 
breath and live, could have no Place ſufficient to encloſe 
her. She is ſaid to be bound by Fove with golden Ma- 
nacles, becauſe the inferior Air is joined to the ſuperior 


Body by a natural Efficacy ; the Anvils are the Water 


and the Earth, which ſeem to hang upon the Air that

js diffyſed all over them: Nor could all the Gods and 
Goddeſſes free Juno from theſe Bands; for ſuch is the 
Power of the Deity, fo great his Workmanſhip in the 


Conjunction of the Bodies that make the Univerſe, that 


no Force, either human or divine, can diſſolve them, but 
the ſame Artificer who contrived them. 


The Poets differ much as to the Number of Juno's 


Children, and the Manner of their Birth and Conception, 


by ſome they are ſaid to have been Mars, Arge, Nithya, 
and Fulcan : But of theſe in the following Chapters.

NI TUI. 
EPTUNE, the Son of Saturn and Ops, had the 


ſame Fortune as Jupiter, and underwent the ſame 
Danger of ſuffering by his Father's Cruelty; when he 
was born his Mother conveyed him to ſome Shepherds, 
to be brought up amongſt the Lambs, and pretending to 
be delivered of a Foal, gave it to be devoured by Saturn; 
ſome ſay his Nurſe was named Arno, others that he was 
educated by Juno; he aſſiſted his Brother Jupiter in his 
Wars, and when the Univerſe was divided, the Sea and 
all its Iſlands became his Empire. 


His Wife was Amphitrite, with whom he was for a 


long Time deſperately in Love, but could find no Means 
to obtain her, till he fent the Delphin to intercede for 

him, as being a Fiſh the moſt active, and moſt endued 
with Ingenuity and Knowledge, the greateſt Lover of 
Mankind, and that makes his wp . to the Sun up- 
on the Surface of tie Waters, whereas the others are 


ſtupid, lie at the bottom of the Waters, and have little 


more to boaſt of than mere Motion. The Dolphin had 
the defired Succeſs, and therefore Neptune, as an Ac- 
knowledgment, placed him amongſt the Stars. 

| | The 
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The Poets deſcribe Neptune with black Hair, blue 
Eyes, ſeated in a large Shell, drawn by Whales and Sea- 
Calves, or Horſes, whoſe nether Parts are in the Shape 
of Fiſhes, with a Trident in his Hand, and generally 
naked; but if he has any Habit, it is of an azure Co- 
lour. : 
He found out the Art bf riding and managirg Horſes, 
and putting two or four of them together to one Cha- 
riot; and therefore Mithridatrs threw Chariots drawn by 
four Horſes into the Sea, in Honour of Neptune; the 
ſame was an ancient Cuſtom among the lyrians; and 
the Horſe-races amongit the Romans, performed in a 
magnificent Place called the Circus, built for that Pur- 
poſe, were inſtituted to his Honour; and during his Fe- 
ſtival, the Horſes left working, and the Mules were 
adorned with Garlands of Flowers. He is ſaid to be the 
ſame with the God Cenſus, whoſe Temple was in the 
Circus; he was ſo called from the Coumſel he inſpires 
Men with, and particularly from that he gave Romulus 
to raviſh the Sabize Women, and his Altar was under 
(Ground, to ſhew that whatever appertains to him muſt 
be kept ſecret. | — | | 
The Greeks make him to have been the Creator of the 
Horſe, which he produced out of the Earth with a Blow 
of his Trident, when he was in Diſpute with Ainerwa, 
in the great Court of the Areopagus, who ſhould give 
the Name to Cecropia, which was afterwards by a de- 
ciſive Sentence called Athens, from Minerva who made 
an Olive Tree ſpring up ſuddenly, and ſo obtained the 
Victory, that eng eſteemed the moſt uſeful Thing for 
the Inhabitants. Now the Horſe in that Place could 6 . 
nify nothing elſe but a Ship ; for the two Things in which 
that Region excelled, being Ships and Olive Trees, it 
was thought politick by this Means to bring the Citizens 
over from too much Application to Sea-Aﬀairs to the 
manuring of the adjacent Country, by ſhewing how 
Pallas was preferable to Neptune, that is, Huſbandry to 
Sailing, which the Production of a Horſe could never 
have done without a farther Meaning, However this

appears, that Neptune had brought the Management of 
the Horſe, as likewiſe the Art of building of Ships, to 
very great Perfection; inſomuch that Pamphus, who was 
the moſt antient Writer of Hymns to the Gods, calls 
him the Benefactor of Mankind, in beflowing upon them 
Horſes and Ships which had Stems and Decis that reſembled 
Towers, | 20 

The Fg yptians and Arabian: had each a Neptune of 
their own: Sanconiatbon, an old Phenician Author, ſays 
us was the firſt Phenician who durſt adventure to 
truſt himſelf to the Waves of the Sea in the Body of a 
hollow Vree. This Neptune muſt be much antienter than 
he of the Greeks and Latins, ſeeing the Phenicians were 
Navigators long before the others; Herodotus ſays, the 
Word Neptune was proper to the Libyans, who were al- 
ways Worſhippers of this Deity.  _— = 

They who would reduce this to true Hiſtory, think 
that Saturn had a Fleet, and that Neptune was Comman- 
der of it, or rather according to Pamphus, that he was

Neptune being engaged with ſeveral other Gods, in a 
Conſpiracy againſt Jupiter, he was forced to fly with 
Apollo to Laomedon King of Trey, where they built the 
Walls of that City, to which the Muſick of Apolls's-

treated with divine Honours; but Neptune was con- 
ſtrained to go unrewarded, at which he was ſo enraged, 
that he ſent a prodigious Whale, which ſpouting out a

Neptune is ſaid, upon a certain Time, to have contend- 
ed with Minerva and Vulcan, which of them was the beſt 
Artificer, and that Minerva made a Houſe, Yulcan a 
Man, and Neptune a_Byll. For this Reaſon it is not im- 
robable that a Bull ſhould be a proper Offering to him. 
The Colour of the Beaſt was to be black, and the ſtormy 


Nature of the Sea was repreſented by his bellowing and 


Fury. Sometimes the Tunny Fiſh was made his Sacri- 
fice: And amongſt the Celeſtial Signs of Fiſbes were 
under his particular Guardianſhip. -- 

When Neptune rode in. his Chariot upon the Seas, bis 
Attendants were an innumerable Company of huge 
Whales and Monſters. He was preceded by Triton, who: 
uſed a great Shell for his Trumpet ; on the right Hand 
were Gloucus, Palæmom the younger Tritons, Phorcys and 
all his Family; and on his left were Therys, Melite Pa- 
napæe, and other Nymphs, no leſs numerous than the

ry wa took a particular Delight in Variety of Shapes 
and Figures, and the Power of Tranſmutation was what 
he beſtowed upon his Favourites. His Son Proteus en- 
joyed his Faculty in the higheſt Degree. He gave it

He 
had a Temple in Arcadia by the Name of Prociyſtius or 
the Owverflowwer, becauſe when Inachus and his Councils 
had determined, that the Country of the Argives ought 
to belong to Juno, the greater Part of it lay under Wa- 
ter; but when Neptune, at Jane's Requeſt, had made the 
Sea retire, the Inhabitants built him that Temple in 


Token of their Gratitude ; from his Dominion over 


Horſes, he was called Higpius, Hippoconrius, and 7 a- 
D 2 | raxippus. 
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raxippur. He was named Tznarius from 'Tanarus, for 


that was one of the three Places where his Temples were 
the moſt magnificent; the two others were the Iftmus 
and Calabrio, which laſt Country was peculiarly de- 
dicated to him. He had a famous T __ at Rome, en- 
riched with the Spoil of many Naval Victories; but the 
Emperor Auguſtus gave him a very ſignal Affront, when 
ke cauſed his Statue to be pulled down, becauſe he ſup- 
poſed Neptune had raiſed a Tempeſt at Sea, againſt him, 
in which not only Part of his F leet was loſt, but his own 
Life was in Danger.

Darkneſs, and not to be ſeen ; Februus, from the Lu- 
ſtrations and Purgations uſed at Funerals ; and Summanus, 
as being Chief of the Ghoſts, or rather the infernal 
Deities.

His Attendants are the three-headed Dog Cerberus, 
the three Furies, the three Harpies, and the three Parce,. 
or Fatal Sifters. | | a 

His whole Region is waſhed with huge and rapid 
„Rivers, whoſe "i and Natures ſtrike Horror into. 
Mortals. Cocy/us falls with an impetuous roaring : Phle- 
geton roars with a fierce Current of Flames; the Ache- 
rufian Fen is dreadful for its Stench and Filthineſs ; the 
Ferry-man that is to waft the Souls over, occaſions no 
leſs Aſtoniſhment for the Naſtineſs of his Boat, and the 
Thunder of his Voice. Cerberus, with his triple Head, 
and prodigious Howlings, tefrifies the Paſſengers from 
afar, and then with open Mouths ſtands ready to receive 
them; and the Furies ſhake their Locks of Serpents at 
them; but then the formidable Severity of moſt juſt 
Judges make it impoſſible but that a Perſon of never ſo 
good and upright a Life, muſt tremble at his Approach 
to ſuch a Judicature. | RTE.

Pluto was had in great Honour at Eylus, where he had 
a moſt magnificent Temple; not far from thence was a

Pluto was extremely diſturbed that he ſhould be un- 
married and without Children; whereas he was Brother 
to Jupiter, and the richeſt of all the Gods, and yet no 
Goddeſs would have him, for the Deformity of his Per- 
ſon, and the Darkneſs of his Kingdom. Under theſe 
Circumſtances he got into his Chariot, and arriving in 
Sicily, he by Chance ſaw Preſer pine, as ſhe was gathering 
Flowers in a Meadow amongſt her Companions,” He 


fell deſperately in Love, forced her into his Chariot, and 


drove to the River Chemarus, from whence was a Paſſage 


under Ground to his-own Regions. Orpheus ſays, that 
this Deſcent was made through the Cecrepian Cave in 


Attica, not far from Eleufis. 

The Greeks gave the Title of Pluto to a King of the 
Moloſſians in Epirus, whoſe Name was Aideneus, or Or- 
cus, and ſay, that he was the Perſon that ſtole Preſerpine, 
and that his Dog Cerberus devoured Pirithous, and had 


done the ſame by 7 he/ſeus, if Hercules had not come to his 


Relief, ; | 

The Mythologiſts ſay, that Pluto is the Earth, whoſe 
natural Powers and Faculties are under his Direction; 
ſo that he is Monarch not only of all Riches, which 
come from thence, and are at length ſwallowed up by it, 

but likewiſe of all the Dead ; for as all living Things 
ſpring from the Earth, ſo they are reſolved into the Prin- 
ciples from whence they came. Pro/erpine is by them re- 
puted to be the Seed or Grain of Fruits or Corn, which 


muſt be taken into the Earth, and hid there before it can 


be nouriſhed by it. 5 

Some make Pluto and Plutus different Gods, that the 

latter was the Son of Ceres by Jaſon, and that he was 

more worſhipped than any other God, He 1s blind and 

injudicious, for if he were not, he would never paſs by 
ood Men, and heap his Favours upon the bad ; bein 


ame, he confers great Eſtates with much Slowneſs; and 


then being likewiſe very timorous, he makes rich Men 


watch their Treaſures with a great deal of Pain, and, 


Anxiety: He is painted with Wings, to fignufy the, 
| +» Ds Suwift⸗ 
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Swiftneſs of his Retreat, when he is departing from any 
Perſon. There is little more of him in Story, but that 
he had a Daughter named Eurilæa, and the famous 
Poet 4riftophanss has made a pleaſant Comedy concern- 


ing the various Treatments with which he uſes Man-

CHA FP. - XIV, 
Of C ERES. 


ERES was the Daughter of Saturn and Ops; the 
Place of her Birth, and that which ſhe moſt re- 
garded, is much controverted, ſeeing Sicily, Attica, the 
1/le of Crete and Egypt challenge the Honour of it, and 
each produce their Reaſons. — _ 3 
Being very beautiful, her Brother Jupiter fell in Love 
with her, and fo they had a Daughter called Preſerpine; 
her other Brother Neptune uſed the ſame Freedom with 
her, and had a Daughter named Hira, but others ſay it 
was a Horſe that ſhe was Mother to; and that for Shame 
and Anger, ſhe ever after wore black Garments, and 
flying the Sight of the Gods, hid herſelf in an obſcure 
Cave; the continued there ſo long, that all the Fruits of 
the Earth were ſpoiled, and there was a great Plague a- 
mongſt Mortals: None of the Gods knew where to find 
her, till Pan ſaw her as ſhe was hunting in Arcadia, and 
told Jupiter of it, who by the Interceſſion of the Pareæ 
or Fates, at laſt appeaſed her. | | 
* She herſelf afterwards fel in Love with 7a/orn, the 
Son of Jupiter and Eledra, as he lay ſleeping in a Field 
that was new plowed up, and by him ſhe had Plubus, 
the (30d of Riches before mentioned; but Jupiter, im- 
patient to ſee his Son become his Rival, ſoon turned him 
into. Aſhes by his Thunderbolts, 4

For ſome Time ſhe lived in the Iſland of Corcyra, ſo 
called in latter Times, from a Daughter of Aſopus that 
was buried there; but anciently named Drepanum from 
the Sickle that the Goddeſs was uſed to reap withal, 
which was a Preſent made to her by Vulcan. There was 
a City in S/c:ly of the ſame Name, and for the ſame Rea- 
fon, (though others would denominate it from Saturn's 
Sickle) and indeed the whole Iſland of Sicily was conſe- 
crated to her. : | 
In this Iſland befel that fatal Misfortone of the Rape 


of her Daughter Pro/erpine by Pluto; whereupon ſhe 


made her Complaint to Jupiter, that fhe could not have 
ſuffered more if ſhe had been taken Priſoner by Gyges 
in the Wars of the Giants, than ſhe does 'now that he 


ſways the Scepter of the Skies. In this melancholy Con- 


dition ſhe lighted two Torches at the Flames of the 


Mountain AÆAtna, to fearch for her through every Corner 
of the Univerſe ; which Thing the Sicilians uſed to imi- 
tate, by running about in the Night-time with lighted 


Torches and great Exclamations. 
She haſtened her Paſſage by the Swiftneſs of the winged 
Dragons which drew her Chariot; in her journey 


being kindly uſed by Celeus at Athens, ſhe taught him 


to ſow Corn, and nouriſhed his Son Triptolemus by Day 
with Celeftial and Divine Milk, and by Night covered 


him in Fire, that. ſo ſhe might render him immortal; 
which Thing Celeus too curiouſly prying into, and ery- 


ing out that ſhe would kill his Son, he was immediately 


flain by Ceres, and his Son Triprolemus, who was 


grown up after an extraordinary Manner, was ſent 
through the World in her Chariot, to teach Mankind the 


Uſe of Corn. But concerning Triptolemus, there are va- 


rious Opinions in ſeveral Authors, ſome making him the 
Son of Eleuſius, others of Oceanus and Terra, and others 
, s hf bh: I (3 48 | 


In her Diſtreſs ſhe was kindly entertained by Ehe- 


thoon, the Son of Neptune and Aſope, and his Wife Me- 


ganira; and during her dtay in that Place there happened

various Accidents to her; Maganira had prepared a Ta- 
ble and Wine for her, but the Goddeſs refuſed it, as not 
proper in her calamitous Circumſtances ;| whereupon ſhe 
prepared herſelf a Liquor, made by the Infuſion of Meal 
and Corn, which ſhe afterwards uſed to drink of. There 
was a young Woman with Meganira, whoſe Name was 
| Jambe, the Daughter of Pan and Echo, who, to divert 
the Goddeſs from her Melancholy, would tell her plea- 
fant Stories, and made her laugh by jeſts and Fancies 
that ſhe would put into landic Verſe; and from her 
that Sort of Metre, which before was unknown, took its. 
Name and Original. But there was one unlucky Acct 
dent: Whilſt Meganira was offering Sacrifice to the God- 
deſs, Abas her young Son was diſguſted at it, and de- 
rided the Ceremonies with opprobrious Language; 
whereupon Ceres having a certain Mixture in a Cup, 
poured it upon him, and ſo transformed him into the 
Stellio or Evet, whoſe little Spots on him in the Na- 
ture of Stars, ſtill ſhow the Power of the Divine Mix- 
ture. | | 1 8 
During this Search ſhe came to Lyria, where the 
Clowns not only refuſed to let her drink from a Spring, 
but likewiſe dirtied the Water with their Feet, and rude» 
ly made. Sport with her Misfortunes; whereupon ſhe 
turned them into Frogs, whoſe croaking and unpleaſant 
Note ſtill continues. But Jupiter afterwards revenged 
theſe Affronts more ſeverely upon them; for when they 
aſked him to grant them a King, he ſent them a Log, 
which they ſoon trampled on, 1 then deſpiſed; where- 
upon they aſking another, he ſent them a Water Serpent 
which devoured them: A juſt Puniſhment for Subjects 
that never know when to be eaſy. | | 

There is a grout Diſpute amongſt ſeveral Nations, 
who made the firſt Diſcovery to Ceres where her Daugh- 


ter was, and from thence would attribute to themſelves 
the Glory of the Reward, which was the Art of ſow- 
ing Corn. Several ſay, that Triptolemus and his Brother 
Eubulus diſcovered her, but the Generality gave it for 

| = | the 
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the Fountain Arethu/a, Daughter of Nereus and Doris, 
and a Companion of Diana, who flying from the Ri- 
ver Alpheus, who was her Lover, and being purſued 
through many ſubterraneous Channels, was beſt able to 
flee and report what was tranſacted in the Infernal Re- 
ions. ö | 
r Ceres, to compleat her Bounty, taught Mankind hoy 
to join Oxen to the Plough, how to reap, how to hopſe, 
tread out, and winnow the Corn; and laſtly, to reduce 
it to Meal, ſo as to make Bread of it; ſhe likewife taught 
the Art of ſowing and cultivating all Sorts of Pulſe and: 
Garden Herbs, except Beans. | 
' However, ſome would not make Ceres the firſt In- 
ventor of ſowing Corn, but ſay Ofiris and 1fs his Wife, 


with Bacchus in their Company, leading a great Army 


with Pipes and other muſical Inſtruments, went through 
the World, teaching Mortals the Uſe of Agriculture; 
but it is not unuſual amongſt the Poets, to attribute the 
Invention of the ſame Thing to ſeveral Perſons. The 
People of Attica diſputed it with the Cretan; the firſt 
pretended: that the Benefaction came from Cecrops,. the: 
others from the Idæi Da&yl:; ſo Bacchus pretended to it, 
as well as Ceres, and therefore at E/euſis there were Sa- 
crifices to them in common ; but that might be for ano- 
ther Reaſon, the Conjunction of Wine with Bread be- 


ing that which makes Mens Lives moſt comfortable. 


Ceres is ſometimes taken for the Moon, and Barchus for 
the Sun ; but the general Acceptation is, that Ceres is the 
Earth; they who diſtinguiſh-more nicely, will have Veh, 


to be the Globe of the Earth, Ceres the Surface which is 


ſown and reaped, and Preſerpine to be all that Part of it 
which is under us. | FI 
From. the foregoing Circumſtances, Ceres is deſcribed 
as tall and majeſtick, well ſhaped. and beautiful; for 
what can be more delightful to the Beholders than the 
Earth, when arrayed with Corn and Plants? Her Hair is 
yellow; and ſhe 1s crowned with a Garland of ripe Ears 


of Wheat; her right Hand 3 a lighted Torch, and 


her 
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her left a Handful of Corn and Poppies; ſhe is often 
Painted with Peace ſtanding by her, and Plutus the God 
of Riches in her Hand. | 

She has many Appellations, as Deſpoina, or Lady, Mag- 
#4 Dea the Great Godde/s, Euchizaa from her Verdure ; 
Melaina from her black Cloathing : She is called Alma Al- 
trix, and Mammoſa, as if her Breaſts ſwelled with Milk, 
becauſe, after the Earth is impregnated with Seed, and 
big with the Fruits thereof, it brings forth all Things in 
Abundance, from whence, as being our common Mo- 
ther, it may feed and nouriſh us, : 

One of her moſt celebrated Titles was that of T he/moe- 
Fhera, Legifera, or the Lawgiver, becauſe, when hereto- 
fore Men lived upon Acorns in the Woods, the Earth lay 
rough and uncultivated, over-run with Briars and unpro- 
ftable Plants; no Perſons took Care to fix Land- marks, 
or to become Proprietors, for all Things were common to 
all; but afterwards, when Huſbandry was taught them 
by the BenefaQion of Ceres, Men thought it worth while 
to diſpute about the Limits of their Fields, and from 
thence Law and Right came to take their Original, and 
Maxims were laid down for reprefling Injuries, for juſt 
buying and felling, and for preſerving Boundaries, and 

acquiring or transferring of Poſſeſhons. EY 

There were many Feſtivals celebrated to this Goddeſs, 
but the Myſteries and Sacrifices called Eleafinia and he 
mophoria were the moſt ſacred and ancient in all Greece; 
they were inſtituted by Triptolemus, in the Town of Eleu- 
fa, from whence Ceres herſelf is likewiſe called Eleuſina. 
Some diffinguiſn between the leſſer Myſteries which 
were obſerved every Year at Arge, and the greater 
which were celebrated once in five Years at Eleuſs. The 
Matrons who were initiated in theſe Rites, were ſuch 
as refolved to preſerve a perpetual Chaſtity ; at the Be- 
ginning of the Feſtivals there was a Feaſt for ſome Days 
together, and Wine was baniſhed from the Altars ; 
throughout the whole Myſteries there was a perpetual 


and wonderſal Silence, and it was a Crime ta publiſh. 
' | any

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any Thing concerning them ; none were ſuffered to ſee 


the Statue of the Goddeſs, except her Prieſts ; nor durſt 
any Perſons who were not admitted to thoſe Rites, in- 


quire inte them, much leſs be preſent at them; the 


Aſſembly uſed lighted Torches, and many Exclamations 


for Proſerpine, and the whole Solemnity concluded with 


ſundry Games, in which the Victors were honoured with 
Crowns of Barley. 


Eumolpus, the Son of Driope and Triptolemus, carried 


theſe Rites from the Eleu/inians to Athens; but Herogotus 
confeſſes that the Rites of Ceres, whom he calls the Laav- 
giver, were brought out of Egypt into Greece by the 
Daughter of Danaus. | . 

Cicero ſpeaks of a Temple of Ceres at Catanea in Sicily, 


where was a very ancient Statue of Ceres, but concealed 


from the Sight ef Men, ſo that no one knew whether 
there was any one there or no, every Thing being per- 
formed by Matrons and Vrrgins. y 


The Cerealia were Feſtivals of the ſame Nature with | 


the Theſnophoria, firſt inſtituted at Rome by Memmtus 


the adile, as appears by an Inſcription on one of his 
Medals, on which likewiſe is the Effigies of Ceres, hold- ' 


ing in one Hand three Ears of Corn, and in the other a 
Torch, with her left Foot treading on a Serpent : 
None were admitted to theſe Sacrifices that were guilty 


of any Crime, and therefore it is ſaid that Nero never at- 
tempted it; the Roman Women cloathed in White, ex- 
preſſed the Mourning and Complaint of Ceres: After 


the Sacrifices there was a magnificent Feaſt, and then 
followed the Sports of Fencing and Horlſe-racing.. | 
The Ambarvalia were Feſtivals celebrated in the 
Spring by the Hufbindmen, to /x/frate and purge their 
Grounds, ſo as by the Help of Ceres to render them fruit- 
ful; each Matter of a Family provided a Victim, which 
he adorned with an Oaken Wreath about its Neck, and 
then led it thrice round his Land, attended by all his 


Family ſinging and dancing to the Honour of that God. 


deſs; and after ſuch Lufirations his Offering was Milk 


- 


and new Wine, The good Man likewife concluded his 
Harveſt with another Feſtival, in which he made his 
Goddeſs an Offering of his Firſt-fruits, and then gave a 
publick Entertainment to his Relations and Neighbours. 

On the ſixth of April the Gardeners uſed to ſacrifice 
to Ceres; the Fruitfulneſs of their Grounds, and all their 
Herbs and Pulſe, being under her Prote&ion. 

A Sow with Pigs was the firſt Sacrifice of Trip/olemus 
to Ceres, as a Puniſhment to the Swine for rooting u 
the Ground; and ſometimes a Ram was offered to her, 
when the Corn was green, and then ſhe was called Virens. 
The Garlands in her Sacrifices were made of Myrtle, or 
Smilux, the ſame as Ropexwood; but Flowers were for- 

bidden, becauſe Preſerpine was taken away as ſhe was 
gathering them: However the Poppy was ſacred to her, 
not only becauſe it grows amongſt the Corn, but likewiſe 
when through Grief ſhe could find no Reſt, Jupiter gave 
it her to eat, as having the Power to create Sleep and 
Forgetfulneſs. 

The Mythologiſts think, that the wandering of Ceres 
through all the World, was the Tranſportation or giving 
of Corn to different Nations, either the firſt Time it was 
fown amongſt them, or afterwards when they ſtood in 
need of it by Famine, Diodorus ſays, that Fredheus ſailed 
out of Egypt into Greece, with a Supply of Corn in the 
Time of a Dearth, and the Greciant, in Requital of ſo 
great a Benefit made him their King, and that he ap- 
pointed the Rites of Ceres at Athens, after the Manner of

was Saturn's Daughter, and that ſhe died a Virgin very 
young; ſo that this, as the reſt of the Fables, came from 
the Eaſt to the Weſtward. She was known in Greece, 
about two hundred Years after Mees, when ſhe was ſtole 
away by Aidoneus, or Oreus, King of the Moloffrans, 
Some ſay ſhe was the Daughter of Jupiter and Styx; 
but the Praſerpine here ſpoken of was the Daughter of 
Jupiter and Ceres, and was born and brought up in the 
Iſland of Sicily: Being extreamly beautiful, ſhe was 
courted firſt by Apollo, and afterwards by Mars, yet 
neither could obtain her, for Ceres abſolutely refuſed her 
Conſent to either of them; but ſhe could not avoid the 
Force of Jupiter, who lay with her in the Shape of a 
Dragon. | | 
However, ſhe had vowed Virginity, and was educated 
in Sicily with Minerva and Diana, who had done the 
ſame ; they all three wrought a Garmeht for Jupiter 
their Father, of the Flowers they had gathered in Com- 
pany one with another. By Reaſon of this familiar Con- 
verſe, they each of them choſe out a Place for their 
articular Reſidence in that Iſland; Minerva took the 
arts near Hinæra, where the Nymphs, for her Sake, o- 
pened the hot Baths: Diana had the Region about Syra- 
caſe, which from her, both by the Oracles of the Gods 
and by Men, was called Ortygia; and the Nymphs, to 
ingratiate themſelves with her, opened that mighty large 
Fountain called Aretbuſa, in which were a great _w

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| Fiſhes that remained ſacred, and not to be touched by 
any Perſon without a remarkable Calamity ; Proſerpine 
enjoyed the pleaſant Meadows about Emma, in common 
with the other two Goddeſſes, This Meadow Ground 
is decked with Violets, and all other Sorts -of Flowers, 
which flouriſh continually all the Year long ; the middle

her Return, when A/calapus, the Son of Acheron and 
Gorgyra, diſcovered that he ſaw Preſerpine, as ſhe walked 
in Pluto's Orchard, pluck a Pomegranate, and eat three, 
or, as others will have it, nine Grains of it, whereupon 
her Journey was ſtopped immediately.

As Praſerpine was to ſtay ſix Months with her Mother, 


and ſix with her Huſband ; ſhe was the Emblem of Seed 


Corn, which lies in the Earth during the Winter, and 
the other half Year ſprouts forth, produces Fruit, and is 
Put in the Granary. Some ſay it is becauſe the Moon, 
who, as they would have it, is the ſame with Pro/erpine, 
remains as long in the upper as ſhe doex in the lower 


Regions, The Ancients called the ſuperior Hemiſphere

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Flame or vital Heat, which is diffuſed through the Body, 


their cheriſhing, refreſhing and quickening each Part, and 


is ſo neceſſary to the moving and aQuating of the Whole, 
that if it happens to be extinguiſhed, Life itſelf muſt paſs 
away together with it. | 

This Goddeſs was a Virgin, and ſo great a Lover of 


Virginity, that when Jupiter came to his Empire, and 


to requite her for the Aſſiſtance ſhe had given him, prof- 


fered to give her whatever ſhe wculd demand ; her firſt - 


Requeſt was, that ſhe might always be a Virgin, and 


then that ſhe might have the firſt Oblation in all Sacri- 


fices. It is the Opinion of Ladtantius, that Veſta is ſaid 
to be a Virgin, becauſe Fire is incapable of being wiolated, 
and nothing is born from it, but it gathers and turns all 


Things into itſelf. 


Tully tells us the Power of Vea was altogether con- 


_ cerned about Hearths and Altars; ſhe was eſteemed the 


Guardian of Houſes, and that juſtly, becauſe the firſk 
taught Men how to build them, and therefore her Image 


was placed in the Porch c: Entrance, and there was a 


daily Sacrifice of Perfumes offered to her. Her Name 
was preſerved by her Worſhippers in all Things moſt 
neceſlary to them; the Fire which they uſed was called 
Veſta, and ſo their Hearths, Chimneys and Altars, were 
by the Greeks called Eſtia, Veſtibula were their Porches, 


and Veſæ were the round Tables on which were placed 


the Dainties which had been produced by the Earib, and 
afterwards fitted for human Food by the Fire. | 
The Greeks had a perpetual Fire burning to the Ho- 


nour of Veſta in the Britanium, or Council Hall at Athens. 


LEneas firſt carried the Houſbeld Gad, the Image of Pals 


las, and the Sacred Fires, into Italy. Numa Pompilius re- 


ſtared the ancient Ceremonies and Ri tes of the Goddeſs 
Veſta, and took Cate to preſerve a Fire Which was to re- 
ſemble the #herial, and was called Eternal, becauſe 
always to continue burning; he built a Temple to 


her which was round, and in after Ages came to be very 


magnificent; in it were two Lamps, and within the In- 
| N | nermaſt 
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nermoſt Receſs was a Fire preſerved in Pots of Earth 
ſuſpendcd in the Air; and this was looked on as one of 
the ſacred Pledges of the Roman Empire; he ordained 
her four Prieſteſſes, who were to be choſen out of the 
nobleſt Families of Rome, and had extraordinary Ho- 
nours and Privileges paid them ; they were to continue 
in the Service Thirty Years, during which Time they 
were to preſerve their Virginity, otherwiſe they were 
to be buried in the Ground alive ; it was their Duty 
to attend the ſacred Fire, or if it went out by their 
Neglect, they were chaſtiſed by the High Prieſt in a moſt 
ſevere Manner. 

This Fire might not be be lighted again but by the Rays 
of the Sun, with which, though no ſuch Accident hap- 
pened, upon the fiſt of March it was yearly renewed ; 
the extinguiſhing of this Fire by Careleſſneſs, was thought 
to be of the utmoſt Conſequence, and to portend ſome 
dreadful Mi-fortune to the Reman Empire; until ſuch 


to expiate the unhappy Prodigy.

CHAP. XVIL 
Of AyroLL o. 


TTAVING done with the Progeny of Saturn, we 
come now to the Offspring of Jupiter, amongſt 


whom none more worthy to prefide than Apollo. 


Apollo is deſcribed as a Youth, without ſo much as the 
cut, but diſhevelled, and as it were flowing with the 
Wind ; he is crowned with Laurel, his Garments and 
Sandals ſhining with Gold ; he holds a Bow and Arrows 


has a Shield in one Hand, and the Graces in the other; 


Time as it was revived, all public as well as private 
Buſi neſs was intermitted, and incredible Pains were taken 


Down of a Beard upon his Chin, his Hair long, never 


in his right Hand, and a Harp in his left; ſometimes he

vinity ; he has a threefold Authority; in Heaven he is 
the Sun, and ſo bears the Harp, to ſignify that all Things 
there are full of Harmony : Upon the Earth he is called 
Liber Pater, and carries a Shield, to ſhew himſelf the 
1 Protector of Mankind, and that he defends all in Heth 
f and Safety; in the infernal Regions, he is Apollo, and 
Y whoſoever is ſtruck by his Bow and Arrows is immedi-

} The Ancients worſhipped ſeveral by the Name of Acolio, 
of which Tully mentions four; the firſt and moſt ancient 


was the Son of Vulcan, he was the Tutelary God of the 

Athenians ; the ſecond Son of Corybas, born in Crete, 

who contended with Jupiter for the Government of that 14 

Iſland; the third was the Son of Juiter and Latena, who 

came from amongſt the Hyperboreant to Delpbos; the i 

fourth was born in Arcadia, and called Nomicn, becauſe 1 | 

he was their Lawgiver: HFercdetus mentions another, the 14 

Son of Dicny/ſius and IJſis, who were the ſame with Oris 

and Ceres; Latona, one of the eight Egyptian Deities, 

: was his Nurſe and Protectreſs in P/ze, or the floating 

Iſland ; when Typhon ſought the Children of O/firis to 
deſtroy them, he was called Orzs, and was the laſt of the 

* Egyptian Kings that were worſhipped for Deities. 

3 | But the famous Actions of all the reſt were attributed 
to the Apollo here treated of, who was the Son of Jupiter 
and Latona, born in Delos, where the Palm Tree was 
ſhewa that ſhe leaned upon, when ſhe was delivered of 
him upon the Mountain Cynthus, near the River [n:pus ; 

bat againſt this Opinion the Epheſiaus repreſented to the 
Roman Senate, that he was born with them, and that they 

could ſhew the Olive Tree on which Latena reſted 4 the 
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Pains of her Travails; that the River wis called C3. 


cris, and the Foreſt Ortygia, whither Apollo retired from 
the Wrath of Jupiter when he had ſlain the Cyclops; 
Others ſay he was born in the City Tegyra, where he had 
a famous Oracle, near which was a Mountain called De- 


los, and at his Temple flowed two Fountains, called the 


Palm and the Olive, admirable for the Sweetneſs and 
Abundance of their Waters. | | 

His Mother was Latona, the Daughter of Czas the 
Titan and Phebe, or, as others, of Saturn: Beyond the 


Country of the Celtz is a great Ifland in the Ocean not 
leſs than Sicily, inhabited by a People called the Hyper- 


 boreans ; it is of a wonderful Temperature and Fertility, 
where Fruit is produced twice a Year, Here they ſay 
Latona was born, who being extremely beautiful, en- 
gaged the Affections of Jupiter; as ſoon as Juno had 
found that ſhe was big with Child, ſhe drove her from the 


Heavens, and commanded the horrible Serpent Pytbo, 
which ſprung from the Impurities of the Earth after 


Deucalion's Flood, to follow her witherſoever ſhe went, 
and to eat up her Children. Juno hkewiſe cauſed the 
whole Earth to ſwear that ſhe would not afford her any 
Place to bring forth in; at that Time the Iſland Delos, 
which had been broken from Sicihy, lay under Water, 
and had not taken the Oath, ſo that Neptune commanded 
It to riſe in the -Zgean Sea, and afford a Reception for 
the diſtreſſed Latona, who fled thither in the Shape of a 
Quail, from whence that Ifland had the Appellation of 
Oriygia, which agrees with the Greek Name of that 
Bird. Some ſay this Iſland was a Siſter of Latora's, 


whoſe Name was 4/teria, and being beloved and courted ' 


by Jupiter, was turned into this Iſland ; here Latona 
was delivered of Twins: Diana was born firſt, and im- 
mediately as the Midwife aſſiſted her Mother at the Birth 
of Apollo, ſoon after he was born he deſtroyed the Ser- 
pent Pytho with his Arrows; but other Authors ſay, he 
did not do it till he was come to Ape, and that after a 
_ and obſtinate Fight. Upon this Occaſion, there 
aroſe ſo great an Opinion of the Sanctity of the 13 
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Deles, that many Ages after, when Xerxes invaded 


' Greece with a thouſand Ships, and deſtroyed all Things 


ſacred and prophane, although the Perſan Fleet came 


upon their Coaſt, they durſt not touch any Thing be- 


longing to it. | : 5 

But Latona's Miſeries did not ceaſe here; for flying 
into Lycia with her Twins, ſhe came to the Fountain 
Mela, and being denied the Water of it by the Shepherd 


Neocles, and the reſt of the Clowns giving her oppro- 


brious Language, ſheturned them into Frogs; when her 


Children grew up, Apollo choſe Lycia, Diaza went into 
Crete, and Delos was left for the Reſidence of Latona. 

It was in Lycia' that Apollo begat a numerous Off. 
ſpring ; amongt the reſt he had Elutherus by Ætbuſia the 
Daughter of Neptune; by Evadne he had Janus the Pro- 
phet, who begat a Race of Soothſayers called Jani dæ, 
who divined by cutting the Skins of the Sacrifices; by 
Atria he had Miletus, from whom a City was ſo called; 
and Oaxus, from whom Oaxia, and Arabus who gave 
the Name to Arabib; Aſterie was the Mother of Iamon 
the Soothſayer, who going with the Argonauts to get the 
Golden Fleece, and wandring too far upon the Shore, 
was killed by a wild Boar; = Bina the Prophet and / 
menius were his Sons by Melia; Theftor was the Son of 
Aglaia, and became Father to Chalcas the Soothſayer, 
much about the ſame Time that Mop/us was born to Apollo 
by Manto ; Chaleas and Mopſus contended for Preference 
in the Art of Divination, the latter overcame, and the 
former died for Grief; by Anathrippe he had Chius, 
who gave his Name to an Iſland; and by Achachalide 
he had Delphos, from whom the Place of the famous 


Oracle was ſo called; not to mention many others to b 


found amongſt the Poets. | . 
But the moſt famous of his Sons was Æſculapius (of 
whom hereafter) by the Nymph Coronis : He was ſo ex- 
cellently filled in Phyſick, that he was thought to raiſe 
many "dh the Dead, particularly Glaucus the Son of 
Mines, and Hippolitus the Son of The/cus ; upon 1

Pluto complained to Jupiter, that the Number of the 


Dead decreaſed, and that Aſculapius weakened the Em · 
pire of the Shades below; at which Jupiter was ſo in- 


cenſed that he ſlew him with his Thunderbolts; and on 
the other Part Apollo was enraged to that Degree, that 
he flew the Cyclops who had forged them. 5 


Jupiter, as a Puniſhment for this Inſolence, baniſhed 


him out of Heaven for a Time, ſo that being deprived of 
his Divinity, he underwent a great deal of Miſery upon 
Earth, inſomuch that he put himſelf into the Service of 
Aamotus King of Theſſaly, to keep his Sheep for a Live- 
lihood, He fell into a particular Friendſhip with his 
Maſter, who admired his Induſtry, and his extraordinary 
Wit and Management; during this Retirement he is ſaid 
to have invented, or rather to have perfected the Lute, 
which gave Eaſe to his Misfortunes, Whilſt he was 
watching his Cattle, there happened to him a very odd 
Accident: Mercury was born in a Morning, the ſame 
Day about Noon he had learned Muſick, and to play on 
an Inftrument that he had made from the Body of a 
Tortoiſe, which he found dried upon the Shore, and 
called it the Lyre; in the Evening he came to Apollo, 


_ pleaſed him with the new Invention, and found an Op- 
portunity to ſteal his Cattle from him ; Apollo enraged, 
demanded Reſtitution, not without Threatnings, but 


ſoon found himſelf diſarmed, for the young Thief had 
got his Bow and Quiver from him, ſo that he was forced 
to make a Jeſt of it, and paſs it off in Laughter. Here 
Authors cannot agree, whether the Cattle Apollo had the 
Care of, were Cows, Mares or Sheep, though the latter 
15 thought moſt probable, and the Shepherds ſacrifice to 
him as their Protector. ” | 


From T hefſaly Apollo went to Sparta, where living. 


near the River Eurotas, he became very fond of a pretty 
ingenious Youth called Hyacinthus ; being at play with 
him, Zephyrus out of Envy, blew the Quoit that Apollo 
caſt againit the Head of the Boy, who immediately fell 
down dead. Apollo to preſerve the Remembrance of 
hum, cauſed his Blood to produceViolets, or rather tinged 
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thoſe Flowers with it, and made that Colour which was 
White before, now to become Purple: This Story ſigni- 
fies that Flowers are blaſted and dry with cold Winds, 
but bud and flouriſh with the Sun. | 

From Sparta he fied to Laomedon, King of Troy, where 
meeting with Neptune in as bad a Condition as himſelf, 
having likewiſe fallen under the Diſpleaſure of Jupiter, 
they agreed with Lacmedon to make Bricks, and build 
the Walls of 770; they wrought long for this ungrate- 
ful Maſter, but ſaw no Hopes of the Reward promiſed 
them for their Labours ; whereupon Apollo ſent a Peſti- 
lence amongſt his People, which cauſed a great De- 
ſtruction, : : | 

Apollo was afterwards Aſſiſtant to Alcathous in building 
a Labyrinth, in which was a Stone where-he uſed to lay 
his Lute when he went to work, which retained this Fa- 
culty, that it would fend forth melodious Tunes, when 
ſtruck with any hard Inftrument, 

Apollo's peculiar Excellencies were the Uſe of the Bow, 
his Skill 1a Phyſick, his Invention of Muſick, and the 
Art of Divination and Prophecy. | 

The Arrows of Apollo were always fatal; with them 
he ſlew Python and the Cyclops, and the Giant Jitius that 
would have raviſhed Diana, who after his Death was 
thrown into Hell, where two Vultures are perpetually 
gnawing at his Liver. The unfortunate Niobe, Daughter 
of Tantalus, Wife to Amphion, felt the diſmal Effects of 
them; for ſhe having bore a great many Children, being 
ſeven Sons and ſeven Daughters, was ſo vain and raih as 
to prefer herſelf to Latona; this ſo enraged the two 
Twins, that Apollo flew the Males with his Arrows, as 
they were hunting in Cithzron, and Diana ſhot the 
Daughters in the Embraces of the Mother: Jupiter, ou? 


of Compaſſion to Mobe, who always continued weeping, 


turned her into a Marble that remained upon %u, 

a Mountain in PHygia. | 
Apollo's great Underſtanding how to cure Difeate-, 
conſiſted in his Knowledge te Virtue of He bs aud 
Plants, which he could belt |-arn ham his Mother I., 
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or Ceres, the ſame with the Earth; Hippocrates ordered 
his Diſciples to ſwear by Apollo the God of Medicine. 


Apoilo likewiſe gloried much in being the Inventor of 
. Mutick, found out as a Comfort and Remedy for the 


Calamities of human Life, being able to excite or allay. 


all the Paſhons of Mankind; the Muſes therefore were 
under his Protection, he being their Preſident at leaſt, 
if not their Father; even the Graſhopper, for being a 
muſical Animal, was ſacred to him; and therefore he be- 


ing the Protector of the Athenians and their Country, 


they wore golden Graſhoppers tied up in their long Hair, 
out of Reſpe& and Honour to him ; he was ſo jealous of 


any Rival in this Art, that none pretended to be ſo, with- 


out ſuffering extremely for it. 

Miaas, King of Phrygia, being conſtituted Judge be- 
tween him and Pan, which could make the greateſt Har- 
mony with their Inſtruments, and giving a fooliſh Sen- 
tence againſt: Apollo, had a Pair of Aſs's Ears clapped to 
his Head immediately. 

Linus, the Grandſon of Neptune, who excelled all Mor- 
tals in Mulick, for daring to ſing with Apollo, was put to 
a cruel Death by the Victor. 

Nor was the Fate of Mar;zas, the Son of Vagrus, leſs 
unhappy. He was a youn Satyr, who by Chance found 
a Pipe which Minerva had thrown away ; for though 
ſhe had been the Inventor of it, yet ſeeing herſelf one 
Day in a Fountain, ſhe perceived that the blowing of it 
disfigured her Cheeks and Countenance, the decent 
Comelineſs of which ſhe preferred to the Excellency o her 
Muſick. Marſyas, by his Induſtry, had attained to fo 
much skill as to pleaſe the Shepherds and Shephe:delies 
with it; but Apollo coming to Ny/a, he was ſo vain as 
to diſpute with him, who ſhould be thought the greateſt 
| Artiſt, and the Mans were to be the Judges: at firſt 
the Loudneſs of the Pipe got the Preference ct the Soft- 
neſ; of the Lute : But at the ſecond Encounter Apollo 
Joining his Voice to the Inſtrument, ſoon obtained his 
merited Applauſe. Marſhas complained of Injuſtice, 
that his Adverſary employed two Arts againſt him —_— 
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of one, and that Judgment was to be given only as to the 
Excellency of the Inſtruments; 4#o!lo replied, that either 

both ous lit to be allowed the ſame Privilege, or both 
ſhould be reitrained from making Ule of their Breath or 
Mouths, and their Hands only ſhould evidence the Ex- 
cellency of their Skill; this was thought reaſonable, and 
Apollo being permitted to proceed upon the third Conteſt, 
was declared Victor, and immediately hung his Adver- 
ſary up upon the next Pine-Tree, and flead him alive; 
afterwards out of Compaſſion he changed him iuto a Ri- 
ver of the ſame Name, which riſes near the Springs of 
the River Mzander, and paſſing through the City Cæ- 
lena, at laſt runs into it. | | 
The God Apollo was moſt famous for Divination and 
Prophecy, and therefore was had in the greateſt Honour 
among all Nations, being inſtructed in tha Art by Pan 
the Son of Jupiter, and the Nymph Thymbris; he went 
to Delphos, where Themys at that Time gave her Anſwers ; 
but when the Serpent Pyro hindered him from commg 
to the Cavern, Apollo !lew him, and ſo poſſeſſed imſelf 
of the Oracle. 'T he City of Delphos lies in Bœotia, and is 
ſuppoſed to be in the Middle of the World; for when 
Jupiter ſent forth two Eagles at the ſame Time, one from 
the Eaſt, and the other from the Veſt, they both mei at 
| that Place exactly, in Memory whereof a Golden Eagle 

was there depoſted. _ | 
Here Apollo had the moſt celebrated and richeſt Tem- 
ple in Greece; for all Nations vied with one another in 
ſending extraordinary Preſents thither. Cre/us, the rich 
King of Lydia, gave a thouſand Ingots of Gold to mike 
an Altar there; and Phalaris, the Tyrant of Agrigentum, 
made a Preſent of-a Brazen Bull, which was a Maſter- 
Piece of Art, and a Teſtimony of his Piety, The An- 
ſwers which Apollo gave here were ſuppoſed to be re- 
ceived by him from Jupiter; they were delivered hy a 
Virgin called Pythia or Phabus, who was placed upon a 
Veſſel or Stool with three Feet, called alſo Cortina, from 
the Skin of Python, with which it was covered. Opi- 
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nions differ as to the Manner how this Woman under- 
ſtood the Minds of the Gods. Tully ſuppoſes that ſome 
Vapours exhaled out of the Earth, and affected her Brain, 
and raiſed in it a Power of Divinity. Neptune, according 
to ſome Authors, was poſſeſt of De/phos, and Apollo gave 


Anſwers in Calabria, till a matual Exchange was agreed 
on between them. | | 


Apollo was worſhipped with great Veneration by the 


Faliſci, in a Mountain called Scracte, where his Prieſts 
were of that Sanctity and Purity of Life, that they could 
walk upon burning Coals without being hurt by them. 
The Romans built him many Temples ; but Auguſtus, 
aſter the Victory of Actinm, which he obtained over An- 


ny and Cleopatra Queen of Egypt, out of Gratitude to 
this Deity that he had addreſſed himſelf to in the Begin- 


ning of the Fight, firit built him a Chapel upon the Pro- 
montary of Acium, and renewcd the ſolemn Games to 
him,; and then raiſed him a Temple upon the Mount 
Palatine in Rome, whole Siruciure and Magnificence were 
al moſt incredible. It was of all Marble from Claros, with 
divers Materials both within and without, which were 
mare coſtly: There was a ſpacious Portico for the hol d- 
ing a Library of Greek and Latin Authors; in the Place 
before the Temple were four Cows of Breſs, repreſent- 
ing the Daughters cf Prætus King of Angus, who were 
changed into that Shape for contending with Juno for 
Beauty, done by the Hand of Miron; the Gates were 
of [vory, enriched with much Carving; in the Frontiſ- 

piece was the Chariot of the Sun of maſſy Gold, with 
Fays of as various Light as the true ones: And within 
beſides admirable Painting, there was the Statue of the 
God by the Hand of Scopes, with another Giant-like Fi- 
gvre in Praſs being fifty Feet high. In ſhort, there was 
every Thing that became the Gratitude of ſuch an Em- 

peror to ſuch a Deity. 
Apollo. as the other Gods, had a preat many Titles 
from various Caules: He was called Phxbys, from the 
Eplendor of his Light; aud Delius, from making hidden 


Things 
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Things manifeſt, or elſe from the Place of his Birth; and 


Cynthius, from a Mountain in the ſame Iſland ; he had 
the Name of Pæon, from ſtriking the Serpent with his 
Darts, his Mother and the Spectators all the while cry- 
ing, Io Pæan, Strike Pæan, which they afterwards con- 
tinued in the Songs of Triumph for this Victory, and all 


others after great Succeſs, As he is the Syn, he is like- 


wiſe called Pan, from ſtriking the Earth with his Rays. 
The Places where he was worſhipped were many; 


from all or moſt of which he was denominated; as Cry/e 


Tenedos, Cylla, C;rra, and Claros, a City in the Region 
of Colophon: He was called Alæus, from a City in H- 
dia : He was worſhipped likewiſe at Miletus, and amongit 


the Maoni ans. 


For the Conveniency of himſelf and his Prieſts he de- 
livered Oracles at Delos during Six Months of the Sum- 
mer Seaſon, and at Patera in Lycia during the whole half 
Year; and upon the Removals of the God, there were 
great Solemnities. ; | 

He was called Nomius and Agræut, from feeding of 
Cattle; Puctes, becauſe at Cuffs he killed one Phorbus, a 
cruel Robber, that hindered the Acceſs to his Temple. 
He was called Delphinius, becauſe when Caftalius, a Cre- 
tan, carried Men into ſeveral Colonies, Apollo guided 


him in the Shape of a Dolphin. 


The Tyrians being beſieged by Alexander, had bound 
the Image of Apollo with Chains of Gold; upon the 
Conqueſt of the City, the Chains were taken away, and 
the God was releaſed, whereupon he was called Apollo 


' Philaxandrus, the Friend of Alexander. 


The Sacrifices he moſt delighted in were Lambs, Bulls, 
and Oxen, but there were ſeveral other Things that 
were conſecrated to him; the Cypreſs Tree came to be 
ſo upon this Occaſion. Apollo was very much pleaſed 
with the Forwardneſs of a Lad, called Cypariſſus, who 
when he had unfortunately killed a Deer that had been 
brought up with him, and that he therefore loved ex- 
ceedingly, fell into ſuch a Melancholy, that he inceſ- 
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fantly bewailed the Loſs ; Apollo to retrieve him, changed 
him into a Cypreſs 'T'ree, and according to his Requeſt, 
made him a conſtant Companion of Mourning and Fu- 
nerals. 

The Crow is ſacred to him from foretelling the Wea- 
ther, by a clear or hoarſe Voice, ſhewing the different 
Changes of it, The Sax is likewiſe endued wit Di- 
vination, when foreſeeing his Happir s in Death, be 
dies with Singing and Pleaſure, The Ve is not unge- 


ceptable to him, not only becauſe he ſpared his Fiocks' 


When he was a Shepherd, but becauſe the Furiouſneſs 
of Heat is expreſſed by him, and the Perſpicuity and 
Sharpneſs of his Eyes are fitteſt to repreſent the Foreſight 
of Prophecy. It is remarkable, that moſt of the Things 
_ Aollo delighted in, depended upon the Sun, or bore 
ſome Reſemblance to it; the Palm and Olive Tree. under 
whole ſhelter he was born, always grow in warm Coun- 
tries, and their Fruit cannot be diſtant from the Sun; the 
Laurel Tree 1s of a hot Nature, always flouriſhing, and 
conducing ta Divination and Poetick Raptures, and the 
Leaves s / it put under the Pillow, produce true Dreams; 
the Juniper, whoſe Branches and Berries were uſed by 
the Scythians in their Myſteries, is of an extraordinary 
hot Nature; the Haw has Eyes as fierce as the Sun; the 
Cock foretels his rifing, and the Graſhoppers have their 
Riſe and Subſiſtence from him; and laſtly, the Bull re- 
preſents him in his full heat and Fury. 
In ancient Times, the young Men that nouriſhed lon 


Hair, When they began to have Beards, uſed to depoſit 


their Locks as ſacred to Apollo in his Temple, and ſo the 
Virgins did their Girdles to Diana. 


4pollo was often ſenſible of the Paſſion of Love, and 


transformed himſelf into various Shapes to accompliſh 


his Amours, as into thoſe of a Stag, a Hawk, and a 


Lion. 
e paſſed ſome Time with Venus in the Ifland of 

Rhodes, and during their Stay there, it rained Go/d, and 
the Earth was clothed with Lilies and Roſes, from which 


laſt 
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lat Flower the Iſland took its Name, or rather from the 
Nymph Rhog;a, who was likewiſe beloved by him. He 


ſcemed to delight in that Place more than in any other 
Parc of the Earth, becauſe there is no Day ſo very dark 


or cloudy, but that the Sun appears to the Inhabitants ; 


the Rhcdians dedicated to him a Colo/us of Brais of eight 


| hundred Feet in Height, and of a proportionable Big- 


ne, which was reputed one of the /ewven Wonders of the 
H orld,. <2 

He fell in Love with Daphne, who preferred a Youth 
called Leucippus before him Apollo envying his Happi- 
neſs, in ſpired him with the Thought of putting on the 
Habit of a Virgin, and ſo accompanying with the 
Nymphs, they would have had him bathe with them in 
the River Ladon; he obſtinately refuſed, and was there- 
upon diſcovered by them, and ſtabbed to the Heart with 


many Daggers; Apollo afterwards purſued the Nymph, 
who to avoid hin, by her Prayers to the Gods, was turned 


into a Laurel. 

The Nymph Bolina choſe rather to throw herſelf into 
the Ocean, than upon his Importarities to loſe her Vir- 
ginity, upon which Apollo rendered her immortal; he had 
the ſame Paſſion for Caſtalia; but ſhe vaniſhed into a 
Fountain, being enamoured with Leucotboe the Daughter 


of Orcamus King of Babylon, he came into her Chamber 


in the hape of her Mother Eurynome ; her Siſter Ciytie 
being jealous, acquainted her Father with it, who was ſo 
enraged, that he ordered Leucothoe to be buried alive; but 
Apollo took Pity of her, and changed her into a Tree that 
drops Frankincenſe ; for this Fact he utterly deſerted C/y- 
tie, who pined away with her Eyes continually looking 
up to the Sun, till ſhe was turned into a Flower called the 
Heliotrope, that moves itſelf always on the Side he 1s of, 
to ſee him. | 

They who pretend to turn ſuch Matters to true Hi- 


ſtory tell us, that Apollo who was King of the Arcadians, 


who, for ruling too ſeverely,” was depoſed from that 
Dignity, and forced to live a private Life ; whereupon 
he fled to Admetus King of Theſaly, who gave him the 
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Command of the Country lying about the River 4mphry- 
us, and that he was no otherwiſe a Shepherd, than as 
Kings amongſt the Ancients were ſaid to be the Shepherds 
of their People, and in that State indeed, although he was 


his Friend, he was inferior to Hametus,

HAF. XVIII. 
Of the Offspring of ApoLLO: scur Aplus, 


Iomon, Linus, ORPHEUSs, ARISTAEUS, 
PHAETON and CIRCE, 


H E Offspring of Apollo, beſides thoſe ſpoken of be- 
before, were famous for their Wit, Parts, Heat and 
Vigour, or elfe illuſtrious for the ſeveral Arts in which 
their Father was wren kant: or remarkable for the Exceſs 
of their Amours and Patſions. 

One of the moſt Note was Aſculapius, the God of 
Phyſick, and Son of 4jello by the Nymph Coronis Her 
Father, King Phleg yas, not knowing that ſhe had con- 

eived, was carrying her with him into Peloponneſus, 
When ſhe was brought to Bed at the Confines of the 
Epralauriaus in Sclawvonia, where ſhe expoſed the Infant 
upon a Mountain, which was afterwards called 777 -¹ν 
flom nouriſhing him; for a the Goat came thither to 
ſuckle him, being attended hy a Bitch; who is ſaid 
likewiſe to have given him Milk, and to have oblerved 
whither the was going; the Shepherd miſting them, 
and fwarching avout the Patures, found them and the 
Child together; there were ſirry Rays around the Head 
of the Boy, which made him think there was ſome— 
thing divine in the Appearances, and divulge the {ame 
about the whole Country; and thereupon the Pecple 
came to this Heaven-born Infant, :s thinking him the 
Son of polio, to ſeek Relief for their Diſeaſes ; his firſt 


Cures were upon cles King of Epidauum, and une, 


King 
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King of Daunia that was troubled with a Sore ness in his 
Eyes. Some ſay Apollo killed his beloved Miſtreſs, Coro- 


nis, out of Jealouſy, occaſioned by the indiſcreet Pratling 


of Cor, or the Raven, upon which he changed his 
white Feathers into black, En. 
Others relate the Story thus; that Coronis being big 
with Child by Apollo, lay with 1/chys the Son of Elatus, 
upon which Diara ſlew her to revenge her Brother's 
Diſgrace; but as ſhe was upon the Funeral Pite, Mer- 
cury, or rather Pꝰœæbus himſelf, preſerved the Child out 
of the Aſhes, then gave him to one Trigo to be nurſed, 
and then delivered him to Chiron, of whom Mention has 
been made before, to be educated. There could be no 


Maſter more proper for all Accompliſhments ; by hunt- 


ing with Diana in the Woods, he had not only learned 
that Art in Perfection, but I:k-wiſe the Nature of all 
Simples, and the Method of applying them; he had ſo 


light, and exquiſite a Hand in the Operations of Chirur- 


gery, that he obtained the Name of Chiron from it; his 
Skill in Mufick and npon the Harp was fo great, that he 
could eaſe and cure Diſcaſes by his Harmony; and tucn 
was his Study of the Cele:tial Bodies, that ke knew what 
Influences each of them had to co-op?rate, either in the 
Deſtruction or Preſervation of Mankind, 

Hſculapius by his Wife Epione had two Sons, Machaon 
and Podalirius, who went to the Tran War; he hat 
Hkewiſe ſeveral Daughters by her, and amongſt the Rest 
were Hygiea and J; his moſt famous Teinple was at 
Ebidaurus, where his {mage was of Gold and ]vory, made 


dy Thraſymedeithe Son of Arignotus, of the Iſland of Parts, 


fitting upon a Threne of the ſarie Materials; it was 
crowned with Rays, had a knotty Stick in one Hand, 
and with the other Arm leaned upon a Serpent, and had 
a Dog lying at his Feet. Once cvery five Years in the 
vpring-time, the Epidauriaus inſtituted ſolemn Games to 
him, which were celebrated nine Days alter the Hlmiau, 


in the Grove that he was born in. 
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He had ſeveral other famous Temples at Pergamus, 
Smyrna and Cyrene, in the Iſland of Coos, and at Trica; 
in the Temple of Tetrapolis, a City of the lonians, there 
were conſtantly a great Number of Perſons labouring un- 
der various Diſeaſes, and the Walls were covered with 
en Tables, ſhewing the Maladies and Names of the 

otaries, who had been cured by his Aſſiſtance; and in- 
deed the ſame Method was uſed in all his other Temples. 

Amongſt the Pꝰiaſians he had a Statue without 2 
Beard, otherwiſe he was always deſcribed with a very 
long one; he was attended by a Goat, which was his 
Nurſe, or becauſe that Animal uſed to be ſacrificed to 
him, as being averſe to Health, and labouring under a 

erpetual Fever; the Dog and Cock were held ſacred to 
him for their Vigilancy, a Thing principally requiſite to 
a Phyſician; the Raten was eſteemed his Bird, for its 
Eyes and Forecaſt, for he was ſkilful in Divination, as 
well as Medicine; it being neceſſary for a Phyſician not 
only to conſider the former Eſlate of his Patient's Body, 
but to conſult the Preſervation of his Health for the fu- 
ture. The Knottineſs of his Staff ſhews the Intricacy of 
Medicine ; and the Serpent twining about it, is an Em- 
blem of Wiſdom, and the Uſefulneſs of that Creature in 
ſondry Diſeaſes, or becauſe he uſed to transform himſelf 
into that Shape. 6 | 

Cicero ſays, that Aſculopius, and ſeveral other Deities, 
were taken into the Number of the Gods, for the Bene- 
fits they had beſtowed upon Mankind; for he diſtin- 
gyiſhes the Gods into thoſe who always inhabited the 
Heavens, and ſuch as were called thither for their Me- 
Tits, as Hercules, Liber, Aſculapius, Caſtor and Pollux, 
and Quirinus. | a 2 
Afſculapius is accounted one of the Gabiri, or the Po- 
tent Gods: Hiſtorians ſay he was an Egyptian, and reigned 
in Memphis, and that he was born a thouſand Years before 
the Aſculapius of the Grecians, Cicero reckons ſeveral 
cf that Name. The firſt the Son of Apollo, who was wor- 
ſkipped by the Arcadians, and found out the Uſe ” ” 
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Probe and Bandages for Wounds; the ſecond the Brother 
of Mercury, who was ſtruck with Thunder and buried 
at Cynoſura; the third the Son of 4r/ppur and Arfince, 
who found out the Art of Tooth-drawing and Pu ging, 
and was buried amongſt the Arcadians, where he had a 
Grove near the River Lufus. | 

Authors can by no Means agree, that Z/culapins was 


the firſt Inventor of Phyſick ; ſome attribute it to Pro- 


metheus, others to Chiron, others to Pan, together with 
his Siſter Eri-pe; they ſay likewiſe, that Chiron was fa— 
mous for Chirurgery, that Apollo found the belt Reme- 
dies for the Eye-ſigut, and that Aſculapius was excellent 
in that Part called Clinicia, which teaches how to viſit 
and treat the Sick, when they are confined to their Beds. 
This 1s certain, that at firſt, when Men hved tempe- 
rately, and had ſmall Variety of Diet, there were but few 
Sorts of Medicines; ſo that late remarks, that in the 
Trojan War, the Sons of Aſculapius ivffered a Woman 
to give their Patient Euripilus Meal and prated Cheeſe 
mixed together, and Pramnian Wine, which were more 
likely to inflame his Wound, than any Ways to eaſe it; 
afterwards Herodicus, a Maſter of Wreſtling, being in an 
IIl-ſtate of Health, found out certain Rules of living, and 
a Courſe of Medicines which he delivered down to Poſte- 
Tity ; Phyſick continued in this State till the Peloponneſian 
Wars, when Hipp:crates compoſed bis Treatiſes from the 
Inſcriptions that he found in the ſeveral Temples of 
Alſcu apius. 5 | 
lt was, long before Phyſick or Aſculapius came to 
R-me ; but a Plague happening, and the Oracle being 
conſulted, it was anſyered, that they muſt fetch the 
God Aſculapius from Epidaurus ; whereupon they ſent 
ten Deputies, the Chief of which was Quintys Og u;- 
7, Who arriving at the City, went to pay their Adora- 
tion to the Deity, when a huge Serpent came out of a 
Vault, adjoining to the Image, and paffing crofs the 
City went directly to the Ship that waited for the Ko- 


want, aud lay down in the Cabin of Oguinius; they ſet 
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Sail preſently, but making ſome Stay at Antium, the Ser- 
pent crawled aſhore and went into a neighbouring Tem- 
ple dedicated to AM/culapius; ſome Days after ir returned 
to the Ship, which ſet Sail for the River Tiber, and com- 
ing over-againſt Rome, the Serpent quitted the Ship, 
and retired into a little Iſland, where the Romans took 
Care to build a Temple for it, and then immediately the 
Plague ceaſed. . 

{dmon was the Son of Apollo by A/terie; he went alon 
with the Argonauts, being reſpected by them for his Skill 
in Sooth-ſaying; but wandering farther than he ſhould 
have done upon the Shore, he was flain by a wild Boar. 
Linus was the Son of Terp/ichore and Apollo; his Diſci- 
ples wereThamyris, Orpheus, and Hercules; he was ſlain 
by the latter for ridiculing him ; he was born at Thebes, 
and was a moſt excellent Poet; he wrote concerning the 
Origin of the World, when all Things, he ſays, ſprang 
from the ſame Beginning; he wrote likewiſe concerning 
the Courſes of the Sun and Moon, and the Generation of 

Animals. | | | "Ot 
Orpheus was another Son of Apollo by Calliope, and this 
Opinion has the beſt Authority, though that of his being 
the Son of Oeagrus and Callicpe be as generally received; 
he was born in Thrace, lived near the Mountain Rhodope, 
at the ſame Time with Hercules, he was the firſt that gave 
the Greek; an Inſight into Aſtrology, which, together 
with Divinity, Mufick aud Poetry, he bad learnt in 
Egypt; he likewiſe firſt ſhewed them the R.tes of Bac- 
«<hus, which from him were called Orphica, 

He was a Perfon of a conſummate Knowledge in the 
univerſal Theology of thoſe Times, and the wiſeit, as well 
as moſt diligent Scholar of Linus ; he found out Expiations 
for the greateſt Crimes, and Rites to appeaſe the Anger 
of the moſt provoked Deities; nor was he leſs kilful in 
the Cure of many Diſeaſes. 

He ſays of himſelt in his Book of Stones, that he could 
teach Men to uncerſtand what was meant by the Flight 
ef Birds, and the different Sounds of their Voices, ſo far 
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as to diſcover what Jupiter was pleaſed to notify by them; 
that he could ſtop the Courſe of flying Dragons, or over- 
come the Poiſon of Serpents; nay, that he could diſcover 
the hidden Intentions of Mens Minds in ſeveral Particu- 
lars: No Wonder then, if by his Muſick, as is commonly 
reported, he could make Birds and Beaſts leave their Prey, 
Foreſts and Rocks move, rapid Torrents fland ill, aud 
Storms ceaſe, to become his Auditors. 

He wrote many Volumes of the mutual Generation 
of the-Elements, of the Force of Love 1n natural Pro- 
ductions of the Giants Wars with Jupiter, of the Rape 
and Mourning for Pro/ſerpize, of the Wandering of Ceres, 
the Labours of Hercules, the Ceremonies of the Idæi and 
Corybantes, of Stones, of the myſterious Anſy ers of Ora- 
cles, of the Sacrifice of Venus and Minerva, of the Mourn- 
ing of the Agyptians for O/jzris, of their Luſtrations, 
Auguries, Aruſpices, Interpretation of Dreams, Signs, 
Prodigies and Expiations for the Dead: Inſomuch that 
many have thought, hat he and Amphion were two of the 
principal Magi amongſt the Z g yptians. 

He married a beautiful Wife called Eurydice; Ariſtæus 
was deſperately in Love with her, and would have ra- 
viſhed her; but ſhe, to avoid him, fly ing through By- 
Paths, was killed by the Sting of a Serpent: Orpheus 
was ſo concerned at his Loſs, that he went down into 
Hell by the Way of Tænarus to recover her, and by his 
Songs and Harp ſo ſurprized the Infernal Deities, that 
even ihe inexorable Pluto and Proſerpine could not refrain 
from Tears, and at laſt ſuſfered him to prevail upon them 
fo far, that Eurydice ſhould have Leave to return with 
him to the other World, upon Condition that he ſhould, 
not look back upon her, till the came thither ; bur he, 
through *he Impatience of Love, could not refrain, and 
fo loſt her. 

Whilſt Orpheus was among the Shades, he ſang the 
Praiſe of all the Gods but Bacchus, which by Forgetful- 
neſs he omitted: To revenge this Affront, Bacchus 1nſpi- 
xed the Menades his Prieſteſſes with ſuch a Fury, that they 
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tore Orpheus to Pieces, and ſcattered his Limbs about the 
Fields, but they were gathered together by the Muſes, 
becauſe he had been ſo wonderfully excellent in his Com- 

mendations of Apollo. His Head was caſt into the River 
Hebrus, and, together with his Harp, was carried by the 
Tides to Le/bos, where it was buried. The Harp having 
ſeven Strings, which repreſent the ſeven Planets, and 
had been given him by Apollo, was taken up into Hea- 
ven, and graced with nine Stars, by the nine Muſes, Or- 
Shun himſelf was metamorphoſed into a Swar. 

He had a Son named Met hon, who dwelt in Thrace, and 
built a City there, called after his own Name, 

Ari/teus was the Son of Apollo and Cyrene ; ſhe was a 
Nymph, who for a great while uſed to hunt with him, 
but fill continued a Virgin; till Apollo one Day, ſeein 
her encounter with a Lion, fell in Love with her, a0. 
carrying her into Libya, to a City that afterwards went by 
her Name, begat a Son called Ariſfæus. 

The Child was educated by the Nymphs, who taught 
him the Culture and Uſe of Olives, fo as to make Oil by 
the Preſſure of them; how to extract Honey from the 
Wax-combs which the Bees make, and to bring Bees from 
the Hollow Trees into Hives, and there to nouriſh and 
increaſe them ; and how to make all Sorts of Milk Meats, 
eſpecially Cheeſe and Butter, which, in Proceſs of Time, 
he communicated to the Reſt of Mankind. He found out 
the Uſe of the La/er, a Plant much eſteemed by the An- 
cients, the beſt Sort of it growing about Cyrene. 

Afterwards he came into Sardinia and Sicily, and from 
thence went to Thrace, where he was initiated by Bac- 
chus into his Myſteries, who taught him likewiſe many 
Things uſeful to human Life. At laſt he died near the 
Mountain Hæmus, and for his many beneficial Inventions 
was there honoured as a God by the WF: hracians, and the 
Teſt of the Greeks. 

Whilſt he remained in Coos, there was a great Morta- 
hty, by Reaſon of the Heat of the Sun in the Dog-Days ; 
whereupon he called the Erefan Winds, which gave pre- 
ſent Eaſe to the Inhabitants, who honoured him rn 
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Title of Jupiter Ariſtæus, and Apollo Agræus, and Nomi- 
us, the God of Huſbandmen and Shepherds, though they 
were the Names alſo of his Father Apollo. 

Upon his being the Occafion of che Death of ZEurr- 
dice, the Nymphs were ſo enraged at him, that they killed 
all the Bees. He took Advice of his Mother how to re- 
trieve ſo great a Loſs ; ſhe ſent him to Proteus, who bade 
him ſacrifice four Bulls, and as many Heifers, to the 
Ghoſt of Euridice; which being done, there came forth 
Swarms of Bees out of the Entrails of the Victims, 

Heroditus ſays of Arifteus the Proconneſian, that when 
he was commonly thought to be dead he appeared again 
at Cyxzicum ; that he diſappeared a ſecond Time; and 
after three hundred and forty Years ſhewed himfelf to the 
Metapontines in Italy, and injoined them to erect a Statue 
to him in the Temple near that of Apollo; which Com- 
mand they complied with by Advice of the Oracle, 
 Phaethon was the Son of Apollo and the Nymph Cy- 
mene. Epaphus the Son of Tufiter, was of equal Age. 
with him, and in the Heat of Blood boaſted of the 
Grandeur of his own Birth, but would not allow Phae- 
thon to be the Son of Phabus, pretending that to be only 
a Device of his adulterous Mother ; the Youth could not 
hear this Reproach, but by the Advice of C/;mene went 
to the Palace of the Sun, that he might bring from 
thence ſome indubitable Marks of his Parentaze; the 
Sun received him with all the Endearments of 22 
and that he might be no longer diſquieted upon that Oc- 
caſion, bid him requeſt any Thing, and ſwore by the 
River Styx, that it ſhould not be denied him; the Youth 
preſently aſked Leave to govern his Chariot for one Day: 
The Father's Surprize and Grief were inexpreſſible; how- 
ever being obliged to ſubmit to his Son's Obſtinacy and 
Raſhneſs, he put him into the Chariot, with all the moſt 
neceſſary and tender Precautions imaginable; but the 
Horſes not finding their uſual Conductor, took Head, 
and the Charioteer became dazled with the Light above, 
and frighted with the Abyſs that he ſaw beneath him, and 
terrified by the Scorpion, let go his Reins, loſt his Way, 
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and had burnt one half of the World, and froze up the 
other, if Jupiter had not ſtruck him with a Thunderbolt 
in to the River Eridanns. = 

His Siſters Phaethaſa, Lampetie and Pheabe lamented 
his Death ſo inceſſantly upon the Banks of that River, 
that by the Compaſhon of the Gods, they were turned 
into black Poplar Trees ; ſo that the Tears which now diſtil 
from them, become Fledtrum or Amber. Nor was Cycnas, 
King of Liguria, leſs grieved at the Loſs of Phaethon, he 
being ſkilled in Mafick, added that to his Complaints, 
and was changed into a Swar, and ſo became a Bird 
conſecrated to .7polls. 


It is agreed by the Mythologiſts, that Phaethon was an 


Aſtronomer, and ſpent much Time in obſerving the Courſe 
or Motion of the Sun, and the various influences of it; 


that he died young, before he could bring his Obſerva- 
tions to Perfection, and therefore was ſaid to be killed by 
Jupiter's Thunder, becauſe even the natural Death of a 
young Man ſeems to be violent, 

Circe was the Daughter of the Sur and Perfis, the 
Daughter of Oceanus; ſhe was the moſt ſkilful of all Sor— 
cereſſes; ſhe was married to a King of the Sarmatæ, 
whom ſhe poiſoned, as alſo ſeveral of her Subjects, to 
try the Effects of her Skill, and the Strength of her Poi- 
ſons; th's cauſed them to revolt, and drive her out of 
the Kingdom. | 

She was carried by Sel in a Chariot to a Promontory 


on the Coaſt of Tuſcany, which was afterwards called the 


Cape of Circe. Here ſhe fell in Love with G/aucas the 


Sea God, but he deſpiſed her, being amorous of S-z/la ;_ 


Circe, impatient of ſuch a Rival, turned her into a Sea 


Monſter, having poifoned the Waters ſhe uſed to bathe 
in. Circe had no better Succeſs with Picus, King of the 
Latirs, and Father of Faunus; buc for not complyin 
with her Love, ſhe changed him into a Bird called the 
oc, pe ver. | . 

W hen Ulyſes was returning from Troy, his Navy was 
caſt away upon the Coaſt, where his Men being ſent to 


view the Country, were, by a Drink, which Cirte gave | 


them, 
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them, all turned into Swine and other Beaſts : Let 
himſelf was kept from falling into this Misfortune by the 
Advice of Me cury, who had given him the Herb Moly, 
to preſerve him from her Charms, and at the ſame Time 
admoniſhed him, that wher ſhe ſtruck him with her 
Wand, he ſhould draw his Sword, and threaten to kill 
her, till ſhe ſwore by Styx, that ſhe would entertain him 
as a Friend: Uly/es followed this Advice exactly, and fo 
Crce reſtored his Companions to their former Shapes. 
During his Converſatian with her, ſhe had two Sons by 
him, Agrius and Latinus, as likewiſe Telegonrus, and two 
more, Anſon and Caſephon. This ſufficiently ſhews the 
Extravagance and Contradictions of the Poets, to make 
her have five Sons by Ulyes, whereas he continued bat 
one Year with her. | 

Circe made great Uſe of the Fleſh of the Bird Moza- 
cilla, in her Enchantments, eſpecially ſuch as were to 
incite Love: This Motacilla had been Daughter to Suas 
dela, and thought to have enticed Jupiter by her Love- 
Potions to her Embraces ; but Juno becoming apprehen- 
five of the Defign, turned her into a Bird, which the 
Greeks called Jynx. | | f 

Circc had a Sepulchre erected in one of the Iſlands? 
called Pharmacuſæ near Salamis. | 

Medea and Paſiphae, Daughters of the Sun, Phedra, 
Bybli and Caunus, are Inſtances amongſt the Poets of 
extravagant Luſt, and the Heat of Paſſian. 
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Of Diana, Hecare, Luna, as they are 
reputed the ſame, or different Deities. 


D TAN A is called Trifermis and Tergemina © ſhe is 
| Luna in the Heaven, Diana upon Earth, and He- 
cate in Hell: the Poets jay they had three Heads, one 
of a Horſe, another a Woman or wild Sow, and the third 
of a Dog; others of a Bull, a Dog, and a Lion; ſome 
| think her ſo called from the three different Appearances 
of the Moon, when it increaſes, is at the Full, or de- 
ere, es. 

Under this Confuſion of them all three, it may not be 
im proper to conſider what Authors ſay of them apart, 
full remembering that what is ſaid of each of the other 
two, is applied to that Diana, who was Daughter of 
Jupiter and Latong, | | 

And therefore firſt of Luna. She was the Daughter 
of Hiperion and Theia ; but according to others, ſhe was 
the Daughter of the Sun, and not his Siſter; that ſhe was 
the Wife of the Air, and Mother to the Dew; that there 
was a Time when there was no Myon; the Arcadians had 
a King named Preſelenus, the Son of Orchomenus, who 
was before her, and that ſhe appeared a little Time be- 
fore Hercules encountred the Giants, 

The Poets gave her a Party-coloured Garment to ſhew 
her various Aſpects, but before ſhe put it on, ſhe waſhed 
herſelf in the Ocean, Ts, 

A black Bull was ſacred to her, to ſhew how black 
and horned ſhe is after her Change; her Brother has four 
Horſes, ſhe but two, to denote the Sun's Motion to be 
ſwifter than the Moon's; ſometimes ſhe is covered with a 
Veil, in Imitation of her Ecliptes. 

The Ez zþtians held her to be both Male and Female, 
and therefore Luna and Lunus were worſhipped by them; 
the Men ſacrificed to Venus, un er the Name of Luna in 
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Womens Habit, and Women in Mens; this Venus Urania 
was firſt worſhipped by the 4/jrians, then in Phenicia ' 


and Cyprus, from whence the Ceremonies were brought 


into Greece, [taly, and the remoteſt Parts of Europe. Ihe 


Inhabitants of Caran in Meſopotamia thouglit that ſuch as 


believed the Moon to be a Goddeſs, would be Slaves to 
their Wives as long as they lived, but they who eſteemed 
her to be a God would always be their Ma ers; Luna 


preſided over Child-bearing, becauſe it is the Moon that 


forms the Month, and regulates the Time of Womens 
Gravitation. 


She is thought to have Power in Enchantments, be- 
cauſe with the other Planets, according to their ſeveral 
Diſpoſitions, ſhe produces wonderful Effects; the Sor- 
cerers of TBealy boalied that they had Power to draw her 
to the Earth by their Magick, and People imagined that 


ſhe came hither, when by an Eclipſe the diſappeared to 


their Eye-fight; the Method uſed to recover her, was 
33 and brazen Inſtruments, which Noiſe 
being louder than the Magicians Charms, might abate 
their Force upon her. | | WEE 
Pan deceived her, by turning himſelf into a white 
Ram, and ſhe had a Daughter 5 Jupiter named Ery/a, 
gr the Jew, - f 
Her principal Favourite was Endimion, the Son of 
Atblius, and Grandſon of Jupiter, who took him up 
into Heaven ; there he attempted to violate the Chaſtity 
of Juno; whereupon Jupiter caſt him into a perpetual 


Sleep: Diaua hid him from the Sight of Jupiter in a 
Cave of Latmes, a Mountain of Caria, where ſhe had 


fifty Daughters by him, aud amongſt others a Son called 


. LEtolus, from whom the Country of Hyanihis took the 
Name of tolia; in Reality he was a juſt King of Elis, 
and a famous Aſtronomer, who ſtudied the Motions of 
the Maon, and therefore paſted the Nights in retired 


Places, to obſerve her with leſs Interruption ; after 


which he obtained from Jupiter an eternal Reſt from his 


Labours, and being taken away in the Night, and in a 
deep Sleep, was made King of the Lunar Orb; fo 5 ” 
| t vera 
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Supper for her in the open Street, which was eaten in 
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veral of the Ancients imagined the Moon to be a round 
and bright Iſland hanging in the Air, and that it was in- 
habited by the Genii or Demons that came down to de- 


liver Oracles, or aſſiſt at Feſtivals, and that Endymion 
was the King of it; ſome likewiſe thought that the Eli- 
an Fields were the upper Part of the Moon, and that the 


Part which looked towards the Earth was called Pro/er- 


- gina and Antithon. 


Upon a Time Luna aſked her Mother to make her a 


' Garment that would fit her; the Mother ſaid it was im- 


poſſible; for ſometimes ſhe was plump and full, then ſlim 
and crooked as a Horn, and then with a great Bunch at 
her Back, fo that either ſhe would be ſo big as to burſt 


her Cloaths, or ſo thin as to ſlip out of them. 


Now as to what relates more particularly to Fe- 


She was the Daughter of Jupiter and Ceres, or Aie- 


ria, who expoſed her in the common Road, where ſhe 


was taken up by Shepherds, and brought up by them 


amongſt the Pfæreans; by others ſhe is reputed the 


Daughter of Ariſiæus Tartarus, Nex or Perſia; ſhe was 
repreſented with a dreadful Countenance, of a vaſt 
Height, almoſt half a Furlong ; her Feet were formed 
like Serpents, inſtead of Hair ſhe had hifling Snakes and 
Vipers, which fell upon her Back, and around her 
Shoulders; ſhe was Queen of the Infernal Regions, 
Abundance of Dogs always followed her, and ſhe was ſaid 
to devour them, becauſe they were ſacrificed to her in 
Places where three Ways met ; ſhe herſelf was ſome- 
times repreſented in the Shape of a Bitch: The Images 


of this Goddeſs uſed to be crowned with Boughs of Oak, 


and ſhe was had in greateſt Honour among the People 
of Zgina and Bexotia. The Doors of Houſes were under 
her Safeguard, and therefore her Altars ſtood before 
them, and ſhe was called Propy/za. As ſhe preſided over 
the Highways and Streets, ſo they ſacrificed to her there, 
and the Athenians every New-Moon made a ſumptuous

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ſhe mad when Mars, Apollo, or Mercury meetin 
the Woods would have raviſhed her.

the Night by the poor People; others ſay, that the Table 
was furniſhed with Lupines, Mallows, Leeks, and ſuch 
Food, as made it become a Prove! b for a beggariy En- 
tertainment. For the former Reaions ſhe was eſteemed 
the Protectreſs of Vagabonds and Deb/ors. | 

There are ſeveral Conjectures concerning the Name 


of Hecate, which is ſuppoſed to come from a Greek Word 


ſignifying an Hundred, either becauſe a Hundred Victims 
at a Time uſed to be offered to her; or elſe tnat by zer 
Edicts, they who die, and are not buried, wander an 
Hundred Years upon the Banks of $S7yx. 


She was called Brimo, from the hideous Shrieks which 
g her in 


She found out the Uſe of Herbs, having ſpent her 
Time in the Foreſts, where ſhe uſed to hunt, and kill not 
only Beaſts but Men; but the Search ſhe made was 
chiefly after ſuch Herbs as were pernicious, and eſpe- 
cially the Acenitum or Wolfe bane ; with thoſe ſhe poiſoned 
her Father Per/a, and got the Kingdom of CHolcos, then 
ſhe married #lza her Uncle, and had Circe by him, who 
delighted in Miſchief, who hkewiſe poiſoned her Father, 
and ſucceeded in his Dominions ; but her other Daughter 
Medea applied her Skill the had attained in Herbs, to 
the Uſe and Preſervation of Mankind; but of theſe 
hereafter. £ 

Hecate likewiſe found out and preſided over Enchant- 
ments, ſo that all they who exerciſed Magical Arts were 
uſed to call upon her; the Ceremonies were performed 
at Midnight by .a River Side, under a Tree called Lotus, 
by a Perſon in an azure- coloured Garment, who was to 


dig a deep Hole in the Ground, and then cut the Throat 


of an Ewe-Lamb, and burn it on a Pile of Wood over 

that Hole, all the while pouring out Honey, and calling - 
upon Hecate, which being done, the Perſon was to go 
away, and not to look backwards, whatever Noiſe he 
might hear of trampling of Feet and howling of Dogs, 
leſt the whole ſhould be ſpoiled and come to nothing;

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called Hecatæa were ſeen, which changed themſelves in- 
to various Shapes, according to the Force of Imagina- 
tion. | 

The M thologiſts ſay, that Hecate is the Oravr and 
Force of the Fates, who obtain from the Divine Power 
that Influence which they, have over human Bodies ; 
that the Operations of the Fates are hidden, but deſcend 
by the Means and Interpoſition of the Stars, whereupon 
it i. neceſſary, that all inferior Things ſubmit to the 
Cares, Calamities and Death, which the Fates bring up- 
on them, without any Poſſibility of reſiſting the Ifivine 

Will. 

Heſiod gives this glorious Account of Hecate, to ſhew 

the Extent of her Power: that Jupiter had heaped Gifts 

and Honours upon her far above all the other Deities ; 

that ſhe was the Empire of the Earth and Sea, and all 

Things which are comprehended in the Compaſs of 
the Heavens; that ſhe is a Goddeſs eaſy to be intreated, 
kind and always ready to do good, bountiful of her 
Gold and Riches, which are wholly in her Power; that 

whatever ſprings from Seed, either in Heaven or Earth, 

are ſubject to her, and that ſhe governs the Fates of all 
Things. 

But to come to Diana. | 

She was the Siſter of Apollo, Daughter of Jupiter and 
Latona : She is repreſented as tall in Stature, her Heir 
diiheveled, a Bow in her Hand, and a Quiver of Arrows 
hanging from her Shoulders, a Deer's Skin faſtened to 
her Breaſt, a Purple Gown tucked up to her Knees with 
golden Buckles; her Dreſs, though careleſs, yet handſome, 
and her Behaviour free and eaſy, but modeſt and decent. 
Amongſt the Trees the Pine is dedicated to her, and the 
Silver amongſt Metals ; and therefore ſome will have her 
Chariot to be made of it: Others make her Chariot of 
Gold, drawn by white Hinds, with Harneſs likewiſe of 
Gold. Sometimes ſhe is drawn by Mules, becauſe they 
are barren ; at other Times by two Horſes, the one black, 
the othef white, to ſhew the Brightneſs of the Moon 
in the Full, and the Darkneſs in the Wane, Amongſt 


I . the 
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the Elan the Image of Diana had Wings, with a Pan- 
ther in one Hand, and a Lion in the other. Sometimes 
ſhe was deſcribed with a Bow and Arrows, and a Half- 


Moon on her Forehead, accompanied with Dryazes, aud 


the Nymphs of Hille, Woods, Seas and Fountains. , 
She delighted much in Hunting, Bathing, Dancing. and 
Maufick : Her Father Jupiter, upon her earneſt Requeſt, 
gave her Leave to be a perpetual Virgin; he beſtowed on 
her Bows and Arrows, and appointed threeſcore Nymphs, 
called O:eanine, and twenty of the Aſiæ, to be her Com- 


panions, and to look after her Weapons, Dogs, and 


Buſkins. He made her Guardian of the Woods, Common 
Reads, and of all Ports and Harbours. l 


The Ancients gave this Account how ſhe became the 


Goddeſs of Hunting: There was a Nymph called Brito- 


martis, who as ſhe was one Day a hunting, fell in a- 


mongſt the Nets, and being herſelf intangled, as the 


wild Beaſt was coming upon her, ſhe vowed a Temple 
to Diana, and fo was preſerved: ſhe afterwards ereQed 

it to her, and from the Nets gave her the Title of Dio- 
tynna. Others ſav, that Britoma-tis, the Daughter of 
Jupiter and Carme, was a great Favourite of Dina, be- 
cauſe ſhe delighted in hunting; that being purſued by 
Minos her Lover, ſne threw herſelf into the Sea, and 
falling into ſome Fiſhermens Nets, her Body was taken 


up, and a Plague followed in Crete, till a Temple was 
built to Diana Diftynna, who took Britomar:iis into the 


Number of the Gods. 


This Diana preſided over Fiſhermen, ar all in gene- 


ral who uſed Ners for the taking of their ame, which 
they often do by Moon-Lightr. 


As Diana was hunting, ſhe by Chance ſhot Chenchrius 


the Son of the Nymph Pyrene, who bewailed him ſo 
much, and wept ſo inceſſantly, that ſhe became a Foun- 


tain, 
One of Diana's rent Offices was the Protection No- 
men at the Time o 


her by the Name of Lucina. But of this Lucina it will 


their * * when they invoked 
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be neceſſary to be more particular. LZucina is ſaid to be 
the Daughter of Jupiter and Juno, and according to the 
Opinion of the Crelaus, ſhe was born in the Region of 
Greſſus, near the River Amniſus: the Parce or Fates, 
gave her the Faculty of aſſiſting at the Production of 
Men, Animals and Plants. Licius Delius, a moſt ancient 
Poet, thought her to be one of the Parce called Pepro- 
mene, and that ſhe was much ancienter than Saturn. She 
was uſed to be crawned with the Diaamnus or Diitany, 
becauſe that Herb contributes to the Eaſineſs of bringing 
forth. She was had in great Honour amongſt the Egi- 
nenſes, where her Image held forth one Arm empty to 
receive the new-born Infant, and a Torch in the other, 
The Eltans likewiſe had a great Veneration for her, be- 
cauſe when they were going to fight with the Arcadtans, 
a Woman appeared to them with a Child in her Arms, 
which ſhe adviſed them, purſuant to a Dream ſhe had 
that Night, to take with them into the Field as one of 
their Commanders: It was agreed, and at the firſt Onſet 
the Child, in the Sight of both Armies, was turned into 
a Serpent, which ſo teriihed the Arcadians that they 
fled immediately. The Flean, built a Temple in the 
Place where the Serpent went into the Earth, to the Ho- 
nour of the Boy, whom they called Sofpolis, and decreed 
foicmn Honours to Lucina, who, as they believed, was 
the Mother of him; None came near his Image, but an 
old Prieſteſs, with a thin Veil all over her. Lucina like- 
wiie had an Image amongſt the Hermiones, which no one 
might ſ-e but the Woman who performed the Cere- 
monies of the Sacrifices, „„ ä 

She was very ſevere upon thoſe Perſons, againſt whom 
ſhe tools any Diſpleaſure: She deſtroyed their Flocks 
with Diſeaſes, and their Corn with nipping Froſts; old 
Perſons lo!i their Children, and married Women ſuffered 
Abortions : Of which, amongſt others, theſe are ſignal 
Inſtances. Ts | 

The Firſt Fruits of all Things produced by the Earth 
were ſacred to her: OEneus, King of Ætolia, offered his 
Firſt Fruits to all the other Ruf7ick Deiiies, but * 
| 2 er; 
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her; upon which ſhe was ſo enraged, that ſhe revenged 
herſelf upon the whole Family: Farſt, ſhe ſent” a huge 
wild Boar into the Fields of Caledon to deſtroy them. 
Meleager, the Son of OEneus, with Toeſeus, and the reſt 
of his Companions, undertook to encounter it; but the 
Virgin 4talanta gave the firſt Wound, and then Meleager 
killed it, and preſented her with the Skin, at which his 
Relations were diſpleaſed, and took it from her; u,on 
which Indignity he flew them. His Mother Alrhea 
hearing that two of her Brothers were dead in that Man- 
ner, ſought her Revenge like a mad Woman : She had 
a Billet, which when ſhe was brought ro Bed of Me.eager, 
the Fates being in the Bed-chamber had thrown into the 
Fire, declaring that the new-born Infant ſhou'd live as 
long as that remained unconſumed ; the Mother ſnatch- 
ed it out of the Fiie, quenched it, and laid it up in her 
Cloſet : Upon this ſad Occaſion ſhe produged it, and as 
ſhe made that burn, ſo Melcager, though abſent, had a Fire 
in his Bowels, till at laſt both of them were conſumed 
and periſhed together. His Siſters went about la- 
menting him, till at laſt they were turned into Hen 
Turkeys. 

Another Inſtance was in Chione, the Daughter of Dæ- 
dalien, who had lain with Apollo and Mercury, and fo 
had Twins at one Birth, Philamon a ſkilful Luteniſt, 
and Autolicus a ſubtle Thief and cunning Jugler, who 
could ſo deceive his Spectators, as to make them think 
Black to be White, and White to be Black : She was 
proud of her Infamy, and boaſted that ſhe had the Ho- 
nour of pleaſing two Gods, and having two Children, 
which ſhe preferred to the Chaſtity of Diana, and at- 
tributed her Virgin Modeſty to her Want of Beauty ; but 
ſhe ſoon found her due Chaſtiſement, Diana's Arrow be- 
ing ſtruck through her Tongue for her opprobrious Lan- 
guage. | | 

Actæon, the Son of Ariſtæus and Autonoe Daughter 
of Cadmus, was a great Lover of Hunting; one Day, 
as he was following his Sport, he happened to eſpy Di- 
ana bathing terſe!f with her Nymphs; the Goddeſs 
F Wa⸗ 
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was out of Countenance to be found in that Condition, 
and immediately throwing Water upon him, changed 
him into an Hart; upon which his own Dogs miſ- 
taking their Game, followed after him, and tore him in 
Pieces. | | 

But the Adventure of the River Alpheus was of ano- 
Aer Nature; he fell deſperately in Love with her, and 
 wnen he had no Hopes of prevailing on her to marry 

him, had Recourſe to Force: She fled from his Purſuit 
till ſhe came amongſt the Letrini, where ſhe uſed to di- 
vert herſelf by Night with Dancing; there with a Sort 
of dirty Fucus ſhe fo diſguiſed herſelf and Nymphs, that 
Alpheus did not know them, but the deluded Lover de— 
parting, left them ſufficient Subject for their Laughter ; 
whereupon the Letrini dedicated a Temple to Diana Al- 

pheia. 3 
q Diana has many Names and Titles, not only from the 
Places where ſhe was worſhipped, but from other Rea- 
ſons, | 15 | 
She was called Cynthia and Delia, from the Place of 
her Birth; Jocheæra, from her delighting in Arrows ; 
her Name of Artemis denotes her Integrity, Modeſty and 
Honour; Virgins upon their Marriage uſed to call her 
Euclia, and bring her Offerings of Baſkets of Fruit to 
' appeaſe her; ſhe was called Jyche, that is Fortune, from 
her Variableneſs; and Phebe, from her Brother Phebus, 

| whence ſhe borrows her Light; the Arcadians called 
her Orrheſia; the Thracians, Upis, after the Name of 
her Father, who by ſome was ſuppoſed to be Vis, the 
Huſband of Glauce : The Fg ypiians called her Bubaſtis, 
' becauſe, when ſhe fled from egæus into Egypt, the 
transformed herſelf into the Shape of a Cat; the Title 
of Perſica was given her from being worſhipped amongſt 
the Perfians, who uſed to ſacrifice: Bu//s to her, and let 
others run wild upon the Banks of Zzphrartes, with a 
Mark of a Lamp upon them, to ſhew they were ſacred 
to her. 5 | 

The Ides of Auguſt were kept as a Feſtival to her, 


becauſe ſhewas then ſuppoſed to leave off Hunting; every 
| ; one 
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one crowned his Hounds, and Torches were lighted up 
and down in the Foreſts ; and upon this Occafion an Ox, 
a Boar, and a white Hind were her proper Sacrifices. 

At Taurus, all the Greeks that were ſhipwrecked upon 
that Coaſt were ſacrificed to Diana the Virgin, or elſe 
thrown down from a Precipice. ; 

The Lacedæmonians offered human Victims to Diana 
Orthia, whoſe Statue was brought from T aurus by Q- 


reſtes and Iphigenia. | TEE 
The Albanians upon the Caſpian Sea uſed to offer a 
Man to the Moon, who was their particular Goddeſs ; a 


Boy and 4 Girl were lain to her amongſt the Acheans, by 
the Name of Triclaria. 


At Caſtabula in Cilicia there was a Temple ſacred to 


Diana, where her Votaries walked upon burning Coals. 
Her moſt magnificent Temple was at Epbeſus, firſt 


begun by the Amazons, and ſeated in a marſhy Ground; 


the great Deſign was laid by Cteſiphon, that famous Ar- 


chitect; it employed the Ingenuity of the greateſt Ar- 
tiſts in Ma for two hundred and twenty Years to endea- 
vour to finiſh it; the Length was two hundred and twen- 


ty-five Feet, and the Breadth two hundred and twenty; 
there were an hundred twenty-ſeven Pillars, each of three- 
ſcore Feet high, the Gifts of ſo many Kings, who ſtrove 
to outvie one another ; they were ſet forth with moſt ex- 
quiſite Workmanſhip and Carving, to make the Piety 
and Grandeur of the Donors appear by them ; the Paint- 
ing and Statues were equally wonderful ; upon the very 
Day that Alexander was born it was burnt by a profligate 


Fellow called Eroſtratus, who did it that he might get 
himſelf a Name, though it were for Villainy. The E- 
pheſians were ſo liberal upon this Occaſion, that even the 


Women did not ſpare their Ornaments, and ſo rebuilt it 


with its former Magnificence ; Dinocrates, who built the 


City of Alexandria, being the Architect. 
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CHAP. XX. 
Of Vurcan. 


N N were ſeveral Yulcans among the Ancients ; 
the firſt the Son of Cælus; the ſecond the Son of 
Nilus, and was named Opas ; the third of Jupiter and 
Juno, who had his Smith's Forge in Lemnos; the fourth 
the Son of Mænalius, who lived near Sicily, in the Iſlands 
called Vulcaniæ In/ulz. . 

The Vulcan here ſpoken of, was thought by ſome to 


have been the Child of Juno alone, conceived by the 


Help of the Wind, and the Strength of her own Imagi- 
nation; but the more common Opinion was, that he 


was the Son of Jupiter and Juno, and that for his De- 


formity Jupiter threw him down out of Heaven; and 


that he had broke his Neck if the Lemnians had not 
caught him in their Arms as he was tumbling through 
the Air; however, he became lame ever after. For Re- 
quital of their Kindneſs, he placed his Seat amongſt the 


| Lemnians, and taught them the manifold Uſe of Fire 
and Iron. Another Opinion was, that Juno herſelf, not 


being able to endure the Sight of him, threw him down 


into the Sea, where he was nurſed by Thetis and her 


Nymphs ; though others make his Fall to be upon the 
Land, and that the Apes were his Nurſes ; Vulcan after- 
wards not fotgetful of this Injury, made a Golden 
Chair, which he preſented to his Mother, who no ſooner 
ſat down in it, but ſhe was entangled by ſecret Bands, 
that without his Help ſhe could have no Deliverance ; 
others thought that F. pier kicked him out of Heaven 
for attempting to reſcue Juno out of his Hands, When 
ſhe had conſpired againſt him, and that he was a whole 
Day in falling, 


Vulcan by the Egyptians was called Pthas, or Apthas, 


and Hephaiftes by the Greeks, from his Brightneſs and 


Burning : 
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Burning; the duſky and dark Lightning was aſeribed to 
him, as the white to Minerva, and the red to Jupiter. 

Being famous for his Workmanſhip in all Sorts of Me- 
tals, he had his moſt noted Forges at Lemno:, Lipara, 
and Stcz/ ; there he made Bacchus a Crown to preſent 
to Ariadne, a Chariot for the Sun, and another for Mars, 
and the divine Armour of Achilles, deſcribed with ſo much 
Art by Homer, that the Figures on the Shield contain an 
ineſtimable Treaiure of Learning; at the Requeſt of Ve- 
nus he made ſuch Armour for her Son Æneas as rendered _ 
him invincible to all Encounters, and made his very 
Soul entertain a noble and warlike Diſpoſition 3 upon his 
Buckler were deſcribed all the glorious Deeds and Ad- 
ventures of his Succeſſors, after a moſt artificial, pro- 
phetical and inimitable Manner. 

As Lemnos was conſecrated to Vulcan for the hot 
Force of .the Earth, which is of much Uſe in Phyſick, 
going by the Name of Terra fgillata, and Lemnia, ſo 
Sicily, Strongyle and Lipara, were eſteemed his Habita- 
tions, becauſe theſe Iſlands produce Alium, and there 
are a great many hot Baths and fiery Eruptions in them. 
The internal Fires being ſtirred up into Flames by the 
fubterraneous Winds, theſe and the adjacent Iſles were 
thought to be the Habitations of Solus. The Iſle of 
Zipara, whoſe ancient Name was Meligunis, when a Co- 
lony of Cnidians was planted there, became very power 
ful, and was the Head of a great Dominion, extending 
its Conqueſts round about, dedicating many Spoils to 
Apollo at Delphos. 

In theſe Iſlands Vulcan continually made freſh Thun- 
derbolts for Jupiter by the Aſſiſtance of the Cyclops, who 
were the Sons of Cælus and Terra; the thiee moſt fa- 
mous Workmen were Brontes, Steropes and Pyracmon, 
though the Cyclops were a hundred in Numter ; and 
therefore no Wonder if we find Argos at Work amongſt 
the principal of them; they had each but one Eye, which 
was placed in the Middle of their Foreheads ; they lived 
upon ſuch Herbs and Fruits as ſp ung out of the Earth 
without Labour, and had no ſuch 'T hing as Laws to con- 
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trod them; they built the ſtrong Walls of the City 
Mycenæ, as alſo thoſe of Tyrinthe with rough Stones, the 
ſmalleſt being of more Weight than cout be drawn by 
two Yoke of Oxen. The moſt ancient Stork is, that as 
ſoon as the Cyc/ops were born, they were thown into 
Tartarus, but that they were delivered by Jupitrr, at the 
Interceſſion of Tellus, whot had foretold his Victory over 
Saturn, and that having ſlain Campe, that was their 
Keeper, they came to enjoy the Light of the upper Re- 
gions, whereupon they made Pluto that Helmet which 
renders him inviſible, and Neprane that Trident with 
which he ſhakes the Earth, and rules the Seas; and Ja- 
piter that Thunder which terrifies both Gods aad Mortals. 
The Mythologiſts ſay, that the Cycleps are the Vapours, 
which by the Influence of the Heavens are drawn out of 
the Earth and Sea, and floating in the Air, engender the 
Lightning and the Thunder. 

Vulcan had two Wives, Aglaia, one of the Graces, 
and Venus, by whom he had no Children. But he had 
Ardalus, who made the Mu/es Grotto among the Tre- 
. Zenians, and was the Inventor of the Pipe called 77; 
| Brotheus, who being reproached for the Deformity of 
his Countenance, threw himſelf into the Fire, rather 
than he would endure it any longer; Athiops, who 
gave his Name to the Æthiopiant, who before that were 
called Zthereans ; Olenus, from whom a City in Bæotia 
was ſo called; Ag yprus, from whence Æg ypt ; as like- 
wiſe Albion, Mergion, Periphenus, Acus, and ſeveral 
others, from his 3 Congreſſes with the Heroines 
and Goddeſſes. | 5 ke 

He was likewiſe Father to Cacxs, the vileſt of Miſ- 
ereants, who living worſe than a Beaſt, upon human 
Fleſh, in a diſmal Cave, tormented all 7zaly with his 
Murders and Robberies, but was at laſt flain by Hercules 
upon the Mount Aventine. He had another Son called 
Cerculus, who likewiſe lived by Plunder; whilſt his Mo- 
ther ſat by the Fire a Spark fell into her Lap, upon 
which ſhe grew big with Child; others ſay that the 
Shepherds found this Cæculus unhurt in the Midſt 1. the 
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Fire, as foon as he was born, from whence he was 
thought to be the Son of Vulcan: He was afterwards the 
Founder of the City Præneſte 
Eridbonius was arother monſtrous Son of Vulcan, or 
rather a chymical one; Vulcan having made Arms for 
the Gods in the Wars with the Giants, Jupiter, to gratify 
him, promiſed to grant him any Requeſt; he deſired 
that he might marry Minerva, which was granted, pro- 
vided he could gain her Conſent, but he was told before- 
hand that ſhe had vowed Virginity : As ſhe came one 
Day to Vulcan, to intreat him to make her ſome Ar- 


mour, he would have raviſhed her; in the Struggle fell 
_ Ericthinius, whoſe Name comes from Contention and the 


Earth ; Minerva nouriſhed him in her Thigh, but after- 
wards gave him to Aglauros, Herſa and Paudreſus to be 
educated, but with a Caution that they ſhould not look 
into the Coffer he was laid in, to ſee what was there. 
The two eldeſt could not obey the Advice, but ns 
Curioſity muſt be prying, and ſo ran mad, and broke 
their Necks from an high-Tower, or were killed by a 
Serpent that lay in the Coffer with Eridbonius. He firſt 
found out the Uſe of Coaches to ride in, to hide the De- 
formity of his Legs, which were like Dragons. He was 
the fourth King of Athens, and governed with great Juſ- 
tice and Equity. 1 LE 
It may not be improper here to annex another Story, 
that relates wholly to the Chymifts. Vulcan made a Dog 
of Braſs, which was very beautiful; this he afterwards 
gave Life to, and made a Preſent of it to Jupiter, who 
gave it to Europa, ſhe to Procris, who beſtowed it upon 
her Huſband Cephalus; and this was the Dog which Ju- 
piter afterwards turned into a Stone. | 
Vulcan had a common Altar with Prometheus, who was 
much the elder of the two, and was eſteemed to have 


been the Inventor of Fire, as Vulcan was of thoſe Arts 
which depend upon it. Es 3 | 

Vulcan was moſt expert in that Sort of Divination 
which was called . and was performed by Fire, 
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as Nereus was the Inventor of Hydremancy, or that Divi- 
nation made by Water. P 

He was reckoned amongſt the Gods prefiding over 
Marriage, from the "Torches lighted by him to grace 
the Solemnity. f 

It was a Cuſtom in ſeveral Nations, after the gaining 
of a Victory, to gather the Arms of the Enemy into an 
Heap, and make a Sacrifice cf them to Yulcax, in the 
Field of Battle, | | 

At the Foot of the Mountain Ara was a Temple 
erected, and a Grove planted to the Honour of Vulcan, 
where Dogs were kept. which would tear tae Vicious in 
Pieces, if they offered to approach thither, but would 
fawn upon ſuch as were virtuous. | 

He had Variety of Feſtivals inſtituted to him: In the 
Fealts called Proter via, the R:mans run about with lighted 
Torches : At the Pulcania, living Creatures were thrown 
into the Fire to be burnt to Death to his Honour; the 
moſt proper Sacrifice to him was a Lion, to repreſent the 
Fierceneſs and Rage of Fire, The Lampadophoria were 
Races performed to his Honour, in which the Contend- 
ers were to carry their Torches lighted to the Goal, o- 
therwiſe to deſiſt with Difgrace ;. but if the Follower 
could overtake the Leader, he was by the Cuſtom to de- 
liver him his lighted Torch to proceed withat; which 
Alluſion is not improperly applied to the Succeſſion of 
Life, which follows in the Generations of Mankind. 

The Egyptians painted Jupiter putting an Egg out of 
his Mouth, and Vulcan proceeding out of it, to repreſent 


the natural Heat diffuled by Jupiter into all Creatures. 


Vulcan amongſt the Nifterians is ſound to be the firſt of 
the Egyptian Kings that were worſhipped as Gods; he 
had a moſt ſtately and magnificent Temple at Thebes, 
built by King Menes, with a Colous of him before it 
that was ſeventy-five Feet high. I he Phenicians placed 
him amongſt their Gods by the Name of Cryſor, and 
gave him a far greater Extent. of Power than that at- 
tributed to him by the Greciaus: Both Phenicians and 
Es yptians thought him the Inventor of Fire ; ay. 9 
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-a Thurderbolt falling upon a Tree, and ſetting it on 


fire, he brought more Wood to it, and ſo continued the 
Ute of it amongſt Mortals ; they attributed the Light- 


ning to bim, as alſo fiery Eruptions. In ſhdrt, they took 


him for the Patron of all Arts that required the Ufe of 
Fire, and more peculiarly of ſuch as concerned the: 


working of Metals.

N E Us, the CuPiDs, the GRacks, 
the HouRs, and Abox Is. 


"7 ENUS was the Goddeſs of Beauty, the Author 
of Neatneſs, Finery, Delight and Cbearfulneſs, 
ſhe was always accompanied by the Grace, the Hours, and 
the Cupidi, and her Train was held up by Adonis her pe- 
culiar Favourite: Hes Mantle was Purple powdered with 
Diamonds; her Ivory Chariot was drawn by Swans and 
flying Cupids, ſometimes by Szvans and as many Doves or 
Sparrows ; ſhe was crowned with Myr:/e ir termixed with 
Re/es, that took their beautiful Colour f1o.n her Blood. 
She often wore a flaming Torch in her Boſom, and 
had a Bow and Arrows tinged with Pleaſure and Sweet- 
neſs. | a 
Phidias made her Statue of Ivory and Gold, with one 
Foot upon a Tortoi/e; Scophas made her riding upon a 


He Goat: That of Praxiteles at Cnidos was of white 
Marble, half opening her Lips, and ſmiling. She was 


painted by Ape/les juſt coming out of the Sea, and preſ- 
ſing the Water out of her Hair: This Picture was a Ma- 


ſter-piece of Art, and almoſt ineſtimable. 


That Venus, who was born of the Sea, and the Foam 


of it, was conceived in 2 great Shell, enriched with 
1 „ Pearl, 
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Pearls of its own Production; in that ſame Shell, amidſt 


a ſoft Froth, by the Aſſiſtance of Zephyrus, ſhe ſailed to 
the Iſland Cythera in the Ægean Sea, and from thence to 
C;prus, where ſhe arrived in the Month of April, and as 
ſoon as her Feet touched the Ground, Flowers ſprang up 
immediately from under them; there ſhe was received by 
the Horæ, or the Hours, who immediately braided her 
Hair with Gold, and then carried her up into Heaven, 


As the was born laughing, ſo Smiles and Pleaſures beau- 


tiſied her Countenance, and made her acceptable to all 
the Deities, there being none of the Gods but what de- 
fired her in Marriage; yet it was Vulcan's Fortune, tho? 
he was the moſt unſeemly and defermed, to obtain her 
by the Help of Jupiter, who adviſed him to put Poppy 
into her Drink, and fo intoxicate her. 1 
According to Tully there were four of the Name:; 
the firſt the Daughter of Cælum; the ſecond ſhe that 


ſprang from the Foam of the Sea, and was Cupid's Mo- 


ther; the third the Daughter of Jupiler and Dione, who 
married Yuican, and on whom Mars begat Arnteros ; the 
fourth was of Syria or Tyrus, called 4/tarte,, who was 
married to Adonis. It is very probable that the firſt and: 
fourth were the ſame as the Venus of 4/jria, called U- 
rania, or Cœleſtis, or the Heavenly, whole Worſhip paſſed 
from Babylon into Syria, The Temple of Venus Urania, 
at Aſcalon in Phænicia, was the moſt ancient, for thoſe 
in Cyprus and Cythera were built after that Model, Pa- 
phos, Amathus. and Urania were Cities in the Ile of - 
prus, famous for her Worſhip; and as it is but a ſhort 
Paſſage from Phenicia thither, and Venus being tranſ- 
ported by Sea, ſhe was not improperly ſaid to ſpring from. 
the Foam of it. In her Temple at Paphos all. Sorts of 
Victims were allowed, if they were Males ; but nothing: 


was offered upon the Altar but pure Fire, which no Rain 


could extinguiſh, although it lay open to the Air; and the- 


Goddeſs was repreſented in the Form of a Globe, end- 
ing pyramidically. She was adored by the Arabiaus, as 
likewiſe by the Perfans, who called her Mitra. In the: 


Worſhip of Venus Urania were no Effeminacies or Im- 
| Sf Puritis ;; 
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purities ; but ſhe was repreſented in Armour, as guard- 


ed, and her Prieſteſſes were Virgins. This ſufficiently 
diſtinguiſhes her from the Pandemos, the Popularis, or 
common Venus, the Daughter of Jupiter and Dione, to 
whom may be attributed the Love of Corporeal Plea- 
ſuues; whereas the other delighted in nothing but a 
pure and chaſte Love of Knowledge and Virtue, which 
raiſe the Heart, and revive the Ideas of Heavenly beau- 


ties in our Souls. 


To the ſeveral Yenus's were ſeveral Sorts of Sacrifices, 
but in thoſe of the Celeſtial Venus no Wine was uſed, 
as neither in zhoſe of Mncmo/yne, the. Muſes, Aurora, the 
Sun, Moon and Nymphs. Theſe were called Nephalia 
from their Sobriety, which was ſo great, that the Wood 
of Figs, Vines and Mulberries might not be uſed in them. 


Tho? afterwards Honey and Wine were permitted to be 


offered to the Nymphs, by the Delphic Oracle. A white 
Goat was a proper Sacrifice to Venus Pandemos, and a 
Heifer to the Celeftial Venus. Nor was the Swine an un- 
grateful Offering, as ſeeming to revenge her upon that 
Creature for the Death of Adonis. | | 
There is a noted Story of Venus, concerning the Judg- 
ment which Paris the Son of Priam gave in her Favour, 
It happened that at the Marriage of Pelus to Thetis, the 
Goddeſs D//cord:a not being invited, threw in a Golden 
Apple, on which was written that it ſhould be given 70 
the Faireft ; the three Pretenders to it were Juno, Pallas 


and Venus; and Jupiter made Paris, who then kept Sheepy 


upon the Mountain Ida, to be their judge; the firſt 
would have bribed bim with Empire, the ſecond with: 
Wiſdom, but the third profered him the moſt beautiful 
Womar in the World; the Youth choſe Beauty, and: 
gave the Prize to Venus, who in Perfermance of her Pro- 


miſe obtained Helena for him, which was the Occaſion 


of much War and Blood- ſhed. | 
Venus, as well as the other Gods, reſented any Indig- 
nities that were offered to her, and puniſhed them with 

equal Severity. | | 
The 
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The Propietides were Women that denied Venus to be 
a Goddeſs ; whereupon ſhe rendered them ſo impudent, 
that they became Proſtitutes; ſo that utterly deſerting 
their Modeſty, their very Shape and Countenance were 
hardened into Flints. | ST | 
Another Inſtance was in Atalanta, the Daughter of 
King Schænus, no lefs famous for Beauty than her 
Swittneſs ; ſhe retired into the Woods of Mczyznalus, a 
Mountain in Arcadia, becauſe the Oracle had told her 
that Marriage would be fatal to her; but ſhe was fol- 


lowed thither, by Crowds of Lovers, to whom at laſt 


ſhe gave this Condition, that ſhe would marry any one 
that could out-run her ; but that the Vanquiſhed muſt ſuf- 
fer ſuch a Death as ſhe would put him to: Notwithſtand- 
ing many ſad Examples, Hipponenes reſolved to under- 
take the Enterprize, for Venus had given him three gol- 
den Apples, out of the Garden of the He/perides, and 
ad viſed him how to manage them: They began the Race; 
when Atalanta had almoſt overtook him, he threw 


down an Apple, whoſe Beauty enticed her ſo far, that 
ſhe turned out of the Way to take it; he made Uſe of 


the ſecond and Third in the ſame Manner, and whilſt ſhe 
was buſied in taking them up, he reached the Goal, and 
had the Lady as the Prize of his Victory; but Hippomenes, 
eager on the Thoughts of Love, forgot to pay due Of- 
ferings to his Benefactreſs: rg ors Venus fo reſented 
It, that ſhe inflamed them with ſuch impatient Deſires, 


that they lay together in the Temple of Cybela, who en- 


raged at the Profanation, turned them into Lions. 

It is impoſſible that the Goddeſs of Love ſhou'd not 
feel the Eſte cts of that Paſſion : There are therefore many 
Stories among the Poets relating to that Matter. 

By Anchiſes ſhe had Aneas; by Neptune or Butes ſhe 
had Fryx, who was ſtrangled by Hercules, as they were 
wreſtling together; ſhe had likewiſe a Daughter called 
Meligunis: According to ſome Authors, ſhe was Mo- 
ther to Suadela, the Goddeſs of Perſuaſſon. She and 
Mars were Parents to Timor and Palicr, that is Fear and 
Palene/s, By Sol the had Eleſtryon and five other Pony. 3 
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but there is no Mention made of any Offspring that ſhe 
had by Vulcan. She had ſeyeral others, of whom there

will be Occafion to ſpeak heft after. | 
As the other Gods, fo Venus had many Tit'es; the 
was called Cypria, Cytheria, Papbia, from thofe Places; 
Idalia and Acidalia, from a Mountain in Cyprus, and a 
Fountain in Baetia; and Erycina, from a Mountain in 
Sicily, where Antas built a magnificent and famous 
Temple to her Honour; ſhe was called Armata, becauſe 
when the Spartan Women ſallied out of their Town, 
which was beſieged by the Meſenians, and beat them; 
their Huſbands, who were ignorant of it, went out to 
fight, and met their Wives returning from the Purfuit; 
the Men believing them to be Enemies, made themſelves 
ready to encounter them, but found themſelves agreeably 
deceived, and that they had gained an unexpected Con- 
nell, ; 5 a | | 
Y Apaturia, or the Deceiver, was a Name given her 
from thoſe little Fallacies that Love is ſubjeR to; as like- 
wiſe Melanis, from the Darkneſs of the Night, which 


favours the Intrigues of Lovers. | 

There was a Temple at Rome dedicated to Venus Calva, 
becauſe when the Gauls poſſeſſed themſelves of that City, 
with the Womens Hair there were Ropes made -4 
Engines. She had likewife a Temple by the Name of 
Verticerdia, denoting the Power of Love to change the 
Hearts, and eaſe the Minds of Men from all Cares that 
oppreſs them; therefore when there was any Difference 
between Huſband and Wife, they uſed to appear before 
her, and never failed of finding ſome Means for a Re- 
conciliation, | 7 | | | 

There was a Venu at Rome called Libiina. in whoſe 
Temple were ſold all Things neceſſary for Burials. There 
was likewife a Venus Sepuichra'ts at Delphes, where by 
Magic Spells they conjured up the Dead. Herodotus 
mentions a People called Androgiui, who faid that the 
Art of Divining with a Haſle Wand was taught them by 


Venus. | |

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When ſhe had the Title of Vidriæ, ſhe was repreſented 
leaning on a Shield, and carrying Victory in her Right 
Hand, and a Sceptre in her Left; ſometimes with an 
Head-piece of Steel in one Hand, and in the other the 
Apple which was adjudged to her by Paris. 

dome Authors ſay that Venus was of both Sexes, and 
near Amathus in Cyprus ſhe had a Statue with a Beard 
on. 

When Venus went to receive the. Apple from Paris, ſhe 
was attended by Hymenæus, the Lowes and the Graces ; it 
may not be improper therefore here to give an Acconnt 
of them, as likewiſe of the Hours, and Adonis, all of 
them her inſeperable Companions, 

ymtnæus, the God preſiding over Marriage, and the 
Protector of Virgins, was the Son of Bacchus and Fenus 
Urania, born in Attica, where he uſed to reſcue Vir-, 
gins carried away by Thieves, and reſtore them to their 
Parents. He was of a very fair Complexion, crowned 
with the Amaricus, or the beet Marjeram, and ſome- 
times with Re; in one Hand he carried a Torch, in the 
other a Veil of a Flame Colour, to repreſent the Bluſhes. 
of a Virgin. Maids newly married offered Sacrifice to 
him, as they did alſo to the Goddeſs Concordia. 

Cupid was a great God, and one of the moſt ancient 
Deitics, who had no Parents; for after Chaos, Terra and 
Tartaru:, aroſe Cupid or Eros, the moſt beautiful of all 
of them, grateſul both to Gods and Men, being their 
Comfort, and the Subduer of their fierce Minds and 
ſtubborn Paſſions, There is another Account, that Chass,. 
Nox, Erebus and Tartarus were in being; but no Ear'h, 
Air, or Heaven; when Nox, by the Help of a ſpirituous 
Breath, produced an fygg ; which being hatched under 
her ſable Feathers and Influence, brought forth the ami- 
able Eros, who ſoared immediately with golden Wings. 
throughout the whole Univerſe. 

Not to recount the ſeveral Parents of Cupid; as that 
Perus, the God of Counſel and Plenty, being drunk, 
begat him oi Penia, the Goddeſs of Poweriy ; or that he 
was the Son of Cælus and Terra, or £444) rus and Flora ;; 

it 
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it is ſufficient, that the Cupid here ſpoken of always 
accompanies Venus, either as a Son, or a Servant. Ag 
there were two Yenus's, ſo there were two Cupids; the 
firſt called Eros the Son of Jupiter and Venus, the En- 
courager of a Celeſtial Love, which imprints that Spirit 
in Nature itſelf, from whence ariſes the Harmony of the 
Elements, and the Copulation of Animals : The other 
Cupid was named Anteros, the Son of Venus and Mars, a 
vulgar Deity, whoſe Followers are Drunkenneſs, Sorrow, 
and Contention : He is likewiſe the God who revenges 
ſlighted Love. They both of them are Boys naked, 
winged, and blinded, armed with a Bow, Arrows, and 
a Torch; they have two Darts of different Natures, one 
Golden, which procures Love, the other Leaden, which 
cauſes Hatred. 

Cupid is painted crowned with Roſes, with a Roſe in 
one Hand, and a Dolphin in the other; ſometimes ſtand- 


ing cloſe by Fortune, ſoinetimes between Hercules. and 


Mercury, to let us ſee that Love is moſt prevalent when 


it is attended on by Eloquence and Valour. 


The Graces or Charities, the conſtant Attendants on 


Vena, are three, named Aglaia, Thalia, and Euphroſyne,, 


or elſe Phraſithe, Euphroſyns, and Ægiale, the Daughters. 

of Jupiter and Eurynome, or Euryn:mea or Autonoe ; but 
others {ay they were the Daughters of Venus and Liber. 
They were repreſented young, beautiful, and with fine 
Hair and ſmiling Countenances ; they have Wings upon 
their Feet, and are naked; if they are clothed, it is with 


fine thin Stuff, and lcoſe flowing Garments; they always. 


hold one another by the Hand. This Picture, accord- 
ing to the Mythologiſts, ſhews that Favours are always 
agreeable for their Novelty, and for the Diſpatch in. 
doing them; that the Memory of them ſhould always 
laſt freſh and Delightful, that they ſhould be without 
Diſuſe or Diffimulation, but always free and uncon- 
trained: They are to hold one another interchangeably. 
by the Hands, becauſe amongſt Friends there ſhould be 
a perpetual Intercourſe of Kindneſs and Aſſiſtance. 


The: 
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The Lacedzmonians knew but two Graces, that they 
called Clito and Phaena. The Athenian; likewiſe had 
but two, who were Auro and ZHegemo: According to 
Homer, the youngeſt of them, na med Aglaia, was mar- 
ried to Vulcan. When Faith, Hineſiy, and Juſtice left 
this lower World, the Graces likewile went up with them 
to Heaven, . | 

Eteocle, the King of the Orchomenians, was the firſt 
that dedicated a Temple to them; for they often uſed 
to come into his Country, to bathe in the Fountain Ac. 
dalius. | So Geo 

Theſe Grares accompany the Muſes and Mercury, as 
well as Venus; for where Learning, Eloquence and Love 
are conjoined, there will never be wanting true Joy, 
Health and Contentment; and where  Good-witl, Con- 
cord, and Bounty meet, there Thalia with a flouriſhing 


Eſtate, Aglaia with Splendor and Glory, and Euphro/yne 


with true Joy and Comfort, will always be preſent. 

The Horæ were not only Nurſes to Venus, but the per- 
petual Companions of the Graces: they were three Sif. 
ters, Enomia, Dice, and Eirene, the Daughters of Jupiter 
and Themis; they were born in the Spring, had chearful 
Countenances, and delighted in the beautiful Ornaments 
of the Meadows that came forth in that Seaſon ; they 
trod ſoftly, and went extremely flow, and always brought 
ſomething new with them wherever they came: They 
kept the Gates of Heaven, and could make fair or cloudy 
Weather, according to their own Pleaſure ; they were 
Admirers of Induſtry, and took Care of fuch as were di- 
ligent and ſtudious. 


Adonis was a beautiful young Shepherd, the Son of 


Cynaras King of Cyprus, and bis Daughter Myrrba, who 
uſed to be much on the Mountain Libanus, whither 
Venus often defcended to meet him; Mars envied this 
| Rival, and therefore turning himſelf into the Shape of a 
Wild Boar, one Day as Adonis was hunting, ſtruck him 
into the Groin with his Tuſk and killed him. As Ye 

ung heard bis dying Voice, and haſted to his Afliftance, 
the pricked her Foot with a Thorn, and the Blood fall-

came, importing that he was alive, and taken up into 
Heaven. : 


with the Earth we inbabit; but during the other ſix is 
in a Manner abſent from us; or elſe Corn is repreſented.

fore the Time of Harveſt approaches. Ad-nis is ſaid to 
be killed by the boar, that is, the Winter; when. his.

other two Goddeſſes,

who vowed her Hair to Penus if her Huſband returned 
ſaſe from an Expedition he hid made into Ma. This 


Hair ſhe conſecrated, and laid up in the Temple of

By Adonis, the Mythologiſts mean the Sun, who du- 
ring the Signs of the Summer is with Venus; that is, 
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into ſeven Stars, that appear in the Form of a Triangle at 


the Tail of the Lion. 


Venus long before this had deified her Son Area, by 


purifying his Body, and anointing it with a Divine Per- 
fume, and dipping his Lips in Nectar and Ambroſſa. 
Thus he became a God, whom the Romans called Indigis, 
and dedicated Shrines, Altars and Feſtivals to him. 
Venus is reckoned among the (ds that were favou- 
rable to Mariners; ſhe was likewiſe called Horrenfis, be- 


cauſe ſhe looks after the Production of Seeds and Plants 
in Gardens. | 


This Goddeſs was numbred amoreft the Deities pre- 


ſiding over Marriages, who were Jupiter Adultus, uno 
Adulta, Fenus Suadela, and Diana. Now becauſe their 


Proper Offices were aſſigned to every God, when Venus 


was wounded by Diomedes in the ran War, Jupiter 
reproves her very juſtly for attempting to break in upon, 
Marss Province, and telis her, Marriages were the 
Things ſhe ought to be employed in; as ſhe was in this 
Station, Jupiter gave her a Girdle, called Ceſus, of va- 


rious Colours, being compoſed of good Nature, ſweet. 


Temper, ſoft Expreſſions, Perſuaſions, Delight, little 


Intrigues, intermixed with Loves and Graces. She is 


thought by the Poets to be of ſo eaſy a Diſpoſition, that 


ſhe could forgive the Peijuries of Lovers that have ſworn 
by her Deity. | 


The Power of Venus was thought to be univerſal; and 


there is none of the Gods, not Jupiter himſelf excepted, 
but what has been forced to ſubmit to her Commands; 
the Heaven and all the Elements were produced by her, 
and therefore muſt obey her; that the vaſt Weight of 
the World, and the Contexture of the Univerſe, were 


ſupported by her, to whom even the Fates themſelves. 
became ſubſervient. 


CHAP. 
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c HAP. XXII. 
Of HeBE and GANIMEDE. 


JE B E, according to Homer, was the Daughter of 
Jupiter apd June; but her Birth is otherwiſe 
related by the Generality of Authors. Juno being invited 


by Apollo to an Entertainment in the Palace of Jupiter, 
amongſt other Things, ſhe was moſt- pleaſed with ſome 
Wild Lettuces that were ſet before her, of which ſhe eat 


heartily, and by that Means, though before ſhe was bar- 
ren, ſhe inſtantly conceived, and afterwards brought forth 
a Daughter called Hebe. Jupiter was ſo extremely de- 
lighted with the Child for her Beauty, that he made her 
the Goddeſs of 7outh, and gave her the Office of being 
his Cup-bearer, in which Otiice ſhe always appeared with 
a Garland of various Flowers; but it ſo happened that 
as Jupiter was feaſting amongſt the Ethioprans, Hebe 
chanced to ſlip and get a Fall, which gave Occaſion to 


ſome of the Gueſts there preſent to ſmile. Jupiter could 


not endure the leaſt Thought of Indecency, and therefore 
reſolved to diſplace her. | 


At that Time Tros, who was the King of the Trojan, 


had three Sons, Ilus, ¶Qaracus and Ganimede; the latter, 
as Xenophon tells us, was a young Man of Abundance of 


Diicretion, Prudence and Counſel, not without an exter- 


nal Beauty agreeable to his inward Virtues ; he was there- 
fore by the Gods thought worthy of becoming their 
Companion. Jupiter took their Advice, and ſent his faith- 


ful Miniſter the Eagle, who found him juſt leaving his 


Flock of Sheep, and going to hunt in the Mountain Ida, 
and brought him unhurt by his Talons into the Celeſtial 
Regions, where being placed amongſt the Stars, and 
turned into the Sign Aquarius, he attends upon Jupiter 
at his Banquets with flowing Cups of Near. 

Afterwards when Hercules, having performed all his 
Labours, was takn up into Heayen, by the Conſent of 


Jupiter 
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Jupiter, H.be was married to him with great Solemnity; 
the Athenians therefore conſecrated a common Altar to 
both of them: She was had in the greateſt Honour 
among the $S/cyon.ans, where ſhe had a famous Temple 
built to her by the Name of Dia; ſhe had likewiſe a 
Temple at Corinth, which was a Sanctuary for ail Fugi- 
tives, Hebe had a Son by Hercules called Aniceius, and a 
Daughter named Alexrare. | : 
Some {-1ythologilts ſay, that the Gods are ſo delighted 
with the Wiſdom and Iavocence that they find in the 
Souls of ſome Perſons, that they are deſirous of taking 
them into Heaven, for their more immediate Service, as 
approaching neazett to their Nature; and that the young 
Princc Ganim:de being taken away or killed by Tantalus, 
for which his Brother //us made War with him aftcr- 
wards, or elſe being unfortunacely miſſing as he was hunt- 
ing ; tor the Conſolation of his Kindred, it was not im- 
properly ſaid that he was taken up into Heaven. : 
Others apply the Story to a Phyſical Interpretation 
Hebe is the Daughter of Juno, becauſe by the happy 
Temperature of the Air, all Sorts of Trees and Herbs 
produce their Buds and Flowers, and conſequently ap- 
pear in Youth and Beauty; but when Hebe ſli ps, that is, 
when the Flowers fade, and the Leaves drop, then it is 
fitting ſhe ſhould be removed. Ganimed: therefore, which 
is the Winter, then takes Place, and is not without his 
peculiar Uſe and Agreeableneſs; fince without the pru- 
dent Proviſion. that he makes in the Bowels of ihe 
Earth, the Spring might in vain be expected. Now the- 
Winter being attended with frequent Rains, 1t 1s not 
improper that Ganimede ſhould be thought to be turned 
into the Sign Aquarius. 


CHAP. 


(119) 
CHAP. XXII. 
Of Mxcukr. 


ERCURY is deſcribed as a fair beardleſs young 
| Man, with yellow Hair, quick and lively Eyes, 
and a chearful Countenance, having Wings fixed to his 
Hat and Shoes, which had the proper Names of Petafus 
and Talaria, The Caduceus or Rod that he held in his 
Hand was winged, and bound about with two Serpents, 
one Male, the other Female; his Face is painted ſome- 
times half black and half bright, becauſe he converſes 
as well with the Infernal as the Celeſtial Deities ; he has 
often a Purſe in his Hand, and a Goa! or Cock ſtanding 
by him: The Fg yptians uſed to repreſent him with the 
Head of a Deg, there being nothing more ſagacious 
than that Creature. | 
There were ſeveral Mercuries amongſt the Ancients, 
but all their Actions were attributed to him that was 
the Son of Jupiter and Maia, the Daughter of Atlas ; 
he was born upon the Top of the Mountain Cyllene in 
Arcadia, and was brought up there, where he had after- 
wards a magnificent Temple built to his Honour. 
Funo gave him Suck in his Infancy ; but as he took 
the Breaſt too greedily, ſome of it fell upon the Hea- 
vens, and made that Stream which is called the Miliy 
Way. ; 15 | 
He was no ſooner born but buſy; his Birth happened 
in the Morning, he made a Harp and could play upon 
it by Noon, and had ſtolen Apollo's Cattle before it was 
Night; being taken into Valcan's Arms, he robbed him 
of his working Tools; and the ſame Day having' over- 
come Cupid with wreſtling, and Venus making much of 
him after his Victory, he ſtole her Ceſus, as he had done 
TFupiter*s Sceptre, and would have done the ſame by his 
Thunder, but that it was too hot for him. Whillt he 
was ſtealing Apollo's Cattle, no one ſaw him but a 2 
| er 
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herd called Battus, to whom he gave a Cow not to diſ- 
cover him; afterwards changing his Shape, to try his Fi- 
delity he propoſed a much greater Reward, if he would 
tell him the Place whither they were driven: Batius 
yielded to the Temptation, upon which Mercury diſco- 
vering himſelf, changed him into the Index or Touch- 


fone. 


titude of his Offices and Buſineſs not ſuffering him to 
take any Reſt, even in the Night-time. | 

Mercury uſed to prepare all Things fitting for the Re- 
ception and Banquet of Jupiter; and before Ganimede 
was taken into Heaven, he had the Place of his Cup- 
bearer, | . 

He uſed to carry all the Commands of Jupiter, and 

from thence was commonly called the Meſenger of the 
Gods, and as ſuch he preſided over Cro/s Ways and High 
Roads, where the Grecians and Romans uſed to place their 
Hermæ, or Statues of Mercury, "Theſe Hermæ were com- 
monly of Marble, ſometimes of Braſs, without either 
Arms or Feet, the Whole from the Head downwards 
being of a ſquare Figure; the Hermathenz were Statues 
of the ſame Figure but the Head repreſented Mercury 
and Minerva both together, becauſe Learning ſeems an 
unprofitable Treaſure without Eloquence. 5 
Mercury is invoked amongſt the terreſtrial Gods, to- 
gether with Tellus and Pluto. Some thought he had 
three Heads, from his Power in Heaven, Sea, and Earth, 
or becauſe he had three Danghters by Hecaze: It was 
his Office to attend upon dying Men, to vnlooſe their 
Souls from their Bodies, and conduct them to the In- 
fernal Regions; and when Souls had compleated their 
full Time in the EHMian Fields, he brought them to Life 
again, and placed them in new Bodies. 

He was the Inventor of Weights, Meaſures, and Con- 
tracts, and the whole Art of buying, ſelling and barter- 
ing, being himſelf the God of Markets, Merchandize and 
Gain, whether lawful or unlawful, expected or unex- 


pe cted, as proceeding either from Chance or Induſtry. 


Mercury was the moſt vigilant of the Gods, the Mul-

* 
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At Rome therefore upon the fifteenth of May, the 


Month ſo called from his Mother, the Merchants kept 
a Feaſt to Mercury, when they Tacrificed a Saw to him, 


ſprinkled themſelves with Water out of his Fountain, and 
prayed that he would proſper their Trade, and forgive 


their Cheating. He was cailed .{goraizs from the Mar- 
kets, and Dolius from the Deceit and Treachery often 
uſed in Merchandizing. | 1 

The Invention of the Art of Thiewing was attributed 
to Mercury; and the Ancients uſed to paint him upon 
their Doors, that he being the God of Thieves, might 
keep out others. ee 

He was a God much adored by the Shepherds, who 
thought he could preſerve them from Thieves, or at leaſt 
help them to increaſe their Flocks, by ſtealing from other 
People. | | 

Mercury was the God of Rbetoricians and Orators ; 
being himſelf the Inventor of Letters, and excellent in 
the Art of Speaking, fo that the Ancients feigned he was 
fixed to the Ears of Men by golden Chains, and ſo could 
lead them whither he pleaſed: This made him moſt 
proper and ſkilſul in making Truces, Peace, and Leagues; 
nor did he do this good Office only amongſt Men, but 
he was the Arbitrator of Peace and War between the 
Gods, when any Differences happened amongſt them. 
The Caduceus of Mercury was thought to contribute 
much to Peace; the Fecialgs were eſteeme1 the Hera/ds 
that declared Wars, and the'Caduczatores were they that 
ended them. 

Mercury, together with Hercules, preſided over the Art 
of Wre/iling, and all thoſe Arts which exerciſe the Body; 
for it was thought moſt proper that Strength and Pru- 
dence ſhould be joined together, and ſo contribute to one 
another's mutual Aſſiſtance. | | 
Dreams were thought to be conſecrated to Mercury, 
and that he could belt interpret them. 

His Skill in Muſick was very great; he firſt found out 


the three Tones, the Treble, Baſe, Mean or Tenor; he 
gave 
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gave his Harp to Aollo, who in Requital preſented him 
with the Caduceus. | 


He firſt obſerved the Courſe of the Stars and Planets, 
and reduced the Days and Years into a certain Order ; 
he taught the Theban Prieſts that Aſtrology, Philoſophy 
and Theology, of Which they were ſuch excellent Ma- 
ſters; for he was thought to have been the ſame with 


Hermes Triſmegiſtus who was the firſt that laid the 


Foundation of Knowledge among the Fg ypiians, in- 
ſttucting them in the Cauſes of natural Productions, and 
the ſacred Rites of their Religion. 

He was reckoned the fourth of the Samothracian Gods 


in the Myſteries of the Cabiri, by the Name of Caſmnil- 


lus; wherever he came, by the Harmony of his Voice, 
the Eloquence of his Speech, his graceful Mien and de- 
cent Behaviour, he perſuaded Mankind to a regular, diſ- 


creet, and moral Way of living. - 


He had ſeveral Children, as Pan, the Lares, Dolopr, 
Echion, Caicus, who gave his Name to a River in My/a, 
Erix, Bunus Pharis, and many others, but one of the 
moſt remarkable was Hermaphrodiius, who was born to 
him by Venus; he was a Youth very modeſt and very 


beautiful; at the ſame Time Salmacis was a Nymph of the 


ſame Woods, where he uſed to divert himſelf with 
Hunting. She made ſeveral Advances towards him, but 
ſtill waszrepulſzd ; at laſt ly ing hid by the Fountain where 
he bathed himſelf, ſhe leaped into the Water, and em- 


bracing him, begged of the Gods that both their Bodies 


might be made one, which was granted: Hermaphrodi- 
tus was amazed to find this Change, but prayed that ſome 
other Perſon might be like him; he obtained his Requeſt; 
for whoſoever waſhed in that Fountain called Saimacts, in 
the Country of Caria, became an Hermaphrodite, or 
Androg ynus, that is, had both Sexes, being Male as well 
as Female. | ht Ef EE] 
Upon imminent Dangers, Perſons that eſcaped uſed 
to ſacrifice a Ca/f with Milk and Honey to Mercury; 
the Tongues of his Victims uſed to be thrown into the 
Fire, to conclude the Ceremony, and this was a Cuſtom 


that 
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that came from the Megaren/es ; the Celiæ and German 
uſed to appeaſe him with human Sacrifices. Ch, 


CHAP. XXIV. 
Of Minzzva. 


FANICERO mentions five of that Name; one the 
Mother of Apollo, the ſecond brought forth by the 

Nile; and worſhipped in the City of Sai; the third was 
ſhe that came armed out of Jupiter's Brain; the fourth 
the Daughter of Jupiter and Corypha, the Daughter of 
Oceanus, who invented Chariots with four Wheels; the 


fifth was the Daughter of Pallas, whom ſhe killed, be- 


cauſe he would have raviſhed her: She was deEribed

with Wings to her Feet in the ſame Manner as Mercury : 
The ſecond was the moſt ancient; but ſhe that we in- 


tend to ſpeak of is the third. The Phenicians had their 


Minerva, who was the Daughter of Saturn, and the 
attributed to her the Invention of Arts and Arms ; the 


Lybians thought her the Daughter of Neptune and the 


Lake Triton, though Jupiter afterwards adopted her for 


bis Daughter: The Athenians were much devoted co hier 


Worſhip. and fs had been adored amongſt that People 
before Alben itſelf was built by Cecrops : When they 
arrived at their Glory, they built a ſtately Temple for 
her by the Name of Parthenis, or the Virgin, in which 
they ſet up her Statue thirty-nine Feet high, made of 
Gold and Ivory by the Hands of Phidias, The Rhodians 
were the firſt that offered her Sacriſices, becauſe ſhe taught 
them to caſt ſuch huge & atues as they called Coloſus's: The 
Romans were not without a famous Temple to her upon 
the Mount Aventine. Her Fealls were called Minerug- 
lia, or Quinguatria; they were celebrated for five Days 
together in March; ſhe had ſometimes her Altars in 
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verned by good Cbunſcls and Prudence. 
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£ommon with Vultan, ſometimes with Mercury; her 
Sacrifice was a white Heifer that had never been yoked. 

As to her Birth, when Jupiter ſaw that Juno was 
barren, through Grief he ſtruck his Forehead, and after 
three Months brought forth Minerva: Upon the Day ſhe 
was born it rained Gold in Rhodes, and this is looked up- 
on as a mighty Myſtery by the Cm tt; as ſoon as ſhe 
was born ſhe came into Ybia, the Country whoſe Heat 
ſhews it to be the neareſt to Heaven; there ſhe ſaw the 
Beauty of her own Countenance in the Waters of the 
Lake Triton, and from thence took her beloved Name of 
Triton. i | 

She reſolved upon a perpetual Virginity, and therefore 


refuſed the Courtſhip of Vulcan. She deprived 7 ire/ias 


of his Eye-ſight, becauſe he ſaw her bathing in the 


Fountain Helicon ; but his Mother Charicle, by her Pe- 


titians, obtained that the Perſpicacity of his Mind might 
compenſate that Defect, by having the Gift of Prophecy 
granted to him; her Severity was no leſs to Meduſa, 
who had been raviſhed by Neptune in her Temple; for 
ſhe changed her Hair that was of a golden Colour into 


| Snakes, becauſe it had tempted him to ſo wicked an Ac- 


tion, and cauſed all thoſe that looked upon her after- 
wards to be turned into Stones. 

She was extremely jealous, leſt any one ſhould pretend 
to excel her in any Art. The unfortunate Arachne, a 


_ young Lady of Lydia, experienced it ; for ſhe challenged 
Minerva in the Aii o 


| ' Sigeing. who tore her Work, 
and ſtruck her with her Spindle, upon which ae henged 


herſelf, and was turned into a Spider. 

She has different Names from her Invention of divers 
Arts, as that of Spinning and Weaving, making Oil, 
which is uſeful in all Sorts of Operations ; of Muſick, 
eſpecially the Pipe; of building Caſtles, over which ſhe 
is ſaid to prefide ; her Image uſed to be placed upon the 


Gates of Cities, whereas the Image of Mars was ſet up 


in the Suburbs; for Weapons are to be uſed againſt the 
Enemy abroad, but at home the State ought to be. go- 


She 
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She had the Name of Glaucopis from her Eyes, which 
were of a“ green Colour mixed with bie; but others 


think ſhe had it from the Terror and formidableneſs of 


her Mien. | 


Minerva repreſents Wiſtom, that is, ſkilful Knowledge 


joined wit diſcreet Practice, and comprehends the Un- 
derflanding of the nobleſt Arts, the beit Accompliſh- 
ments of the Mind, together with all Virtues, but more 


. eſpecially that of Chaſtity, 


The Palladium was a Statue of Pallas, which fell 


down from Heaven, and was carefully preſerved ia 
Trey, it being thought that while that was ſafe the City 


could no be taken.  Diomedes and Ui creepin 
through ſome ſubterraneous Paſſage, ſtole it out of 


the Temple; but ſome are of Opinion that this which . 


they took was not the true one, but one like it, and 


that the other remained till .Zzeas bore it away with 


him into /:aly, and depoſited it at Lavinium, from whence 
it was carried to Rome, and placed in the Temple of 
Veſta, When that Temple happened to be burnt, Me- 
tellus, a noble Roman, ruſhed in amongſt the Flames, 


and brought forth this Palladium, but 'it was with the 
Loſs of his Eyes; to recompenſe which the Romans gave 
him a Privilege, which no one ever had before, to come 


in his Chariot to the Senate, that his Misfortune might 
be mitigated by the Honour done to fo reſolute and 


glorious an Action. n

CHAP. XXV. 
Of Ma K 8. 


/F 4 R $ was the Son of Juno, who being concerned 
that Jupiter ſhould have his Daughter Minera a 
without her Help, was reſolved to ſee if ſhe might not 
have ſome Offspring, without any Communication 2 
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her Huſband ; ſhe therefore went to Oceanus for Advice, 
but in her Journey met with Fra, who entertained her, 
and ſhewed her the Flower in the Olenian Fields, which 
was proper for her Purpoſe; for ſhe no ſooner touched 
it with the Tips of her Fingers, but ſhe conceived by 
the Smell, and brought forth Mars the God of Battles. 

They who will not allow Mars to be Son of Juno 
alone, ſay he was the Son of. Jupiter and Juno, or of 
Jupiter and Erys, Thero, that is, Fiercene/s, was his Nurſe. 
and he had his Education amongſt the Northern and bar- 
barous Nations of the Scythinns, who worſhipped no 
other God beſides him. Reg | 

Mars is often deſcribed on Horſeback with a Whip 
and Spear, but more generally riding with all his Arms 
offenfive and defenſive about him, on a high Chariot 
drawn by two furious Creatures in: the Shape of Horſes, 
called Terror and Fear; Diſcord goes before him in tat- 
tered Garments, and Clnmeur and Anger come behind; 
and Fane, full of Eyes, Ears, and Tongues, leads the 
Proceſſion, WY, b | | 

Bellona the Goddeſs of War, (whether ſhe be his 
Siſter, Wife, or Daughter, is uncertain,) drives his Cha- 
riot with a bloody Whip in her Hand; ſhe is painted in 
Armour, with a dreadful Countenance, holding a lighted 
Torch, and ſometimes a Trumpet, and inſtead of Hair 
ſhe has Snakes clotted with Gore. In her Sacrifices, called 
Bellonaria, her Prieſts uſed to ſacrifice to her in their 
own Blood, cutting their Shoulders, and running about 
with their drawn Swords, as being mad and tranſported. 
Appius Claudius built her a Temple at Rome, before 
which ſtood a Pillar called Bellica, from' whence the He- 
rald threw a Spear when he proclaimed War againſt any 
Nation. he 

Mars being of a fierce, violent, and impatient Temper, 
could not long tarry in any fixed. Station, but, roving 
about from one Place to another in his Fury, filled all 
Places with Sorrows and Calamities; but he himſelf could 
not avoid the Effects of Anger; for Hemer introduces 
bim in the Trojan War as being wounded by Diomedes. 
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From this Inconſtancy of Temper, and Love of Ram- 
bling, there happened to be fewer of his Actions tranſ- 
mitted by the Poets to Poſterity, than of moſt of the 
other Deities ; they. cannot fay that he had any certain or 


lawful Wife, excepting one Nerione; but his Amours 


were various, and produced him many Children; as no- 
maus, Aſcalaphus, and Bifton; his Son Chalybs gave his Name 


to a Nation; ſo Bythis to Bythinia ; Thrax to Thracia z 
Tmolus to the Mountain; not to mention Pylas, Part be- 


nopœus Strymon, Euenus, Calydon, and ſeveral others. 


One of his moſt notorious Intrigues was with Venus, 


the Wife of Vulcan, with whom he had frequent Meet- 
ings ; he was moſt afraid of being diſcovered by the Sun, 
who ſees all Things, and therefore ſet a Youth called 
Alectryon or Gallus, to give him Notice of his Approach. 
It happened that the Boy fell aſleep, and ſo the San eſpied 
them together, and informed Vulcan of the whole Mat- 
ter; the cunning Smith contrived an iron Net ſo finely, 
that upon their next Meeting it might fall down and in- 
cloſe them in Bands that were inextricable ; upon his 

retence of going to Lennds, the Lovers ſooh gave him 
an Opportunity of accompliſhing his Defign. Vulean 


having caught them, expoſed them to the Cenſures and 


Laughter of all the Gods, till at laſt they were releaſed 
at the Interceſſion of Neptune; as for Alectryon, Mars 
changed him into a Cock, which, to retrieve his own Fault, 
0 a conſtant Notice of the Suns Approach by his 
"rowing. „ . * - 1 l L I 3 5 
By the Nymph By/fogis he had à wicked Son named 
Tereus, King of Thrace, who married Progne the Daugh- 
ter of Pandion, King of Athens. She had a Sifter of ad- 
mirable Beauty called Philomela, and being deſirous to 
ſee her, intreated her Huſband to fetch her into Thrace - 
He complied, went to Mrhens, and by her Father's 


Leave carried Philomela to ſee her Siſter ; by the Way he 


talls in Love with her, even to Diftra&ivn, and, being re- 
fufed his Requeſt, raviſhed her, cuts out her Tongue, and 
incloſes her in a ſtrong Tower; ſhe found Means there 
to deſcribe the whole Story in Embroidery, which ſhe 
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+ HE Of Mars. 
ſent to Progne : 'The Wife enraged, firſt releaſes Philo- 
mela, then murders her Son 7tys, and ſets Part of him 


before her Huſband to eat, which he doing, ſhe diſco- 


vers the Villany : Tereus runs after the two Siflers with 


his drawn Sword; but by the Pity of the Gods, Philo- 
_ mela was changed into a Nightin ale, Progne to a Saval- 
loo; Itys became a Pheaſant, and Tereus took the Shape 


of a Lapaving. 

Mars is ſaid to have been born in Thrace, and that 
he had a more conſtant Reſidence there than in any 
other Place; they offered human Sacrifices to him, and 
ſo they did at Lemnos, Mars being remarkable not only 
for his Inconſtancy but his Swiftneſs, the Lacedemenians 
uſed to ſhackle the Feet of his Image, that he might not 
fly from them, 

The fierceſt and moſt ravenous Creatures were conſe- 
crated to him; as the Hor/e for his Vigour, the Wolf for 
his Rapaciouſneſs and Perſpicacity, the Dog for his Vi- 
glance; the Cock, the Pye, and the Vulture, were the 
Birds he delighted in; he did not uſe to be crowned 
with the Boughs of any Trees, they being rather ſup- 
poſed to be deſtroyed by him; but with Graſs, either 
becauſe it is thicker in ſuch Places as have been irrigated 


with human Blood, or becauſe it grows in Towns which 


War leaves without Inhabitants. He was always an 


Enemy, to. Minerva the Goddeſs of Wiſdom and Arts, 


becauſe in Time of War they are trampled on as well as 
Learning and Juſtice. TRUE TEES HT 
His Altars were erected under the ſame Roof with 


| thoſe of Venus, to expreſs the happy Influences thoſe 


two Stars pour upon Children when they meet in 


their Nativities. 


Mars was much eſteemed by the Romans, who had 


their Beginning from him, Romulus their Founder be- 
ing his Son; the ancient Latins gave him the Title of Sa- 


lijfub/ulus, from dancing or leaping, becauſe his Temper 
4s very unconſtant, ſometimes inclining to this Side, and 
ſometimes to the other ; they likewiſe gave hun the 
Name of Communis, ſeeing the Iſſue of Battles is uncer- 

| tain, 
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tain, and the Chance dubious. Nor was he the only 
God of Battles, for they uſed to reckon Bellona, Victoria, 
Sol, Luna, and Pluto, amongſt the Number of their wars 
like Deities. f | | 

The Sali; were the Prieſts of Mars, ſo called from 
their Dances; they were inſtituted by Numa, who, 
upon a great Plague in Rome, having implored the 
Divine Aſſiſtance, had a ſmall Bra/s Buckler called An- 
cile, ſent him from Heaven; he was adviſed by the 
Nymph Egeria and the Mu/es to keep it carefull, the 
Fate of the Empire depending upon it, as being a ſure 


Pledge of the Protection of the Gods, and their Affection 


to the Roman,; he therefore made eleven more ſo very 
like, that they could not be diſtinguiſhed ; which were 
delivered to the Care of the twelve Salii, Prieſts choſen 
out of the nobleſt Families, to be laid up in the Temple 
of Mars, upon whoſe yearly Feſtival, on the Firſt of 
March, they were carried about the City with much 
Solemnity, dancing, claſhing their Bucklers, and fing- 
ing Hymns to the Gods: They were anſwered by a Chorus 
of Virgins dreſſed like themſelves, who were choſen to 
aſſiſt them upon that Occaſion ; the Feſtival was ended 
with a ſumptuous Feaſt, which, by Way of Eminency, 
was called Saliaris Cana. | 
Auguſtus built him a Temple with the Title of Ultor, 
or the Rewenger : He had vowed it to him, when he 
implored his Aſſiſtance againſt thoſe who had ſlain Julius 
Cæſar, and performed it with great Magnificence when 
he teturned home Conqueror. Mars is deſcribed upon 
the Reman Medals holding a Spear called Quiris; from 
Whence he had the Name of Qzirinus Pater. | 


Mar, having killed Halirrbotbus, the Som of Neptune, 
for violating the Chaſtity of his Daughter Alcippe, Nep- 
tune accuſed him of murder before the Tribunal of the 


twelve Gods, where he was acquitted,” having ſix Votes 


for him, the Cuſtom of the Place being always to be 
favourable to the Accuſed. The Place in Athens where: 


this Judgment was pronounced, has been ſince erected 
into a famous Court of Judicature, noted for its Impar- 
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128 ( the Mus zV•s. 
tiality and Juſtice, called Areopagus, or the Rock of 
Ares or Mars, and the Judges from thence tcok the 
Name of Areopagites; they ſuffered no Eloquence to be 
uſed in their Pleadings before them, and always gave 
their Sentence in the Dark, and in Writing. | 
Mart, amongſt the Hiſtorians, is ſaid to be the firſt 
Prince that invented the Diſcipline of War, and the 
Forming of Armies, and therefore is thought to be tlie 
fame with Nimrcd or Belus amongit the Mrians. By 
ſome he was taken for the San, and ſome People of 


Spain adored an Image of him, whoſe Head was adorned 


with Sun-beams, | 

It is not without Cauſe that the Fathers of the Church 
lavgh at the Gentiles who made Mars their God, who 
was not only a Murderer, but alſo unjuſt, impious, mad, 
and perfidious, according to Homer's Deſcription of 
him, who was detained Priſoner by Vulcan for his Adut- 
tery, and wounded by the Hand of Diomeaes, though 
a Mortal. | |

HE My were the Daughters of Jupiter *nd 


1 Mnemoſyne, though ſome think them ancienter 
than Jupiter, and that they were the Daughters of Cælus. 


At firſt they were reckoned no more than three, Meme, 


Azde, and Meiete, that is, Memory, Singing, and Medi- 
tatien; others had a fourth called Thelxiope : Homer and 
Hefecd reckon their Number to be ine. They were 
harn in the Mountain Pieris, and they, were educated 

by Eupheme. LEV | | | 
The Mu/es were the Goddeſſes that preſided over alt 
Sacred Banquets, where Solemnities and Luſtrations were 
; | | uſed; 
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uſed ; Mirth, Foy, Dances, bk „Love, and Nuptials, 
n 


were under their Protection: ort, they were the 
Inventors, and had the Government of all Science, in 
general, as well as Poetry and Mufich. 

But, more particularly: According to Callinachus, 
Calliope found out Numbers fitting for Heroick Poetry, 
Clio adapted her's to the Harp, Euterpe raiſed her Voice 
to Tragedy, Melpomene ſoftened her's with the Lute, and: 
Terpfichore delighted in the Airs of the Flute; Erato ſung 
the Hymns to the Gods, whilſt Polymnia added Harmony 
to all their Performances; Urapis deſcribed the Motions 
of the Stars and Heavens, and Thaha was pleaſed to imi- 
tate che Actions of Mankind, ſa as thence to raiſe a. 
delightful Comedy. | See 

Theſe Goddeſſes were Comforters in Adverſity, and 
Inciters to honourable Actions, by raiſing up the Spirits 
to War, and recording the Bravery of the Performance; 
they were the Encouragers of Virtue, at the ſame Time: 
that they reſtrained the Mind from unlawful Pleaſures. 
Of this Kind were the ancient Greek Poets, and Homer 


calls them the, Maſters and Correcturs of the Manners ;. 


and he ſays therefore, that when Agamemuor parted 


from Clytemneſtra, he left one of theſe Poets with her, 


who by reciting the Praiſes of virtuous Women, might 
Encourage in her the ſame Motives to Conſtancy; and 


that Fgi//rbus could never prevail till he had deftroyed: 


fo good a Counſellor. Jepas, in his Song at Dido's Ban- 
quet, recounted. the Facts of the Heroes, and. Achilles 
himſelf was found playing upon the Harp, and'dbing the: 
Heralds brought him a Meſſage: 

from Agamemnon. . ne 
Sometimes the Subject of the ancient Poem was the 
Formation of the World, and'the wonderful Force of 
the Elements, as in thoſe Vezſes. which A4poliidorus has 
recorded to have been ſung before the Argonauts; even 
the Lovers of Penelope, though it might have been. 
otherwiſe expected from l Character, bad 


their | 
abours and Difficul- 
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ties which the Greeks ſuſtained in their Return to their 


own Country. ', | 
There is a Faole, that the Mues occahoned the Death 
of Adonis, to revenge themſelves of Venus, who had in- 
ſpired them with the Fires of Love; ſo that Calliope had 
Orpheus and Cymothene by; Eagrus; Terpfichore had Reſus 
by Stymo; Clio had Linus by Magnes, and ſo the reſt by 
other Perſons; but the Generality of Authors ſuppoſe 
them to have been Virgins. | 
There were ſeveral Places conſecrated to the Mues 
from whence they had their Names; as Hellconiades, 


from the Mountain Helicon, which Otus and Ephialtes 


conſecrated'to them; and from Pieria, Pimpla, and Li- 
bethra, Pierides, Pimplifies, Libethrides; Parnaſſides, and 
Pegaſides, which were Places made ſacred to them by 
the Thratians, Inhabitants of Bæotia; for the Thraciens 
applied themſelves to the ancient Muſick, and found out 
the Harmony of Poetry, amongſt whom were Zphorus, 
Orpheus Thamyris, Muſæus and Eumolpus. | 
Thamyris was the Son of Philammon, and Arfia, or 
rather of the Nymph: Agriopa ; he was born at Oder ſæ, 
a City of Thrace, which at that Time was very rich and 
flouriſhing : As Thamyris grew up he became extremely 
beautiful, and excelled in all Sorts of Arts and Know- 
ledge, and in every Thing that was commendable ; but 
his greateſt Perfection was in Muſick, and his Verſe 
was compoſed with ſuch graceful Numbers, that they 
wok to have the Muſes themſelves for their Au- 
thors.. - | | | 
He made a Poem concerning the Wars of the Gods 
againſt the Titans, which had ſo much Spirit and Gran- 
deur, that it was beyond any Thing that had appeared be- 
fore it: But all his good Parts were ſpoiled, and his Glory 
ſullied by Vanity, Pride and Arrogance; for he became 


ſo inſolent as to dare to contend with the Muſes for Su- 


periority; but, being overcome, they ſtruck him blind, 
and made him entirely forget all his former Mufick, and 
afterwards he was thrown into Hell, to endure à more 
laſting. Puniſhment for his Inpiety. | | 
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The three Sirens, the Daughters of Achælous, had dibir 

lower Parts like Birds, but their Faces like Women: 

they excelled at the Muſick of the Voice, the Pipe, 

and the Harp, and could fo adapt their Song, as to pleaſe 

their Ears, and captivate the AﬀeQions of their Hearers;

} Theſe Creatures, at the Perſuaſion of Juno, preten a to 

contend with the Mu/es, who having overcome. them;

ACCHUS, generally reputed: a Deb was the 

Son of Jupiter by Semele, a beautiful Daughter of 

| Cadmus. Juno had ſome Intimation given her of this 
| Amour, and: therefore deſcending from Heaven in the 
| Shape of a Matron, prevailed with Srmele to make it a 
Requeſt to Jupiter, and cauſe him to ſwear by the Ri- 
f ver Styx to perform it, That he would come to her with 
all the Majeſty that he uſed:when he approached to 72 
vo; ſhe had it: granted, but it was to her Deſtruction; 
for ſhe being mortal, could- not ſuſtain the Force of his 
Lightning and Thunder, but was conſumed to Aſhes, 
leaving among them an Infant Son, that had been con- 
ceived eight Months and no more: He was taken up, and 
ſowed into the Thigh of Jupiter, by the Damon Saba- 


Wins, 
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aint, that ſo he might compleat his full Time; and 
therefore he was called Bimater, as if he had two Mo- 
l thers for his Production: This Burden made Jupiter go 
lame, eſpecially when the Horns which the Infant had 

upon his Head uſed to prick him. | 
Some Authors mention 'nothing of this laſt Matter, 
but ſay the Nymphs took him out of the Aſhes, waſhed 
him in a running Spring, and then took care of his Edu- 
cation; orhat Mercury carried him to them into Ny/a, 


à City of Arabia, near to Egypt. Others ſay that the 


| Horæ or fhur: performed this Office, and others, that 
| the Hyades were his Nurſes: It is likewiſe affirmed 
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committed him to the Care of P4hi/:a, Ccronis, and Clidæ. 
This Honour is likewiſe given to Ino, Autonee, and 
Agave, his Mother's Siſters, There is likewiſe a com- 
mon Opinion that Mercury, by Jowve's Command, cars 
ried him into Zubza to Macris the Daughter of Arifeus, 
who firſt anointed his Lips with Honey, and then took 
farther Care of him; but Juno enraged that he ſhould 
remain in a Place that was facred to her, baniſhed Macri: 
from Eubæa, who thereupon fled to the Country of the

Phæaces, and nouriſhed him in a Cave. There is a 


Story likewiſe that Liber Pater or Bacchus was the Son 
of Jupiter by Semele, but that, the Fact being diſcovered 
by Cadmus, he took her and the Infant, and put them 
into a wooden Ark, and that they were carricd by the 
Fides to Oreatæ, a Town of the Laconians; that Semelr 
was found dead, and buried there very magnificently, 
and the Child was nurſed by Ins in a Cave, and lived a 
great while amongſt them. 

This great Diverſity aroſe becauſe there were ſeveral 
that bore this Name of Bacchus: Tully mentions: five; 
the fiſt the Son of Jupiter and Preſerpine; the ſecond, 


who killed Ny/a, was the Son of Nile; the third had 


Caprius for his Father, and reigned in Aa, to whom the 
Ceremonies called Sabazia were inſtituted; the fourth 


ſprang from Jupiter and Luna, to whom Orpheus inſti- 


tuled ſacred Rites; and the fifth, who conſtituted the

Whilſt he lived amongf the Nymphs he did many won- 
derful Things, by the Aſſiſtance of the Baccbæ, who 
were Women that attended upon him; for it 1s ſaid, 
that, when they ſtruck the Earth with their Wands or 
Thyr/ſes, there ſprang out Rivulers of Milk and Honey, 
and that he himſelt could do the like; that he cut a 


fo as to feed in the Paſtaze. | 
When he was young, ſome T; rrhenian Pirates found 


away, when on a ſudden their Maſts were encompaſſed 
with Vine, and their Oars with wy, and they being 
firuck with Madneſs leaped into the Sea, where he 
changed them into Dolphins. | 5 

After he grew up, Juno perſecuted him; and as he 


Amphiſbena, a Serpent with two Heads, ſet upon him, 
and bit his Leg ; mx he waking, ſtruck it with a Vine 
Twig, and killed it, there being no other Thing that 
could have done it. Juno afterwards ſtruck him with 
Madneſs, and during that Time he wandered throngh 
the whole World; and, as he went through Syria and 
Egypt, Proteus King of the Eg yptians was the firſt that 
received him hoſpitably ; thenee he went to Cybella, a 
a Ci:iy of Phrygia, where being expiated by Rhea, he was 
initiated in the Ceremonies of Cybele : He went thence 
through Thrace to the Indies, Then Lycurgus, King of 
the Edoni, who lived near the River $:rymon, highly af- 
fronted him; upon which Dionyſius made him run mad, 
fo that, when he thought to cut down the Vines, he 
cut off the Legs of his Son Dryas, and then cut off the. 
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extreme Parts of his own Body: By Command of the 
Oracle, he was thrown into Priſon by his Subjects and 
tore to Pieces with Horſes. | Ko 
Alcithoe, a Theban Lady, is ſaid to have derided thoſe 
Women that ſacrificed to him; upon which he turned 


her into a Bat, and the Looms of her Companions into 
| Vines and Ivy. Pentheus, the Son of Echion and Agave, 
| becauſe he ridiculed the Solemnities of Bacchus called 


Orgia, was cut in Pieces by his own Mother and Siſter, 
— being tranſported with Fury, took him for a wild 
Boar. 5 5 

Several cruel Demons, Satyrs, Sileni, and Tityri, uſed 
to accompany him with Cymbals and huge Eaclamations ;. 
he was c'oathed with a Leopard's Skin, and drawn in a 


Chariot by Lynxes; round about him were Tigers, Pan- 


thers, and other wild Beaſts. Inſtead of a Sceptre he 
wore a Thyr/es, mhich was a Spear. adorned with Vine, 
Branches and Ivy.. Crowns of Fir were made Uſe of in- 
his Sacrifices ;. for the Ivy, the Smilax or Ropeaveed, the 
Fir and the Oak, were the Vegetables that he delighted 
in. The Dragon was likewiſe ſacred to him; the Pye 
amongſt the Birds, becauſe of its Chattering, and the 
Narciſſus or Daffodil amongſt the Flowers, becauſe the 
Crowns made of it. incline Perſons to Stupidity, were. 
eſteemed ſacred to him, as having Qualities reſembling | 
Perſons that drink to Exceſs. - 

The Women who accompanied him as his Prieſteſſes, 
were called Mænades, from their Magne/5 ; Thyades, from 
their mpetuouſne/s and Fury; Bacche, from their depraved 
Manners and. Intemperance; and Mimallones, from their 


mimicking their Leaders. There were likewiſe in his Train 


a Multitude of. Nymphs, Lenz, and Naiades.; many of 
theſe crowned with Ivy, their Hair looſe, andint rmixed 
with Snakes; their Cloathing only the Skins of Beafts, 
with Th;r/es in their Hands, and girt with large Serpents, 
would run frantick. into the Woods, and bring thence 
Lions and other Creatures, and devour them raw. | 

Bacchus, in the Wars of the Giants, performed great 


Actions under the Shape of a Lien; when Jupiter, to en- 


courage. 
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courage and commend his Son, cried out to him Euboe, 
which was a Word uſed afterwards in all his Rites and 
Sacrifices. But there is a Story likewiſe that, in. Japiter's 
War with the Titan, they took Bacchus, and cut him in 
Pieces, but that Pallas took his Heart whilſt panting, 


and carried it to. Nanu and that, the Parts being 2 
| or- 


thered together, he was reſtored to his Life, and his 

mer Vigour. He is ſaid likewiſe to have ſlept three 
Nights with Proggrpire. Theſe two Stories are inter- 
preted by the Mythologiſts, that the cutting of Vine, 
will grow; and that they muſt ſtay three Years before 
any Fruit can be expected from them. 

He had ſeveral Feſtivals in many Nations; amongſt 
dhe reſt were the Treterica, ſo called becauſe celebrated 
in Memory of his Expedition. into [zdia, which was fi- 
niſhed in three Years. There was another called Aſcolia, 
which Vrgil deſcribes, in his Georgicks,, with: his uſual 
Beauties: In theſe Solemnities the Country People uſed 
to hang up little Images of Bacchus upon their 
Hopes by. that Means to have a plenteful Vintage. 

He had ſeveral Names, as us from removing Cares ; 
Euchias from his plentiful pouring forth: Vine; Lenaus 
from the Wine-preſer.. But molt. of his Names were 
from the Cries and Noiſes they ufed to make in their 
furious Ceremonies, as Bacchus, Bromiut, Eleleut, Euezus 
Evan, and. many others. Fie had ſeyeral Children, as 
Staphylus, Hymenæus, Thyoneus, and ſome others, by his 
beloved Wife Ariadne,. whom he took out of the Ie of 
Naxos, where ſhe was left deſerted by Theſeut, and ho- 
noured her ſo far, as to place the Crown, which ſhe then 
wore, amongſt the Stars. E 

We have ſome other Particulars concerning him, di- 
ſperſed in. the Poetical. Story; as that he came to have a 

culiar Regard for the I, becauſe Ci, one of his 
| pans. Try ſporting with the Satyrs, was N 


killed, and transformed by Bacchus into the Plant which 


bears his Name. It happened that Silenus had wandered 


from his Maſter, and came to the Court of Midas, King. 


of Phrygia, who received him very courteouſiy: Bac- 
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thus, to requite him, promiſed to give him whatever ke 
would aſk: His Requeſt was, that what he touched 
might be turned into Gold; which being granted, he 
foon found the Extravagancy of his Wiſh, for even his 
Meat and Drink were changed into that Metal ; upon 
which he prayed the God to releaſe him from that Mi- 
ſery, which was done by his waſhing himſelf in the Ri- 
ver Pactolus, which from thencefarwards had Gelder 

Sands, We find likewiſe that Bacchus was the God of 

Dancing, and of Divination. 

But to come to that which looks like Hiſtory : He 
placed the Seat of his Empire at Ny/a, a City of Arabia, 
where he was the firſt that made Uſe of a Diadem, and 
found out many Things very uſeful for Mankind ; for, 
beſides the Methods of gathering Honey, and making 
Wine, of plowing and ſowing Corn, with the Know- 
ledge of the Courſe of the Stars and Planets ; he ſhewed 
them how to offer Sacrifices, ſo as to be moſt acceptable 
to the Gods. 

He endeavoured to diſperſe his Benefits and Know- 
ledge to all Mankind; and therefore went through all the 
World. During his Travels, he left Mercurins Tri/me- 

i/tus to be Counſellor to his Wife, and made Hercn/es his 
Viceroy in Egypt, and placed Prometheus next to him in 
Dignity : Buſiris was Prefident of Phænicia, and An- 


teus of Libya; then he ſet out with a vaſt Army of 


Huſbandmen and Women. He carried with him Tripty- 
lemus and Maro, who were to teach the Nations how 
to plant Vines, and till their Fields: His two Sons Anu- 
bis and Matedo were likewiſe in his Company, and ſo 


was a Genius called Acratus, and Pan and Lu/us, who 


after his Victory came with him into Iberia, fo called 
from the River [berxs, whence one gave the Name to 
Hiſpania, the ether to Lufftania or Portugal. Having 

aſſed through Zhiopia, the Sahrs and Abundance of 
Mufieians joined him in Arabia; amongſt whom were 
aine Virgins, by the Greeks called the My/es : From 
thence paſſing the Red Sea, he penetrated into the utmoſt 
Parts of 4fia and the Indies. Having ſubdued. all the-

Regions of the Eaſt; upon the firſt Shore of the Ocean 
that he came to, near the Riſe of the River Ganges, in 
the Mountains of India, he placed two Pillars, to ſhew- 
that there were the utmoſt Limits of the World. 

Having built many Cities, and, amongſt the reſt, one 


called Mya, he came to the Helliſpont, and thence into 


Europe and Thrace, where he left Mars now grown old, 
where he built the City Maronea. He made his Son 


Maredo King of the Region now called Macedonia, and 


left Triptolemus in the Region of Attica, there to inſtruct 
the Inhabitants. | 


Bacchus having compleated his Indian Expedition in 
three Years Time, upon his coming home, offered the 


firſt Part of his Spoil to Fupter, and ſacrificed to him 


with Incenſe and Oriental Spices : Then he ſhewed his 


Subjects the Magnificence and Solemnity of a Triumph; 
then he applied himſelf to the Affairs of his State, and to 
enquire how Things had been managed in his Abſence, 


and finding that the Perſons he had intruſted had not 
behaved themſelves as they ought, he himſelf reformed 
all Abuſes, and made good and wholeſome Laws, for 


the Government and Peace of his Dominioas, upon 


Which he gained the glorious Title of The/mgphoros, or 
. the. Lawgiver. All theſe Matters being ſettled, he en- 


couraged his Subjects. to apply themſelves to Trade, for 
which his Country was placed moſt conveniently, as. 
lying between two Seas, the Red. Sea and the Mediter- 


_ Faxean. | 


For his great and good Actions throughout the whole 
World, he was reputed to be taken into the Number of 
the Gods: But how great the Extent ef his Power was 
is not determined, but it muſt. undoubtedly have been, 


very large, if, as Orpheus tells us, Jupiter, Hades, the 
Sun, and Dionyſſus were the ſame Deity. 15 


CHAP. 
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CHAP. XXVII. 
Of HERCULES. 


H ERCULES was the Son of Jupiter and Alemena 
the Wife of Amphitry:n the Theban, who being 
gone to War againſt the Teleboans, a People of tolia, 
Jupiter in the Shape of her Huſband had Converſation 
with her for three Days and three Nights together: Her- 
cules was afterwards born at Thebes, and was called ſome- 


times the Son of Amphitryon, and ſometimes of Jupiter. Y 


There was a Son named Iphiclus, and a Daughter Lao- 
nome, born at the ſame Birth; this Iphiclus was remark- 
able for his incredible Swiftneſs, as it is deſcribed by 
Orpheus. ; ES 
Jino began to ſhew her Hatred to Hercules before he 
v/as born, by ſending Enchantreſſes to hinder Alcmena's 
Labour; but that Deſign coming to nothing, the next 
Night after he was born ſhe ſent two Serpents to aſſault 
him in his Cradle, but he ſtrangled both of them. 
He had the greateſt Maſters to perfect his Education 
Linus the Son of Atollo inſtructed him in all the Wiſdom 
and Learning of the Ancients; Eurytus taught him how 
to handle the Bow ; Fumolpus taught him how to ſing, 
and ſtrike the Harp in the moſt graceful Manner: He 
learnt the Art of Wreſtling, and all his manly Exerciſes, 
from Harpalycus, the Son of Mereury and Phanope; Caſtor 
likewiſe ſhewed him how to manage his Weapons; and, 
to accompliſh all, Chiron inſtructed him not only i» 
Aſtionomy and Medicine, but all other Arts, in which 
he was eſteemed moſt excellent. Hercules had large 
Limbs, and was of a Stature proportionable ; for ſome 
write tr:at he was four Cubits and a Foot high, and that 
he had three Rows of Teeth, | | 
Juno had by her Subtlety obtained of Japiter, That 
whereas Archippe, the Wife of Sibenelus King of Mycene, 
Was 
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was with Child at the ſame Time with Hlemere, the 
Child who was firſt born ſhould have the Command over 
the other ; ſhe therefore cauſed Arehipge to be delivered 
at the End of ſeven Months, and fo Furiftbeus had the 
Power of impoſing whatever Labours he pleaſed upon 
Hercules, in order by that Means to bring him to De- 
ſtruction. | | LI 

The firlt was, to ſlay the Lion that ravaged throughout 


the Nemæan Wood, between Phlius and Cleone, and de- 


ſtroyed the Herds that were committed to the Charge of 


Hercules by Amphitryon. This Lion, by Juno's Enchant- 


ment, had fallen from the Circle of the Moon, and had 
a Skin that was in vulnerable Hercules in vain attacked 
it with his Arrows, but then bruiſing and wearying it 
with his Club, he ſtrangled it, and tore it in Pieces with 
his Hands ; afterwards he made a Shield of the Skin, or 
rather wore it as a Garment. oy | 

He aſſiſted Creos, Prince of the Thebans, and drove 
away the Myniæ and Erginus, who unjultly impoſed a 
5 Creon gave him his Daugh- 
ter Megara to Wife, by whom he had ſeveral Sons; 
but afterwards being ſtruck with Madneſs by Juno, he 
ſlew his Children, imagining them to be Enemies; but 
then finding what be kad done, be abſtained for ſome 
Time from all human Converſation. Yet he could not 
long be hid, but muſt be called out to Action; for there 
was a Hydra, a dreadful Serpent with ſeven, Heads, ſore 
ſay nine, and others fifty, that remained in the Lake of 
Lerna, and infeſted the whole Country of Argos with its 


Poiſons : When any of its Heads were cut off, another 


ſprang up in the Place of it; to prevent this, Hercules 
made Jolnus, who drove his Chariot, cut down a neigh- 
bouring Wood, and ſet fire to it, and, as he cut off the 
Heads, bring lighted Brands to him to ſear up the Wound, 
and by this deſtroyed the Monſter : Hercules, as a Re- 
ward to Iolaus, when he was grown decrepit with Age, 
reſtored him to'Youth again. | Wis, 1 
There was a Hind in the Mountain of Manalut, which 
had brazen Feet, and golden Horns. Hercules was ſent 0 
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fetch her; ſhe was ſacred to Diana, for which Reaſon 


he would not wound her, but was a whole Year in 


hunting her on Foot, at laſt, being weary, ſhe fled to 


the Mountain Ariemiſius, and was taken as ſhe was go- 
ing to ſwim over the River Ladon, and brought to My- 
cene, i | | | 

Hercules being commanded to deſtroy the Eryman- 
thian Boar, which had been. ſent to Phocis by Diana to 


puniſh OEneus for the Neglect of her Sacrifices, in his 


Paſſage, was very hoſpitably received by Phelus, who in 
Honour of his Gueſt opened ſome Veſſels of extraordi- 
nary Wine: The Centaurs had ſome Intimation of it, 
and were reſolved to be Partakers, and therefore ſet upon 
Pholus with Fir-Trees plucked up by the Root, lighted 


Brands, and Pole-axes. Ihe Fight began: Nubes, the 


Cloud, who was the Mother of Pholus, pouring down a 


great Shower, made the Way ſlippery, ſo that they fell, 
and were beat to Pieces by Hercules with his Club, and 


the Remainder fled : Moſt of the principal of them being 
ſlain, Pholus reſolved to bury them, as being of his Kin- 
dred, when taking out an Arrow from one of their 
Wounds, the Poiſon of it infected him without any Re- 
medy : Hercules buried him magnificently in a Mountain, 


. Which from him was called Pholoe. Hercules afterwards 


took the Boar alive, being got tinto a Thicket amongſt 
deep Snow, laid him upon his Shoulders, and carried 
him alive to. Exrifheus, who was almoſt frighted to Death 
with the Sight of it, ta 

After this, Angeas King of Elis had a large Stable, which 


contained three thouſand Oxen, and was full of Dung; 


Zuriſtheus commanded Hercules to cleanſe 1t in one Day. 
Augeas promiſed him if he did it in one Day, becauſe 
that ſeemed impoſſible, to give him the tenth Part of all 
thoſe Cattle ; but, when he ſaw it performed by turning 
the Courſe of the River Alpheus through it, he refuſed to 
give him the Reward : Upon which Hercules ſlew him 
with his Arrows, and gave his Kingdom to Phy/eus, 
who had not conſented to his Father's Injuſtice. Some 


Authors ſay, that by the Spoils of Elit, Hercules inſti- 
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tuted the O/ympick Games to Jupiter, which are cele- 
brated every fifth Year, and that he himſelf challenged 
all Comers. 5 | | 

Euriſtheus hearing that near Stymphalus, a Lake of 
Arcadia, where Juno had been educated, there were 
Birds called Srymphalides, with Wings, Beaks, and Ta- 


Zons of Iron, and that they fed upon Man's Fleſh, fent 
Hercules to clear that Place of them ; ſome ſay he flew 


them with his Arrows, others that by the Means of ſome 
brazen Rattles'that had been given him by Pallar, and 
made by Vulcan, he fo frighted them, that they left 4-- 
cadia, and fled, to the Iſland Aretia. 5 
His next Labour was to bring Home the Bull, which 
did extraordinary Damage to the Cretans : It ſeems Mi- 
10, King of that Ifland, having got the Dominion of 
all the Grecian Seas, paid no greater Honour to Neprune 
than to the <ther Gods; upon which Neptune ſent this 
Bull, which breathed Fire at his Noſtrils, to deſtroy his 
People: However, Hercules brought him to Euriftheus'; 


and becauſe he was ſacred, let him looſe into the Coun- 
try of Marathon, where he was afterwards flain by The- 


Diomedes, King of Thrace, the Son of Mars and Cy- 
rene, had moſt fierce and cruel Horſes that breathed Fire, 
and were fed with Man's Fleſh ; for all the Strangers 


that Diomedes could meet with, he threw to them to be 


torn to Pieces. Hercules having firſt let them devour 
their Maſter, ſlew ſome, and carried others to Euri/- 
theus, But here conſidering the Number and Qualities 
of theſe Monſters, it may not be improper to remark 
what fome Authors ſay, That Euritheus kid himſelf in 
a brazen Veſſel within the City, and that none of theſe 


Monſters came within the Gates, but that all his Com- 


mands were notified to Hercules by a Herald, called 
Cepreas. 5 


Euriftheus had à Mind to make a Preſent to his Daugh- 


ter Admeta, of the Belt which was worn by Hippolyta, 


Queen of the Amazons : Hercules was ſent to fetch it; 
he had but one ſingle Ship, ſo that Mygdon and Amycus, 
7 two 
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two Brothers, thought they might ohſtruct his Paſſage: 
he ſlew them, overcame all Bebrycia, and gave it to 
Lycus, who was one of his Companions, who called the 
Country Heraclea. When Hercules came to Themi/cyra, 
the Amazons raiſed all their Forces to reſiſt him; the firſt 2 
Onſet was made by Procella, ſo named from her Svift- 5 
neſs ; the next by Philippis; then came on Prothꝛe and 
Euribæa, and then Celeno, Euribyto and Phebo, the 
Companions of Diana ; all theſe were ſlain, and then 
Deinira, Aſteria, Marpe, Tecmeſia, Alcippe, were taken 
Priſoners. Manalippe, who was reputed the moſt valiant 
of them, could not ſuſtain the Encounter ; and, the Rout 
being total, Hercules deſtroyed the whole Nation. Her- 
cules gave Hippolyta to Theſeus, who had accompanied him 
in this Expedition. en | 
As he was coming Home, he found Heſone, the 
Daughter of King Laomedorn, expoſed to a great Whale, 
which had been ſent by Neptune. This Monſter he en- 
countered, and delivered the Princeſs: Laomedon had 
romiſed to give him ſome excellent Horſes if he per. 
| 7 med ſo great an Action, but then refuſed to deliver 
them; upon which Hercules being enraged, took the 
City of Trey, killed the King, and gave Heſſone to Tela- 
mon, who was the firſt that ſcaled the Walls, and grant- 
ed her any of the Captives ſhe would redeem, upon 
which ſhe ranſomed her Brother Priamus, who was ſo 
called from that Action, whereas his Name before was 
Podarcis. In his Voyage from thence he wreſtled with 
and ſtrangled Tmolus and Telegonus, the two Sons of 
Proteus, who uſed to put all Strangers to Death that 
they could overcome at Wreſtling. * He likewiſe flew 
Sarpedon the Son of Neptune with his Arrows, for being 
a moſt haughty and cruel Tyrant: After which Victo- 
ries, he carried Home the Amazonian Belt to Euri- 
A 1 Bro t SS 
He was no ſooner arrived, but there was another La- 
bour prepared for him; Geryon King of Spain, the Son 
of Chryſnoris and Calirrhoe, had Purple-coloured Oxen 
that deyoured all Strangers that were.thrown to them ; 
| | | Geryon 
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Geryon himſelf had a threefold Body, and a Dog with 
two Heads, and a Dragon with ſeven, beſides a Servant 
equally cruel and diligent, that kept his Oxen. All theſe 
were flain by Hercules, who. drove the Oxen from 
Gadira, an Iſland of the Ocean, to Tarteſus, which 
was then the moſt famous City of Spain, He then 
erected two Pillars, as the Monuments of his Labours ; 
one of which he called Calpe, the other 4byl/e,, upon the 
utmoſt Limits of Africa and Europe. The two Sons of 
Neptune, Dercylus and Alebion, are ſaid to have ſtolen 
theſe Oxen for the Beauty of them, and drove them into 
Hetruria, but Hercules recovered them. Afterwards the 
Sicilians endeavoured to take them from him, amongſt 
whom were the famous Leucaſpis, Podiacrates, Buphonas, 
and others, who were all overcome by Hercules ; who 
having deſtroyed innumerable Robbers, brought his 
Oxen over the Jonian Sea to Euriſtheus, who ſacrificed 
them all to Juno. 3 | 
Geryon had three Sons, famous for their Prudence and 
Skill in Martial Affairs, by which they defended their 
| Father's Kingdom; Hercules reſolving to encounter them, 
raiſed an Army in Crete (for the Cretans were a warlike 
People, and the firſt that took Pay as mercenary Forces) 
and having ſucceeded by their Aſſiſtance, did many Fa- 
vours to the Inhabitants of the Iſland, particularly by 
deſtroying all wild Beaſts, ſo as not to leave any of their 
Kind behind them in the Iſlanc. | 
When Juno was married ſhe gave Jupiter ſeveral 
'Trees that bore Golden Apples, which- were kept by the 
Nymphs He/perides, who were Ægle, Arethuſa, and Hej- 
perethuſa, the Daughters of Heſperus, the Brother of 
Atlas, under the Guard of a Dragon that was born of 
T * and Echidna, and had a hundred different Heads, 
and as many Voices: Hercules was commanded to fetch 
theſe Golden Apples ; but not knowing where they grew, 
the Nymphs, who dwelt near the River Eridanus, ad- 
viſed him to go to Nereus, who changed himſelf into 
various Shapes, but at laſt ſent him to Prometheus, by 
whom he was taught how to ſlay the Dragon, and fo 


to 
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to obtain the Fruit. Some ſay that Prometheus 2dviſed 
him to go to Atlas, and hold up the Heavens in his ſtead, 
whilſt he went to fetch theſe Apples. 
lle met with many Encounters in this Expedition: 
He was challenged to;a ſingle Combat by Cycnus, the 
Son of Mars ani Cleobulina, who deſtroyed all the Stran- 
_ that came into Theſaly, having promiſed to ere a 
emple to his Father with the Heads of them ; but Her- 
cules foon overcame his Adverſary, who was afterwards 
changed into a Swan, Going into Libya, he met with 
Anteus the Son of the Earth, of fo prodigious a Stature, 
that he was ſixty-four Cubits high, and ſo inhuman, 
that he forced all Strangers to wreſtle with him, and 
ſo ſtrangled them: He challenged Hercules, who threw 
him thrice, and thought he had killed him ; but, »pon 
his touching his Mother the Farth, he ſtill roſe- up 
_ ſtronger ; Hercules perceiving this, held him up in his 
Arms, till by Force, and Squeezing of him, he made 
him expire. | S HHS 
Going from thence into Egypt, he met Bufiris, the Son 
of Neptune and Lybis, who ſacrificed all Strangers to his 
Father; he lay in wait for Hercules, but was himſelf, 
with his Son Amphiadamus, and Chalbes, his Herald, 
made Sacrifices upon the ſame Altar. As he went to 
Thebes through the Mountains of Libya, he flew many 
wild Creatures in thoſe Deſarts with his Arrows. Paſ- 
ſing over Arabia, he beheaded Emothion, the Son of 
T ithonur, for being cruel and inhoſpitable to all Stran- 
gers; afterwards going to Caucaſus, and the Hyperboreor 
Mountains, he freed Prometheus. In Calydon he wreſt- 
led with Achelous, for the fair Deianira, Daughter of 
King OEneus; Achelous changed himſelf into a Serpent, 
and then into a Bull, but Hercules tore off one of 
his Horns; and, to redeem it, Achelous gave him the 
Horn of Amaltha, the Daughter of Harmodius, which 
he filled with all Manner of Fruits, and then conſecrated 

it to Jupiter. | 
Amongſt other of the many Actions which he per- 
formed, he ſubdued the Ifland Coos, and flew * 
e 4 
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The King and all his Sons, for having given up them- 
ſelves to all Manner of Injuſtice: He then married the 
Princeſs Chalchiope, by whom he had a Son called The 
ſalus, who gave the Name to Theſſalia. He afterwards 
overcame eh King of Eubza, becauſe he made 
an unjuſt War upon the Beetians, When Albion and 
Borgio, two Giants, would have hindered his Journey to 
the Atlantick Mountains, in his Fight with them he A 
| happened to be in great Danger, for he had ſpent all his 1 
Arrows; upon which he prayed to Jupiter, who ſent a N 
Shower of Stones, and overwhelmed them; from which 4 
there is a Place called the Stony Field, in the Province of 
Gallia Na: bonen/is. ; | 
Hercules, after his Conqueſts in Iberia or Spain, made 
himſelf famous in the Country of the Celtæ, or Gauli, 
by deſtroying Robbers and Oppreſſors, which he looked 
upon as ſo many wild Beaſts and Monſters: His Army 
increaſing mightily by the coming of many Soldiers, 
he built a large and populous City called 4/e4a, which 
he made a free City, and the Metropolis of the Country. 
He opened a Paſſage through the A/ps into Italy, and 
came by the Ligurian and Yrrbene Coaſt to the River 
Tyber, from whenee going to a little City called Palla. 
tium, he was kindly entertained by two of the principal 
Citizens, Potitius and. Pinarizs, to whom he foretold the 
Grandeur and Glory which that City would arrive to... 
Euriſftheus having received the Golden Apples, and find- 
ing nothing on Earth that was able to ſurmount the Vir- 
tue of Hercules, commanded him to go to the Infernal 
Regions to bring from thence Plato's Dog Cerberus, 
that had three Heads, and was in every. Part monſtrous, 
Hercules having performed his Sacrifices to the Gods, 
went down by a Cave in the Promontory of Tenarus ; 4 
and upon the Banks of Acheron found a white Poplar, ff. 
which he made a Crown, and held the Tree ſacred to = 
himſelf ever after. Paſſing that River, he ſaw The/cus | 
and Piritlous ſitting upon a Stone; be releaſed The/eus, 4 
| becauſe his coming there was involuntary ; but left f/. 
. ; H N ia, 4 
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rithous, becauſe his own Raſhneſs carried him thither. 


Then he flew Menctius, who kept the infernal Oxen, 
becauſe he would have hindered him from taking hold 


of Cerberus; for when Menætius began to ſtruggle, Her- 
cules graſped him ſo hard, that he broke all his Bones to 


Pieces. Cerberus, upon the Sight of Hercules, ran to 


Pluto's Throne for Succour ; but Hercules being defend- 
ed by his Breaſt-Plate, and the Lion's Skin, laid hold on 
him, though there would have been no Remedy if he 
had bit him, the Poiſon had been ſo fatal, and brought 


him up by the Way of Trezene ; upon his firſt Sight of 


the Dog he vomited up the Plant Aconitum or Wolſibane. 
The Dog was no ſooner brought to Euriſibeus, but he 


immediately commanded that he ſhould be ſuffered to go 


down again into Hell, | 
Beſides the Combats that Hercules had with the Giants 
in their War againſt Jupiter, he ſlew ſeveral others in 


many Places of the World, amongſt whom were Euritus 


and Ctearns, the Sons of Neptune; after which he erected 
Altars to the twelve Gods, Fupiter, Neptune, Funo, Pal- 
las, Mercury, Apollo, the Grates, Bacthus, Diana, Al- 
pheus, Saturn and Rhea, uy 
Hercules had a Multitude of Children by ſeveral Wives, 
which it would be teo tedious here to enumerate ;" but 
amongſt all his Conqueſts he ſuffered himſelf to be in- 
ſulted over by Omphale, Queen of Lydia, who made him 
ſpin amongſt her Women, and would correct him if he 
did amiſs. MO e Ong Ty MIS DET LRS 
He afterwards married Dejanira, and as he was going 
to paſs a River in Zola, that had been increaſed by 
ſome ſudden Rains, the Centaur Neſſus proffered his Ser- 
vice to carry Deianira over it; which Hercules accepting 
of, paſſed over before them: Neſus on the other Bank 
was going to offen Violence to Deianira, upon which 
Hercules ſhot him with one of his Arrows that had been 
infected with the Blood of the Mara; but as he was 


dying, he gave her his Garment ſtained with his Blood,

he ſent Lycas to carry the News to Deianira, and to tell 


her that he was coming to her: Deianira began to miſ- 
truſt her Huſband's Fidelity, and therefore tent him the 


Coat that Neſus gave her, upon which he fell into fuch 


a burning Fever and raging Forments, that, not able to 
endure them, he firſt threw. Lycas headlong into tlie 


River Thermopolis, where he became a Rock, and then 


made a great Pile of burning Wood upon the Mountain 


Hina, and caſt himſelf into the Midſt of it. Some ſay 
Pas, that firſt ſet Fire to the Pile, became Maſter of his 


Arrows, But the common Opinion was, that Phi loctetes 


got Poſſeſſion of them, becauſe he buried Hercules near 
the River Dyra.

t may be imagined how great the Number of Childre 


muſt be, when there were thirty Perſons that went by the 


Name of Hercules, and the Offspring, as well as Actions 
of all of them were attributed to one, who conſequently. 
muſt have different Titles to be found amongſt the Poets. 
Hercules was the firſt that made Uſe of Cold Baths, in 
which he found an excellet Means to refreſh himſelf 
after his Labours. He was the firſt that increaſed ſmall 
Cities, by bringing together a great Multitude of Men, 
and giviog them ſuch Laws as might keep them out of 
Confuſion, and that inſtituted Publick Games, or Exer- 
ciſes to enco'.rage Strength, and create an Emulation In 
his Subjects. 
Ef H 2 Zuriſtheus, 
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E uriſt beus, after the Death of Hercules, confiderin 
the Injuries he had done to the Family, and being afrai 


leſt the Heraclidæ, or Offspring of Hercules, ſhould con - 


| _ againſt him, forced them by ill Uſage to fly to 
the Athenians, and then ſent an Embaſſy, demandin 

that they ſhould be delivered up to him, or elſe he woul 

make War upon Attica. Jolaus, who was then dead, 


hearing of it in the infernal Regions, was ſo concerned 


at the Barbarity, that he got Leave of Plato to revive 
again, and then coming into this World flew Exriftheus : 
And then having done Juſtice to the Sons of his Maſter 
and Friend, willingly departed back to the infernal 
Shades. „ 55 
At firſt, the Sacrifices were celebrated to Hercules only 
as to a Heroe; Phe/tias coming into Sycionia, was the 
firſt that reformed that Error, from which Time Lambs 
were offered to him, for keeping the Wolves from the 
Flocks. Being taken up into Heaven by his Father Ju- 
piter, he was married to Hebe, the Daughter of Jupiter, 
with great Solemnity ; he was efteemed by ſome to have 
been one of the twelve Gods of the Grecians, though 
Dicny/us, Pan, and Hercules were thought to have been 
the lateſt that came to their Knowledge. | 
Amqngſt the Perſons that had the Name of Hercules, 
the moſt remarkable were the Hercules of Egypt, of 
Tyre and of Greece, of which laſt there has been ſo large 
a Mention. The Hercules of Egypt was one of the 


twelve principal Gods of that Country; he ſignalized 


bhimſelf in the Wars of the Giant, and applied him- 
ſelf wholly te deliver Men from Oppreſſion and In- 
juſtice. 3 


He extended his Empire to the Eaſtern Countries, and 


ſo had the Name of the Indian Hercules; he afterwards 
went into Libya, where he put Antæus to Death, and 
raiſed a Column in the utmoſt Parts of Africa; from 
thence he paſſed over into Spain, where he killed Geryon 
the Tyrant; and from Spain he came into 7raly, where 
he reigned thirty Years; Herodotus reports, that he was 


the laſt of the Egyptian Gods, and that he reigned twelve 
hundred Years. . | 1 . 

The Hercules of Tyre had a Temple built to him by 
King Hiram, and was worſhipped at Tarteſſus in Spain, 
where Hercules's, Pillars ſtood, for that City was built by 
the Tyrians, and the Sacrifices there offered were after 
the Yyrian Manner. He had a Dog, who running upon 
the Shore, and Rong a Fiſh, is (aid to have found out 
the purple Colour, which is made by the Blood of that

Tully propoſes Hercules as the moſt perfect Model of 
Virtue, who expoſed himſelf co all Kind of Dangers for 
the Good of Mankind ; for he went through the whole 
World. out of an eager Deſire that he might every where 
eſtabliſh Peace, Concord and Juſtice.

There is fcarce any of the Gods, to whom the Poets 
have given a greater Diverſity of Parents ; as that he was 
the Son of Calum and Terra, of iber, of Jupiter b 
Hybris, or Oenis, or Caliſto; and that he and his three Siſ- 
ters, the Parcæ, were born of Daemogergon ;. that he was 
the Son of Penelope and Uly/ſes, or off Penelope and all her

has prevailed.; for they ſay, that whilſt Penelope kept her 

7ather's Flocks in the Mountain T aygetus, Mercury (or 
Bacchus, as Lucian will have it) fell in Love with has, 
and finding no other Way to obtain her, changed himſelf 
into the Shape of a very handſome white Goat, and ſo 
far prevailed, that ſhe brought him a Son called Pan, 
who had Horns N his Head, and the Beard and Feet 
of a Goat. 

His Father Aare wrapped the new- born Iafant in 
the Skin of a Goat, and ſo called him into Heaven. He 
was no ſooner there, but he ſhewed his Skill in Muſick, 

to the Wonder and Delight of all the Gods, and after- 
Wards they made him their Meſſenger, as well as his 
Father Mercury, He reccived Part of his Education from 
Sine, and other Nymphs of Arcadia, in the Mounta n 


Mienalus; nor when he grew up was he leſs forgetful | 


of that Favour ; for he uſed conſtantly to dance with 
them, and divert them with the Muſick of his Pipe, and 
wacrever they went, to 228 him'elf at their Head, as 
their Conductor. 

He is deſcribed with a ſmiling ruddy F ace, and two 
Horns, «that reach as high as Heaven, and a Beard that 
covers all his Breaſt, with hairy Legs and Thighs, and 
the Noſe, Tail, and Feet of a Goat; he is cloached with 
a ſpotted Skin, and holds a Shepherd's Crook in one 
Hind, and a Pipe of uneven Reeds in the other; he is 


crowned with the Pine, that Tree being ſacred to him. 
Pan was ſenſible of the Paſſion of Love, as well as 
the other Deities, infomuch that he deſcended from the 


Heavens into Arcadia, and became a Shepherd and Ser- 
vant to a mortal Man, the Father of Dr ofe, with whom 
he was enamoured to the. lait Degree. The F locks were 


ſo delighted with the Müſick of his Pipe, that it con- 


. tributed to the Increaſe of their MAE in great Abun- 
dance, 


Medea with thoſe Filtres by: which ſhe engaged the Af- 
fections 


The Nymph ehe was his Wife, or rather his, Miſtreſs, 
by whom he had a Daughter called Iynge, who furniſhed | 
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fections of Jaſon; ſhe afterwards fell in Love with Nar- 

ciſſus; but being lighted by him, retired to the Grottos 

| and hollow Places of the Mountains, where ſhe pined 

| away till ſhe had nothing left her but her Voice. Juno 

had inflicted this Puniſhment upon her for her Falkative- 

neſs, becauſe when Jupiter was with the Nymphs, ſhe 

would hold the jealous Goddeſs 1 in Diſcourſe till my had 
eſcaped her, 

Pan, by changing himſelf 3 into a moſt beautiful Ram, 
was entertained by the Moon, and fo far deceived her, as 
to make her love him. 

He had a Contention. with Cupid, in which he was 
overcome, whereupon the little God forced. him to fall in 
Love with the Nymph Syrizx, who fled from him with 

Diſdain; her Flight was ſtopped by a River, upon which 
ſhe prayed to the Najades for Relief: They cauſed a fud- | | 
4 den Change, ſo that when he thought he had hold of her, | 
he embraced only a Parcel of Reeds. Theſe Reeds, as 
he ſat ſighing and contemplating them on the Banks of 
the River Lagon, being moved by the Wind, and ſending 
| forth a gentle Sound, gave him the Thought of imitats 
ing it, and forming them into that Pipe, for which he 
afterwards became ſo famous, 
N He is ſaid to have perfected the Graces of his Pipe 
upon the Mountains called Nomii, by the City of Eyco- 
Jura, where was a Town called Molpeus, and a Temple 
dedicated to him by the Title of Pan Nomius. 
The Arcadiam kept a perpetual Fire in his Temples, 
When they returned from hunting, if they had good Suc- 
_ ceſs they paid him great Veneration; if otherwiſe, they 
whipped his Sides and Shoulders moſt unmercifully. The 
She herds uſed to offer Milk and Honey to him in their 
| homely Veſſels, and therefore they did not do right who 
ſacrificed Bulls, or brought Wine to him in golden Cups, 
which were proper for the Celeſtial Deities. 
At Rome he was worſhipped by the Name of Lupercus 
and Heæui, à Temple” being gilt to him at the Foot 
of the Polatine Hill: The Eberle were Feaſts of Pu · 
ae, celebrated in the Month. of February; they 
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were inſtitated by Endur, who being driven from Ar- 
cadia, was received by King Faunus, and permitted e 
build a ſmall City near to the Mount Palatine. Romulus 
increaſed the Ceremonies and Magnificence of theſe 
Feafts, in which the Leperci, Prieſts of Pan, ran all na- 
ked about the ( ity, ſtriking thoſe they met with Thongs, 
cut out of Goar's Skins, the Women fancying particularly N 
that it helped their Conception of Children, and the 

Eaſi neſs of their Delivery. 1 

As for the other Actions of Pan; in the Wars of the 
Giants he encloſed and entangled Typhon in his Nets; 
when the Gault invaded Greece, and were juſt going to 

"plunder the City of Deli bos, Pan ſtruck ſuch a Terror 
into them by Night, that they all fled without any At- 
tack or any Purſuer ; from whence Panick Terrors are 
ſaid to be ſuch as happpen without any apparent Reaſon: 
Pan likewiſe helped the Athenian; againſt the Medes in 
in their Sea-fight, under the Conduct of Miltiades, for 
which they dedicated a Grotto to him under the Citadel, 
and paid him extraordinary Honours. 

There 1s a Story likewiſe that Dionyſus, the Son of 
Jupiter by the Nymph Arge, whom he had taken from 
Lychis, a City of Crete, and carried to the Mountain | 
Argillus, being to 80 about ſome great Expedition, made | 
Choice of Pan and his Satyrs to compoſe the Flower of 
his Army; that Pan ſubdued India, and afterwards the 
Country of 1beria, ſo called from a River named Iberus, 
and making that the Place of his Habitation, gave it ts 
Name of Hi/pania. 3 2 75 . 

Orpheus ſays, that Pan ſignifies the univerſal Nature, 
proceeding from the divine Mind and Providence, of 

which the Heaven, Earth, Sea, and the eternal Fire, are 
fo many Members: Some would have him the ſame as 
the Sun, by whom all Things are governed and directed. 
The common Mythologiſts are of this Opinion, that his 
upper Parts are like a Man, becauſe the ſuperior and ce- 
leſtial Part of the World is beautiful, radiant and glo- 
rious: His Horns denote the Rays of the Sun, as they 
work upwards, and his long Beard ſignifies the _ 
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Rays, as they have an Influence upon the Earth; the 
Ruddineſs of his Face .reſembles the Splendour of the 
Sky, and the ſpotted Skin that he wears is the _— of 
the ſtarry Firmament: His lower Parts are rough, hairy 
and deformed, to repreſent the Shrubs, wild Creatures, 
Trees and Mountains here below; his amorous Com- 
x which cauſes him to purſue the Nymphs, is the 
eſire of Generation, which ſpreads itſelf through all 
Beings, who attract Matter proper for that End, from 
the Moiſture which is repreſented by the Nymphs: His 
Goat's Feet ſignify the Solidity of the Earth, and his 


Pipe ſeven Reeds, that eeleſtial Harmony that is made 


by the ſeven Planets. And laſtly, his Sheephook denotes 
that Care and Providence by which he governs the uni- 
verſal World. | | 
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C HAP. XXX. 
Of-: Fund. 


TNAUNUS was the Son of Picus, King of the Latibt, 
' who reigned in 7:aly about the Time that Orpheus 
rought the Rites of Bacchus into Greece; Faunus him- 
ſelf was cotemporary with Pandion, King of Athens ; he 
introduced Religion, and the Worſhip of the immortal 
Gods amongſt the People of Italy, who before that Time 
had little Devotion or Reverence for them, if the human 
Sacrifices which he inflituted to Saturn may be called: 
Religion. He taught them likewiſe many uſeful Matters 


relating to their Huſbandry, ſo that it 1s not improbable 


that the Fauni were ſuch of his Children or Servants as: - 
applied themſelves to Agriculture; whereas the Saryri 
and Srleri were buſied in dreſſing of Vines, and produc- 

ing Wine from them. | bly 
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He deified his Father Picus, and placed his Wife Fau- 
na or Fatua amongſt the Number of the Gods; he did 
it to make her ſome Amends, becauſe he had beaten her 
to Death with Myrtle Rods for being drunk; therefore 
no; Myrtle was, brought into her Temple, the Veſſels. 
were all covered, and when the Women drank, they 
called it Milk, and not Wine; but ſhe had the extraor- 
dinary Quality, that no one ſaw her, or heard her Name- 
but her own-Huſband ; and therefore the Women. ſacri- 
| ficed to her in ſecret, giving her the Title of Bona Dea 
She uſed to foretel Women their Deſtinies, as Faunus did, 
to the Men, They had a Son called Szercutizs, who 
was likewiſe deified for the Good he did to Mankind, by 
ſhewing them how to improve their Land, by dunging an 
manuring It. 5 | 

The Fauni were the Sons of Faunus and Fatua, they 
had Horns on their Heads, and pointed Ears, they were: 
crowned with Branches of the Pine-Tree, which was ſa» 
cred to them; they had Hoofs, and their lower Parts. 
were like, Goats, Paunus himſelf was looked upon as. 
that wild God, whoſe Voice was heard by Night in the 
Woods, and frighted. the People. The Fauni, when they 
met any Perſons, eſpecially if they were drunk, would 
terrify, and ſtupefy them with their very Look, and were 
the frequent Cauſe of Miſcarriage to big-bellied Women. 

Faunalia Sacra were the Feſtivals kept on the fifth of 
December, with Feaſting, Merriment and Dancing; the 
Country People uſed to offer Geazs in Sacrifice to them. 

Both the Fauni and their Father were worſhipped only 
in {taly, being wholly unknown to the Græcian,. |

Of SYLVANUS8. 


HE Parentage of Syſvanus was very obſcure, nor is 

it certain whence he ſprang, nor where he was 
born; ſome think him the Son of Faunus, but others ra- 
ther believe him to have been the Son of Satgrn, whilſt 
he lay hid in 7raly.: Fhis is agreed, that he is the God of 
the Woods and Shepherds, and the Boundaries of Land. 
There is no Mention of him amongſt the Græciaus, and 
yet the'Latins received the Worſhip of him from the Pe- 
laſgi, who came into their Country, and conſecrated 
Groves to his Honour, and appointed ſolemn Feſtivals, 
when Milk ufed to be offered o him. He is deſcribed 


always in the Company of Pan, being of little Stature, 


with the Face of a Man, and the Legs and Feet of a 
Goat, holding a Branch of Cypreſi in his-Hand., | 
"The Notion of this God was introduced, that Men 
might think there was no Place which could be without 
the Preſence of a Deity, and that nothing could be done 
either in the Fields or Foreſts, but that ſome God muſt 
behold it, and that the Product of every Thing was in- 
creaſed and preſerved by the Divine Gaodnels,

7HAr was the Original of the Sayrs? Whe 
*YYy were their Parents? When and where they firſt 


began to appear in the World; or for what Reaſon they 


eame to be eſteemed as Deities, is neither delivered down 


to us, nor explained by any ancient Writer of Authority; 


for that they were the Sons of Saturn or Faunus, is a Story 


that meets with no Credit. | „ 

They are ſaid to be Animals very ſwift, that run up- 
on all Four, with crooked Hands, human Countenance, 
Horns upon their Forehead, and their lower Parts like 
Soali, and that they live in the Mountains of India. 
There is another Story, that Fxphemus paſſing from Ca- 
ria to the udmoſt Parts of the . found out many 


deſart Iflands, and being foreed by Sterm to land upon. 


one of them ealled Satyrida, he found Inhabitants covered. 
with yellow Hair, that had Tails not much leſs than: 
Horſes, that they did nct ſpeak, but ran directly to the 
Women that were with them, and if not prevented, 


would have laid violent Hands upon them. A third Ac 


count is in that Expedition whieh Hanns the Cartbagi- 
nian made to the Parts of Libya, lying beyond Hercules s 
Pillars; that they came to a great Bay called the Veſtern 
Horn, in wl ich was an Ifland, upon which: they could 
£ad or ſee roth'ng by Day- light Fat Woods, and yet in 
the Night they ſaw a great many Fires, and heard an in- 
credible and aſtoniſhing Noiſe of Drums and Trumpets, 
it being the Opinion, that a great Number of Saryrs had: 
| their Dwelling there. When ſuch Monſters appeared to 

Mankind, that which was ſo terrible and admirable, was 
thought to have ſomething in it of Divinity; and where- 


as. thoſe Sazyr; wandered in the Woods, the rude rn 
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herds worſhipped them, that they might ſpare their . 
Flocks when they met them. j 

The Cuſtom was to offer all Sorts of Fruit, but more 
eſpecially Grapes and Apples, to the Satyrs. They were 
the conſtant Companions of Bacchus; they delighted in 
ſuch Diſcourſe and Converſation as was reproachful ; 
though others ſay, that at firſt it was only pleaſant, 
lively, moral, and full of Variety; as they grew old, 
they came to have the Name of Silen. 


CHAP. XXX. 
Of SEN us. 


H E Sileni were as numerous as the Faun, 
there was one more ancient than all the reſt, and 
more famous, but there is no Account given whoſe Son 
he was. Some ſay he was born in Malia, a City of the 
Lacedemonians, others in Ny/a, a City of India, and that 
he was the Foſterer of Bacchus, and afterwards his Tutor, 
and conſtant Attendant and Counſellor. | 
He is deſcribed as an old Man, bald headed, with a 
flat Noſe, and large Forehead, which denotes the Phy- 
ſiognomy of one that is inſolent and given to Wine. 
Large Ears, a ſhort fat Body, with a 8 Belly; being 
enerally thought to be drunk, he rides upon a Saddle- 
ad Aſs, or ſupports his reeling Steps with a Staff; 
ſometimes he has a Cantharus, or great Can in his Hand, 
with the Handle of it much worn, by the frequent Uſe 
he makes of it. | / 

Some ſay, that Silenus's Aſs was advanced to the Skies 
for the Service he did to Fupiter in his Wars againſt the 
Giants; others, that it had that Reward given to him 
by Bacchus, becauſe when he fought againſt the Indians, 

the: 


the 4/5 begun. to bray, and ſo frighted and diſordered

the Elephants, that it gained the Victor. 

When Bacchus went his Expedition to Tarſus, he left 
the moſt ancient of the Silent in Traly, to cultivate the 
Vines there, which was the Realon that there were (0 
many Statues erected to their Honour in that Country. 

The Sileni were thought to be mortal, becauſe there 
were ſeveral of their Sepulchres in the Region about 
Pergamus ; but the F auni, the Satyrs, the Sileni, the Bac- 
chi, the Tytiri, and the Pages, being all of a like Nature, 
were reputed to be Dæmons and Miniſters to the other 
Gods; they were all called by the Name of Incubi, being 
thought to be amorous of Women, and deſirous of their 
Embraces ; for there is no Doubt but in ſuch lonely 
and ſecret Places, there were many ill Things done under 
their Names, and the Crimes were attributed to Dæmi- 
Gods, which were perpetrated by Mortals. = 

There is this Account amongſt the Hiſtorians concern- 
ing S:lenus, that he was the firſt of all the Kings that 
reigned at Ny/a; that his Original is not known, it 


that he was a Phrygian, who lived in the Reign of Midas, 
and that the Se. having caught him by putting 
Wine into the Fountain he was to Drink of, brought 
him to Midas who gave him his long Ears. It is proba- 
ble, that he was one of the Princes of Caria, who was 
famous for his Wiſdom and Learning. The Fable of 
Mida's lending him his long Ears, only ſhewed the great 

Knowledge he had in all Things. Silenus being ſeized, 
purchaſed his Liberty with this remarkable Sentence, 
That it was beſt not to be born, but the next Degree of Hap- 
pineſi wal to die quickly. Virgil makes Silenus deliver a 
very excellent and ſerious Diſcourſe concerning the Cre- 
ation of the World, when he was ſcarce recovered out of 
his Fit of Drankenneſs ; which. makes it appear that of 

Drunkenneſs Si, is charged with, had ſomething in 
it myſterious, and that approached to Inſpiration..

Of -TzR MINUS. 


* was a ſquare Stone, or large 
1 wooden Poſt ſet up in the Fields; this was ſup- 
poſed to be a Deity, and to have the Limits of the 
neighbouring Grounds under his Protection; ſometimes 


they put a Head to it, wrapped it up in Linen, per- 


fumed it, and ſet Crowns upon it. | 
The Termini were Roman | Deities, the Ceremonies 
of whoſe Worſhip were firſt introduced by Numa, to 
prevent Men from encroaching upon their Neighbours. 
Lands: They were ſo ſacred, that whoſoever durſt re- 
move them, or transfer them to another Place, his Head 
became devoted to the Gods, ſo that it was lawful. for 
any one to kill him. e 
There were Feaſts kept yearly upon the Twenty · third 


of February, to refreſh the People's Memories in the 


Knowledge of their Land-marks; the Offerings at firſt 
were Wheat, cakes, and the Firſt-fruits of the Fields, 
with Milk; but no Animal might be ſacrificed, becauſe 
Land-marks ought to be ſettled by a mutual Agreement, 
and not by Force, and the Effuſion of Blood: However, 


in Afﬀter-times Lambs and Sows that gave Suck were of- 


fered to the Termini, and the Blood was ſprinkled upon. 
them. | | | | | 

A Temple was deditated to Terminus by Numa Pum- 
pilius, upon the Tarpeian Hill; and it was remarkable 


For having the Top of it lie open.

Of PRIAT IS. 


RIAPUS was faid to be the Son of Diomſus and 
'  Nais; or, as others will have it, of Chione; but the 
more common Opinion is that Venus coneeived by Dio- 
nyſus before he undertook his Expedition into India; but 
during that Time ſhe married to Adonis, Upon the Re- 


turn of Bacchus ſhe met him in a triumphant Manner, 


and crowned him with Garlands of Roſes, but would net 
accompany with him any longer, being aſhamed of hey 


Inconſtancy. In this Condition ſhe retired to Lampaſcus; 


where, being about to be delivered, Ju: o pretended to 
come to her Aſſiſtance ; but hating any Thing that might 
be of the Offspring of Semele, ſhe made tne Infant ſo 


deformed, that his Mother could not endure the Sight 


of him. Having given him the Name of Priat us, ſhe 
left him at Lampaſcus, where he was educated ; but after 
ſome Time, for his vicious Practices, he was baniſhed 


the Country. The Inhabitants thereupon being infected 


with a grievous Diſeaſe, conſulted the Oracle of Dodona, 
which adviſed them to recal Priapus into their Country; 
which they did, and built Temples, and offered Sacri- 
fice to him, and worſhipped him as the Protector of 
their Vineyards and Gardens, who could defend their 
Fruit from miſchievous Birds and Thieves, and puniſh 


ſuch as endeavoured to hurt or blaſt them with their In- 


ehantments. | | 
His Image his deſcribed naked, with a diſtorted Coun» 


tenance, and Hair diſheveled, crowned with Garden- 


Herbs, with a Sicle in his Hands, to cut and prune ſuper- 
Auous Branches, or as an Enſign of Terror and Puniſh+ 
ment. Being ſet up in Orchards after the Manner cf. a. 


Scarecrow, and made of the firſt Piece of Wood that came” 


te the Hands of the Peaſant, it was often doubiful whe- 
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ther he ſhould make a God of it, or commit it to the 
Flames ; it was not very regularly carved, or beautiful, 
ſo that generally the Feet were wanting, 

He is called Hell:/pontiacus becauſe Lempaſcus is ſitu- 
ated upon the Hellaſpont. There was a Port called Pri- 


| apus, and a City ſituated upon the Sea Coaſt near Durda- 


nia, where Priapus was worſhipped with more than or- 
dinary Solemnity ; and this might give Riſe to the Opi- 
nion, that Prigpus was a God held in ſpecial Honour by 
the Mariners. 5 | 
There was no other Beaſt offered to him but the V, 
becauſe as Priapus was going to violate the Chaſtity of 
Veſta, as ſhe lay aſleep, Silenus's Aſs brayed, and awak- 
ened the Goddeſs, and ſo prevented all farther Miſchief ; 
the Nymph Lotis flying from him, was changed into the 
Lotus Tree, whoſe Fruit is ſo pleaſant, that whoſoever 
taſtes it forgets his own Country. | 
Priapus was ſaid to be the Son of Bacchus, that js, 
the Sun, and Venus, that is, Mo/fure, to ſhew that all 
Trees, Plants and Fruits, are engendered and maintained 
by the Heat of the Sun, and their own radical Moi- 


ture.

Of FLORA. 


LO RA is the ſame Goddefs with Chloris or Ver- 
dure, the Wife of Zephyrus ; ſhe is adorned with 
much Finery and Gracefulneſs, and dreſſed with Variety 
of Flowers, of which ſhe is the Goddeſs; for the An- 
cients would intimate by this Match, that Flora, or the 
natural Heat of the Plant, muſt concur with the Influence 
of the Air, and the Moiſture of the avarme/t Wind, for the 
Production of Flowers, There were a great many Dei- 
ties 
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ties multiplied by the Romans upon this Occaßon 
amongſt others, Pro/erpina has Charge over the Plan: 
whilſt. it is creeping out of the Ground; the God Nodinus 
whilſt it 4zots, and the Floaber is wrapt up within the 
Bud ; the Goddeſs Yolutia whilſt the Leaves are dilating 
themſelves : and Flora when the Bloſſom is in its full 
Bloom and Beauty: So Lactucina preſides over Corn when 
there is Milk in it; Matura when it ripens, and Ho/iilina 
when it ſhoots out into Fars, and Tutelina when it is 
reaped, Robigus had a Feſtival inticurgggh-him by Numa 
on the 25th of April, called Robigalia, for driving away 
the Blaſt that happens to Corn in the Ear, through too 
much Drought. (os | | 
The noted Story is, that Flora was a Courtezan, who 
got a great Sum of Money by ber immodeſt Practices, 


and made the Roman People her Heir, upon Condition 


that the Games called Floralia might be celebrated annu- 
ally on her Birth- Day: But that the Senate, to cover ſo 


ſcandalous a Matter, pretended they were inſtituted in 


Honour of the Goddeſs of Fuabers; for Flcra was one 
of the Deities that long before that Time was honoured 
by the Sabines, and received by the Romans, when they 
two became one People. The Floralia were celebrated 
in the Campius Martius, being firſt proclaimed by 
the Sound of Trumpet : During te Time of the Feſtival, 
the Zdiles ſcattered Beans, Peaſe, and other Pulſe 
amongſt the People; at laſt they came to that Exceſs of 
Indecency, by Perſons appearing naked, that when Cato, 
that ſevere Cenſor of Manners, came to be a SpeQator, 
the Romans had ſo much Remains of Modeſty left, that 
they would not proceed, til} a Perſon of his Probity and 
Virtue had made his Exit, |

Of FERONI A, 


EN ONT A was the Goddeſs of Groves, Orchards, 

1 and ſuch Trees as bear Fruit. What Parents ſhe 
might have, where born or educated, is not delivered 
gown to us; ſhe was Wife to Jupiter Auxur, ſo called 
becauſe he was worſhipped in that Place. When the La- 
cedæmoniuns were offended at he Rigour of Lycurgus's 


Laws, they reſolved to ſeek ont for ſome new. Planta- 
tion; and after a long and dangerous Voyage at Sea, 
they arrived in a Part of Jah, where to ſhew their Gra- 
titude for their Preſervation, they built a Temple to the 
Goddeſs Ferenia, ſo called from their bearing patiently all 
that had happened to them in their Paſſage : This l'em- 
le was fituated in a Grove, under the Hill Sorage; the 
Kobe or Grove caſually taking Fire, the Inhabitants 
ran to remove and preſerve the Image, when on a ſudden 
the Fire was extinguiſhed, and the Grove became green 
and flouriſhing, as it was before that Accident. The 
Prieſts, and ſuch as were inſpired by this Goddeſs, uſed 
to walk bare foot upon burning Coals without any Hurt J 
which Spettacle every Year brought together a great Con- 
courſe of People. Servants were made free in her Te 
ple, and received the Cap, which,was the Badge of their 


Liberty; for which they worſhipped her as their Pro- 
tectreſs. | | 
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| © Of Pomona and VERTUMNUS. 


*BOMONAZ was a Nymph of Latium, worſhipped 
as the Goddeſs of Fruits and Gardens, Whilſt ſhe 
was buſy locking after her Plantaticns, Vertumnus, a prin- 
ipal God amongſt the Romangy ſo called from the Power 
had of turning himſelf into any Shape, fell in Love 
with her; and taking ie Likencis of an old Matron, 
came into her Garden, ſaluted her, commending the 
Beauty of it, and the Pains ſhe took to make it agree - 
able, and from the Contemplation of the Vine's being 
ſupported by the Elm, fell into a Diſcourſe of the Uſeful- 
neſs and Happineſs of a married Life: The Diſcowſe 
prevailed but little, till throwing off his Diſguiſe, he ap- 
peared as a ycung God, with his Rays darting I'ke ch 
Sun from beneath a Cloud; the Nymph at the Sight was 
ſoon fired with a mutual Flame, and they became a hap- 
py Couple. . 
Vertumnus is an Emblem of the Vear, which turns it 
ſelf into Variety of Shapes, according to the Multitude 
of its Productions in different Seaſons; but is at no Tims 
more graceful than when Pomona, the Goddeſs of ripe 
Fruits, ſubmits to his Embraces. 

There was no God had more Images erected to him 
than Yeriumnus: The Romans held him to be the God 
of Thoughts, ſince nothing is more inconſtant than Mens 
Thoughts and Actions, or that admits of greater Variety. 
He was eſteemed the God of Trade/men, from the Turns 
and Changes they make with their Merchandizes. Some | 
think he was called Yeriumnus from turning the Lake {| 
Curtus in the River Tibris. His Feſtivals were called 
Vertumnalia, and celebrated in October. | 

The Hiſtorians ſay he was an ancient King of the 
Tuſcans, and that he taught his People the Way of plant- 


ing 
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ing Orchards, Gardens and Vineyards, and the Manner 
een pruning and grafting of Trees; for which 
Reaſon he is painted with a Garland of all Sorts of Flow- 


ers upon his Head, a Pruning Hook in one Hand, and 
ripe Fruits in the other. -

T- HE Orea, or Or:/eades were Nymphs inhabit- 
1 ing ie ,; they were the Davghters of 
Hzccateus, by aDaughter of Phoroneus ; but rather, as 
Homer ſays, they were the Daughters of Jupiter: Some 
reckoned only five of them, but Diana had a Thouſand 
to attend her. Theſe Nymphs were the firſt that diverted 
 Mortals from eating one another, and raw Fleſh, by 
chewing how to feed on Acrons and Cheſnuts. Maeliqqa 
was the firſt that found Honey in Peli panneſus, which ſhe 
1mparted to her Companions, who were ſo delighted with 
it, that ever aſterwards they called Bees by the Name of 
Mel gæ, from their Benefactreſs. Theſe Nymphs preſidin 
over Mountains, had likewiſe the Care of Trees and wil 
Beaſts, for they would have nothing to do with tame 
Animals and Paſtures. The Dryades, who were the 
Nymphs of Mood, and Forefts, had their peculiar Trees, 
with which they were thought to be born, and to pe- 
Tiſh, to be refreſhed when the Rain deſcended gently on 
them, and to grieve when the Winter dnpriegs them of 
their Leaves. There are ſeveral Stories of Nymphs, that 
have done Favours to thoſe who have preſerved their 
Trees, and of others that have deſtroyed thoſe that hurt 
them: the Father of Paræbius being about to cut down 
a ſpreading Oak, there appeared to him a Nymph, who 
upon her Laces beſeeched him to ſpare the Tree, be- 


a cauſe 
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cauſe her Life was bound up in it; but he being inexora- 
ble felt the fatal Eſſects of his deſtroying it, by the Ruin 
of himſelf and Family. But Arcas was rewarded by the 
Marriage of a Nymph, whoſe Oak he had preſerved by 
turning a River that had ſapped the Roots of it, and in a 
little Time would otherwiſe have overthrown it. | 

The Ancients thought all the Nymphs in general were 
the Offspring of Oceanus and Terhys, and were them- 
ſelves the Mothers of Rivers. Orpheus ca'ls them all 

Hamadryades; they were well-ſhaped, beautiful, and 

charming Virgins, diſtinguiſhed into ſeveral Ranks; ſome 
were Celeſtial, which were thought by the Ancients to 

be the Souls or Intellects which govern the Spheres, and 
theſe they called the Mu/es, who diſperſed the Influences 
of the Stars upon Earth: Some were Terreſtrial, as 
the Nurſes of Ceres and Bacchus; the Naiades delighting 

in Waters, the Napeæ in Mradows and Flowers, the Lim- 
niades in Lakes, the Ephydriades in Fruntains,. in which 
they uſed to hide themſelves. The Sea Nymphs were in 
great Numbers called Nereides, from NVereus their Father. 

Theſe Nymphs denote the Power of Moiſture, which 
diffuſes itſelf throagh every Thing, and how the Nature 
of Water contributes to the Procreation of all Things, 
and to the Nouriſhment of Ceres and Bacchus, that is, of 
Whatever conduces to the necefſary Support or Pleaſure 
of human Life. | : 

Pau/anias having mentioned the Nymph Lelza, Daugh- 
ter of Cephiſus and Nomia, a Native of Arcadia, ſays, that 
it was the Opinion of the ancient Poets, that the Nymphs 
were not altogether free from Death, or immortal, Car 

that their Years were in a Manner innumerable; that 

Prophecies were inſpired by the Nymphs, as well as the 
other Gods, and that they had foretold the Deſtruction 

of ſeveral Cities; they were likewiſe eſteemed as the 

Authors of Divination. 3 

Though Goats were facrificed to them, yet their con- 
ſtant Offerings were Mill, Old Honey and Wine ; it is re- 
markable, that the Sacrifices were adapted to the Nature 
of the ſeveral Gods, to the Celeſtial Fires, Lights, and 
| = whatever 
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whatever was moſt agreeable to the Sight; to the Aerial 
Deities, Harmony, ſweet Incenſe, and whatever might 
perfume the Air, and pleaſe the Smell or Hearing; but 
as to the watry and terreſtrial Gods, the Sacrifices had 


, more Relation to the Taſte, and were of a groſſer 
1 Nature. Wha | 
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Of the PENATE S. 
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HE Paates were the Gods who received Infants 
RK into their Protection, immediately after Lucina had 
performed her Office to them: They were eſteemed 
the Gods by whom we breathe, underſtand and live; it is 
ſaid by the Ancients, that they were Jupiter, Juno, Mi- 
nerva and Veſta; they had their Names, either from the 
Plenty of Proviſion they afford to Mankind, or from their 
- being placed in e myft inuard and ſecret Parts of Hea- 
Ven, where, together with Jupiter, they held their Coun- 
cils. Some of theſe Penates preſided over Kingdoms and 
Provinces, others over Cities, and the inferior Sort of 
them over private Houſes; they were honoured in Palaces 
by a perpetual Fire, Ind in particular Families by offering 
ſome of that which was ſerved to the Table. | 
Dardanus brought the Penates out of Samothracia into 
Phrygia, and AZ neas carried them from Troy to Italy, 
where they had the Titles of the great Gods, the bene- 
ficent Gods, and the-magnificent Gods; the Nature and 
Shape of them were Myſteries, it ſeems, not to be pryed 
| Into, and have only this Account from Timæus, that 


they were Iron and brazen Gods, and earthen Ware 
brought from Troy 0403-26) ee e 
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CHAP. XLI. 
Cf the LAaRes, 


H E Lares were the Sons of Mercury and the 
.Nymph Lara, who had her Tongue cut out by 
Jupiter, tor revealing his Amours to Juno; he ordered 
Mercury to carry her to Hell, as a Place proper. for 
her future Silence: During her Paſſage Mercury raviſhed 
her, and ſhe brought forth the, Dzmons called Lare, 


They are painted like young Boys, with Dog ſkins about 


their Shoulders, and having a Dog always by them, to 
ſhew they are the faithful Preſervers of the Places com- 
mitted to their Charge; they are deſcribed like wiſe with 
their Heads covered, which 1s a Sign of Liberty, and de- 
notes that Men in their own Houſes ought to be free, and 
protected from Wrong and Violence. Some think that 
whatever is ſaid of the Penates, may be ſaid of the Lares; 
their Sacrifices were the ſame; as the firſt Fruits of the 
Earth, Wine, Incenſe, and Garlands of Flowers. 

The Romans at firſt offered Boys in Sacrifice to them, 
but thoſe barbarous Rites were altered into other Cere- 


- monies, as offering the Heads of Poppies, Woollen Balls, 


and Images of Straw, in the Stead of them; the 
Feaſts called Compitalia, in the Month of January, were 
obſerved to their Honour, becauſe they were Keepers of 
the Highways, and did not only watch for the Preſer- 
vation of private Men, but for the Guard of the Empire, 
and therefore at that Time there were always Sacrifices 
for the Welfae cf the Publick. Some of the Ancients 
thought, that the Souls of Men, when free from the 
Body, became a Sort of Dæmons or Lemures; that they 
who were kind to their Families, and watched over their 
Preſervation, had the Name of Lares; whereas the 


others were called Larwe, who for a Puniſhment of their 


_Crimes committed in their Life-time, were condemned

was thought to be of that Spirit of Nature which begete | 


all Things, aſſiſts at all Generations, and protects what- 

ever is produced; the Birth-Day and the Marriage-Bed, 

had the Name of Genial from his Influence, and all 
Things were agreeable to him that tended to Mirth and 
Pleaſure. Not only Men, but Cities, Places, and indeed 
5 every Thing, had its peculiar Genius ; but there was com- 


| monly two affigned to each Perſon, a good and an evil 


Genius; and theſe were thought to attgnd him from the 


Cradle to the Grave. The Palm Tree was ſacred to the 


Genius ; and his Offerings were Flowers, Wine, Incenſe, 
parched Corr, and Salt, but no Blood was to be ſhed 
upon the Solemnity of the Birth-day. The good Genus 
amongſt-the Greeks had a Temple in the Way that leads 
to the Mountain Mænalus, and at the End of Supper 


they offered him a Cup filled with Wine and Water A- 


mongſt the Romans, the . brought in the Cuſſom

to wander continually, affrighting good Men, and plague 


The Romans had a private Place in their Houſes called 
Lararium, in which, among the Statues of their Gods, 


ſuch as had beſtowed ſome confiderable Favours _ | 


of 
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of ſwearing by the Genius of the Emperor, and Caligula 
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put many Perſons to Death that refuſed it. | 
There is a Story, that when Uly/es came amongſt the 


'Temeſfians, they flew one of his Companions ; to appeaſe 


his Genius, which afflicted them with many Calamities, 


they were forced yearly to offer one of their moſt beau- 


tiful Virgins to him: At laſt, Furhymus, who had been 
Victor in the Olympic Games, being admitted into the 
Temple, fought with thz Genius, who was of a very 
black Complexion, a terrible Shape, and cloathed in a 


#/olf*'s Skin, beat him out of the City, and made him 


take Refuge in the Sea, and ſo releaſed the Virgin; whoſe 
Beauty became the Reward of ſo deſperate an Undertak- 
ing. Brutus is ikewiſe ſaid to have ſeen his evil Ge- 
#ius in a monſtrous and horrid. Shape the Night before 
his Fight, who being aſked what he was, ſaid, J am thy 

evil Genius Brutus, thou ſhait ſee me at Phillippi. Brutus, 


not at all diſcompoſed, anſwered, I uu /ee thee. The 


-Event next Day proved fatal, by the Loſs of the Battle.

T T would be too tedious to enumerate the ſeveral Dei- 
1 ties that were ſaid to have Care of I»fanty; the moſt 
conſiderable Deities that attended the Marriage Solemni- 
ties, and Women in their Labours, have been mentioned 
before ; they were as many Deities as Circumſtances of |: 
Life, or uſeful Offices in a Family, ſuch as cleaving of | 


Mood, and ſweeping the Chamber, whoſe Names ſhew 


what was the peculiar Thing they preſided over: Edulia |: 
gave the Infants Meat, Porica, Drink, Cuba and Cunina |!

for the Funeral of his 
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roc led them in their Cradles, Rumina preſerved them when 


fucking at the Breaſt : She had a Temple at Rome, where 
they offered Mili to her. As Perſons grew up, ſo their 


. Deiti..s to be worſhipped by them increaſed : Murtia had 


her Temple upon the Mount Aventine, as the Goddeſs 
of Idleneſs, that made People lazy; Mediatrina was ſo 
called from curing fick Perſons ; at her Feaſt in September, 
the Romans drank new Wine mixed with old, which 
ſerved them inſtead of Phyſicx. Quies, or Ref, had her 
Temple without the City of Rome; Horta, the Goddeſs 


. who invites Men to great Enterprizes, had a Temple 


which ſtood always open. In ſhort, as every Part of the 
Body was placed under the Influence of ſome Celeſtial 
Conſtellation, ſo it was aſſigned to ſome God, as its par- 
ticular Guardian. But their lait Goddeſs was Libitina, 
who by ſome was thought to be Preſerpine, or the infer- 


nal Venus In her Temple the rich Man's Heir might be

Of Nerevs, and the Nereides. 


TTAVING taken Notice of the Celeſtial and Ter- 
reſtrial Deities, it may not be improper to mention 
ſome of thoſe that belong to the Water. 1 
Nereus was the Son of Oceanus and Tethys, his Educa- 
tion and Authority were in the Waters, his Reſidence 


more peculiarly in the Ægean Seas; he was looked upon 


as a Prophet: When Hercules was ordered to fetch the 
Golden Apples of the Heſperidet, he went to the Ny phs 


that lived in the Grottos of Eridamus, to know where- 


abouts in the World he might find them. The Nymphs 


ſent him to Nereus, who changed himſelf from one Form

to another, but was held ſo faſt by Hercules, tilt he re- 


turned to his firſt Shape, that he was obliged to tell him 


what he enquired for. Nereus, by his Siſter Doris, had 
fifty Daughters, called Vereides, who uſed to play and 
dance in.the Sea, about the Chariot of Neptune. 


They were eſteemed very handſome, inſomuch that 


Caſfrope, the Wife of Cepheus, King of Zrhiopia, after 
having trivmphed over all the Beauties of her Age, dar- 


ing to compare herſelf with the Nereides, raiſed their 


Indignation againſt her to ſuch a Degree, that they ſent 


a prodigious Whale into the Country, ſo that to appeaſe 
them ſhe was commanded by the Oracle to expoſe her 
Daughter Andromeda, bound to a Rock, to be devoured 
by this Monſter ; the Oracle was obeyed, but Perſeus, by 


his Valour, delivered Andromeda, and procured Caffiope 
to be taken into Heaven. F IS

CHAP. XIV. 
Of TRITOx. 


T is not agreed who were the Parents of Triton, whe- 
1 ther Neptune and Amphitrite, and Neptune and Celæno, 
or, Oceanus and Tethys, or Nereus; he was a Sea God, 


the Herald and Trumpeter of Oceanus and Neptune ; the 


upper Part of his Body to the Navel, as likewiſe his 
Voice was human; he had two Fore-feet like a Hor/e, elſe 
his lower Parts were like a Dolphin, with a double forked 
Tail, that reſembled a Half Moon; his Hair was like 
Wild Parſley, his Eyes blue, his Mouth very large, his 
Shoulders of a purple Colour, and he was covered all over 


with little Scales; ſometimes he is deſcribed riding on a 


Chariot, drawn by Horſes of a Sky Colour. 


Ile uſed frequently to take away the Cattle grazing in 


the Fields of Tazagra, and ſometimes deſtroyed the 
l ſmaller 
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ſmaller Veſſels; to appeaſe him they offered him Wine, 


and he being pleaſed with the Smell, drank freely of it, 
went to ſleep, and falling from an Eminence upon the 


Shore had his Head cut off by one of the Tanagrians. 


He had a Daughter named Trifia, a Priefteſs of Ni- 
nerva, Who, by the God Mars, brought him a Grandſon 
called Menacippus. There were ſeveral of theſe Tritons, 
that were all of the ſame Shape, and the conſtant At- 


tendants upon Neptune, and the Protectors of Sea-faring 


Perſons. 


CHAP. ILXVI. 


Of Ino and PalEtmon. 


Nother of the Sea-Deities was Ire, the Daughter 


of Cadmus and Harmonia, and Wife of Athamas 


Bacchus's being born there, and to Ino in particular, for 
bringing him up, Atbamas ran mad, and in one of his 
F its kil ed Loarches, a Son of his by Ino: She fearing the 
ſame Fate, took up her other Son Melicerte, and running 


to the Sea-fide, leaped from the Rock Molyris with him 


into the Sea: They were kindly entertained by Neptune 
and the Nereides, and had the Honour to be made Sea- 
Deities; However, the Mother, as ſome ſay, was thrown 
up by the Waves, and buried at Megara, and the Son 
likewiſe at the Hbmus of Corinth, Others will have it, 
that he was conveyed thither by a Dolphin, where he

Lencothea, by the Latins, 
Matuta, being reputed the Goddeſs that wfers in the 


Morning ; and therefore probably adored by the Mariners, 
becauſe the Morning Light and Breezes are comfotable 
to them in their Diſtreſs, |

PHE Story of this God is very f anciful, and ſhews 


the Extravagance of the Poetical Invention: He 


was the Son et her of Polybius, the Son of Mercury, 


and Eubæa, or of Phorbus and Panopæa, or of Neptune and 


Nedes, elſe of Paſiphae ; others make Antbedon the Name 
of his Father, others of his Conntry, there being a City 
of that Name in Beotia. He carried off Ariadne from 
the Iſland Dia, and was therefore bound faſt by Bacchus 
with Vine-Twigs : He raviſhed Syma, the Daughter of 
folemes avd Doris, and took her with him into Aa; after 
that he fell in Love with Faurepia the Daughter of Myreus, 
and then with Hydra the Daughter of Scyllus the Sicyonian 
Diver. He was a notable Swimmer, and therefore 
named Pontias, He was the Builder of the Ship Argo, 
and Commander of it, when 7a/on fought with the Tyr- 
rhenians, and was the only Perſon not wounded. He 
dwelt formerly in Delus, and uſed to propheſy with the 


Nere:des, and ſome report, was Maſter to Apollo himſelf 


in that Art. 
As 


As he delighted very much in Fiſhing, ſo one Day as 
he was numbering his Draught upon the Shore, he ob- 
ſerved the Fiſhes.to jump into the Sea again immediately 
upon taſting a certain Herb; he ſtood amazed at the 
= *Thang, and trying the Experiment upon himſelf, leaped. 
1 in after them. Some ſay, that being wear of his Life, 
{ he threw himſelf into the Sea, and that he was turned 

into a Whale, and not a God. | 8 

They that make him the Son of Paſiphae give us this 

Story, that as he was purſuing a Mouſe, he fell into a 

Butt of Honey, and was ſmothered. His Father Minas 

was told, that that Man ſhould inform him of his Son, 

and reſtore him to Life too, that ſhould tell him what 

his Party-coloured Bull was like; Polydius one Day hap- 

pening to compare it to a Black berry, he was appre- 
5 ended, and bid to find out G/aucus : By the Art of Di- 
135 vination he diſcovered where he was ſo ſuffocated; and 
hy being ſhut up with him, with Orders to bring him to 
Life again, in Deſpair he provoked a Serpent to kill 
him, but happened to kill the Serpent; upon this ano- 
I ther Serpent appeared, bringing a certain Herb, which 
48 | he touched the dead Serpent with, and recovered him. 
bo Polydius took it up, and applying it to Glaucus, recovered 
him in the ſame Manner: However, after that he had 
brought Glaucus to life again, he could not be permitted 
to return into Argos his own Country, till he had taught 


his Patient the Art of Divination.

CHAP. XLVII. 
Of O RIO x. 
18 Original was very extraordinary: Hyricus, an 
| H Inhabitant of the City of Tanagre in Bœotia, was lo 


very hoſpitable to Strangers, that the Gods Jupiter, Nep- 


14 tune, 
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tune, and Mercury, did him the Honour of a Viſit, and. 
were ſo well pleaſed with their Entertainment, that they 
offered him the Choice of any Thing he could think of; 
nothing pleaſing the old Man like a Son, the Gods took 
an Ox's Hide, and pouring in their Urine, gaveit to the. 
Man's Wife, bidding her cover it in the Earth till ten 
Months were expired; at which Time Orion was born, 
called at firſt Urion, becauſe the Gods had contributed 
their Urine; but to avoid the Indecency of the Name, 
he was named Orion. 28 5 
He was a famous Hunter, and kept a fine Pack of 
Hounds: He obtained of Neptune the Power of walking 
as lightly upon the Waters as Ipbiclus did over the Ears 
of Corn, and was befides of fo tall a Stature, that no 
Place in the Ocean was deep enough to cover his Shovk 
ders. He travelled through the Sea to CBos, and endea- 
vouring to vitiate rope, the Wife of King Oenopion, 
was by him ſeized, deprived of his Eyes, and turned out, 
of the Iſland, Walking on to Lemnos, he met with 
Vulcan, who received him kindly, and gave him Cedalion, 
one of his Servants, to be his Guide; under his Conduct 
he went to the Palace of the Sun in the Eaſt, and was by- 
his Aſſiſtance reſtored to Sight. After this, he made War 
upon Oenopion, who being hid under Ground by his Ci- 
tizens, eſcaped his Vengeance: when he had ſearched 
for him till he was weary, he retired to Crete, where he 
gave himſelf up to hunting. Beſides bis Adventure 
with Trepe, he would have raviſhed the Pleiades, Daugh- 
ter of Atlas and Pleione, and their Mother with them, 
purſuing them throughout Bæotia for the Space of five 
Years, till Jupiter, out of Pity, took them amongſt the 
Stars. He was at laſt killed by Diana, either with her 
Arrows, or by a Scorpion that ſhe raiſed out of the 
Ground; either becauſe an Attempt he made to raviſh 
her, or becauſe he boaſted that no Beaſts whatever could 
eſcape him, or becauſe he would have raviſhed Opis, one 
of the Nymphs of Diana's Train. 5 
Diocles ſays, that Orion was ſo beautiful a Youth, that 
Aurora Carried him off with her to the Ifland 3 
| "5 f and 
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and Diana was ſo fond of him that ſhe reſolved to be 
married to him: Apollo ſaw it, and often chid his Siſter 
upon this Account; but finding it to no Purpoſe, he laid 
hold of this Opportunity to diſpatch Orio# out of the 
Way; for one Day ſeeing him walking through the Sea, 
with his Head appearing above the Water, he offered to 
lay a Wager with Diana, that ſhe could not hit that 
Mark with her Arrows; Diana, by Reaſon of the Diſ- 
tance, not imagining what it was, and defiring to ſhew 
her Skill in Archery, drew her Bow, and fixed her Ar- 
row in Orion's Forehead: When ſhe came to the Know- 
ledge of what ſhe had done, ſhe was ſo concerned, that 
to make him ſome Sort of Amends, ſhe prevailed upon 
Jupiter to place him amongſt the Stars.

Medaſa was one of the Gorgons, who being metamor- 
phoſed, as was ſaid before, turned many of the Peop:e 
that lived near the Tritonian Lake into Stones, and there- 
fore the Gods out of Pity ſent Perſeus, the Son of Jupi- 
ter and Daxae, to cut off her Head: He received Wings 
for his Heels, and a Scymetar from Mercur), and a Shield 
In the Nature of a Looking-glaſs from Pallas, and a Hel- 
met from Pluto; thus he fled to Tarteſſus, a City of 
Iberia, where directed by hi Looking-glais, he diſpatched 

"hh her 
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her Head at one Blow, and putting it in a Bag that had 


been lent him by the Nymphs, he carried it to Pallas. 
From the Blood that guſhed forth from the Head of Me- 
duſa, when it was cut off, there immediately ſprang forth 
the winged Horſe Pegaſus, and from the Drops aroſe all 
Sorts of Serpents. | . 
The Gorgons were of two Sorts, though all came from 
the ſame Parents as Medu/a. Some of them were old 


Women and prey when they were born, and therefore 7 


were called Gree they dwelt in Scythia, and had one 
Eye and one Tooth in common amongſt them; theſe 
they made Uſe of when they went abroad, and at other 


Times they were laid up in a Coffer. Perſeus tock both 


Eye and Tooth away from them when he was going to 
kill Mrduſa, nor would he reſtore them till they had told 
him where the Nymphs dwelt that had Shoes with Wings 
to them. CEOS 
Theſe Gree, had three Siſters called Gorgons, their 
Heads were covered with curling Snakes, they had Tufts 
like Bores, brazen Hands and golden Wings; they dwelt 
not far from the He/perides, in the weſtern Parts of Iberia. 
They uſed to turn all Perſons into Stones that they looked 
on. When Per/eus had ſlain Meduſa, they flew after him 
as if they would have ſwallowed him up ; but when they 
could not find him by Reaſon of Pluto's Helmet, they 
thought it proper to deſiſt. Afterwards theſe Ger gent, 


together with other Monſters, as Centaurs, Harpiet, Hy- 


dra's, &c. were thrown into Hell, there to become the 
Tormentors of wicked Perſons,

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ROTE Us was another Sea- God, the Son of We. 
tune, and the Nymph Phænice; or, as others will 
have it, of Oceanus and Tethys ; he lived at the Pharos of 
Alexandria, in Quality of Herdſmen to Neptune. Goipg 
to Phlegra, he married the Nymph Forone, of whom he 
had Tmlus and Telegonus, two Youths, who when they 
grew up treated Strangers ſo barbarouſly, that their good 
Father Proteus being unable to bear with it, got Leave 
of Neptune to return into Egyyt, and was conveyed thither 
through a long Cave which Neptune made for him under 
the Seas: Afterwards, when the News was brought him 
that Hercules had put his Sons to Death ſor their Cruelty, 
he did not ſhed any Tears, becauſe they were ſuch pro- 
fligate Perſons ; nor did he ſeem ſatisfied, becauſe they 
were his Sons. | | $3108 3 
Hheſides theſe Children he had Cabera, Retia and 1d. 
thea, who when Menalus was doubting whether he ſhould 
return into his Country or no, gave him that Advice, 
whereby covering himfelf and his Men with the Skins of 
Sea-Calves juſt killed, and pretending to lie aſleep upon. 
the Shore, where Proteus about Noon uſed to ſleep 
amougſt the Sea-Cattle, he ſeized the God, and held him 
faſt, tilt, after he had turned himſelf into Water, Fire, 
Wild Beaſts, 'Trees, Birds and Serpents, he was obliged 
to return to his natural Shape, and inform them of _ 
future good or ill Fortune. Orpheus aſeribes to this 


Deity the Keys of the Sea, and makes him the univerſal pb.

by Sea-Cattle, a Sort of Horſes with two Legs, and

CHAP. III. 
' Of Casror and Pol Lux. 


5 "=" HE Original cf theſe two Gods was this; Jupiter 
in the Shape of a Swan, ſang ſo very charmingly, 
that Leda fell in Love with him; or, as others ſay, 
was purſued in that Shape by an Eagle, and took Refuge 
in Leda's Boſom ; ſhe bore him an Egg, of which were 
hatched Caſtor, Pollux, and Helena: Many ſay, there 
were two Eggs, and that from one ſprang Pollux and 
Caſtor, from the other Helena, Clytemneftra and Timan- 
dra; or, as the beſt Accounts have it, Pollux and Helena 
came the Egg that Leda conceived of Jupiter, the reſt 
were her Children by Yyndarus, who therefore were 
mortal, and the others immortal, 8 5 
However, they are called Tyndaride, and were born 


at Paphnus, an Ifland belonging to Lacedæmon; though 


there was a great Controverſy between the Spartan and 
 Meſſenians, whoſe Country Gods theſe were. Jupiter 
tranſlated the Form of a Swan, that he made Uſe of, in- 
to Heaven, and ſent Mercury to remove theſe Youths 


from their Birth-place to Pellene, in Order to be educated 


there. Afterwards, when Jaſon was preparing to fail 
for the Golden Fleece, amongſt other adventurous Heroes 
came Caſtor and Pollux, and behaved themſelves very 

| gallantly 
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gallantly throughout all the Voyage. When they put in 
for Water at the Shore of the Bebrycians, Amycus, the 
Son of Neptune King of the Country, challenged all 
the Argonauts to box with him, as his Pradice was to 
kill Strangers, by forcing them to a Battle of Fiſtycuffs; 
Pollux engaged with him, and ſtew him, with many o- 
thers of the Bebrycians: After the Colebian Expedition, 
theſe two did great Service in clearing the Seas of li- 
rates, and made War upon Athens, for the Recovery of 
their Siſter Helen, who had been ſtolen away by The/eus ; 
and having ſtormed the City, and recovered Helen, were 
ſo merciful as to ſpare all the Athenians, except an old 
Woman, Atbra, the Mother of Theſeus, whom they 
carried away captive, From that Time all merciful Kings 
and Saviours of their Country, were called Dio/curi; that 


is, the Sons of Jupiter, as were Caſtor and Pollux. After 


this, they fell in Love with two Siſters, Phxbe and Ta- 
layra, the Daughters of Leucippus and Arfince, took them 
from their Father, and did not ſcruple to do the ſame 
Thing to others, which they took fo heinouſly at the 
Hand of The/eus. Some talk of a Son that Pollux had by 
Phabe, called Magſibus, and of another that Caſor had 
by Talayra, named Anogon : Thoſe Siſters were con tracted 
to Lynceus and Ida, the Sons of Aphareus, who in revenge 
fought the Raviſhers near the Mountain Taygetus; in the 
Battle Caftor was killed by Lyxceus, as Lynceus was by 
Pollux with a Stone Pillar; upon which Pollux erected 
a Trophy: Pollux himſelf had been wounded by Ida, if 


Jupiter had not ſtruck him with Thunder. However, 


Caſtor being ſlain, Pollux begged of Jupiter to make him 
immortal, which not being poſſible, he obtained that he 
might impart half his own Immortality to his Brother: 
So that each of them are ſaid to live and die every other 
Day. After the Death of Caſtor, there was a Dance in- 
ſtituted in Memory of him, called the Caftorean Dance, 


to be performed by young Men in Armour. 


The Reaſon why theſe Gods arc ſuppoſed favourable 
to Mariners is this: When the Argonauts ſailed firſt from 
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| Sig.eum, they were encountered with a great Storm, and 
Orpheus was making Vows for the Safety of the Ship, 
when two ſtrange Fires appeared playing about the 
Heads of Caſtor and Pollux; there following immediately 
a wonderful Calm, it was thought there was ſomething 
divine in theſe Youths ; and ever after when ſuch Fires 
appeared, it was believed they were ſent by their Com- 
mand ; and when thefe Meteors came together, they were 
eſteemed favourable to Mariners, and called by their 
Names Caftor and Pollux: When one only was ſeen, it 
was looked upon as dangerous, and termed Helena. 
White Lambs were ſacrificed to theſe Gods, in Token 
of their benign Aſpects. The Cephalenſes were their 
greateſt Admirers; they ranked them amongſt their 
Magni Dei, Gods of the higheft Order, and Men com- 
monly ſwore by them. They had a Temple conſecra- 
ted to them in the Forum of Rome, becauſe it was 
thought that in the Battle with the Latin, they came 
into the Field, riding on white Horſes, and by their. 
Conduct inclined the Victory, which before ſtood doubt- 
fal, to the Side of the Romans. It is ſaid they were bu- 
ried in a Place belonging to the Lacedæmoni ans; and 
that it was forty Years « th their Death before they 
were ' received {into the Number of Gods, and called 
Gemini. | 


(CHAP. Ll 
Of ROL VSV. 


| OLUS, the Emperor of the Winds, was the Son 
of Hippotas ; his Mother was Menecla, the Daugh- 
ter of Hyllus King of Lipara : He dwelt in the Iſland of 
Strongyle, one of the ſeven Iſlands that are called Zolian, 
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nas being all under the Dominion of Zo/us. Some ſaid 
that Strong yle, others that Lipara, was the Habitation 
and Workhouſe of Vulcan, and this was confirmed by 
the Stones that were thrown out of it upon fiery Erup- 
tions, The Ancients uſed to depoſit rough Iron, and 
the Reward for working 1t into Swords, or othex neceſ- 
ſary Utenfils, and find them ready upon the Shore the 
next Morning. | | 

Holus, according to ſome Authors, had his Seat at 
Rhegium in Jialy : He had an univerſal Power over the 
Winds, which he confined in a vaſt Priſon, and chained . 
them ſo, as that they ſhould not be able to contend ith 
one another; for before he had this Command over 
them, they had many Combats, in which Cities were 
overthrown, and Countries totally deftroyed : For where- 
as Sicily was joined to Italy, they divided them; and 
whereas before there was no Mediterranean Sea, the Force 
of a Tempeſt tore the Earth, and the Waters entering b 
Calpe, made that Sea, which is within the Land, and is 
a Boundary to Africa and Fus pe; for the Land was low, 

and ſo eaſily covered with Water; but the Mountains 
{ill ene and became ſo many Iſlands. | 

The Winds were likewife called Thracian, becauſe il ey 
were thought to blow out of Thrace, and that they had 
their Dwelling there, in a great Cave, _. 

The Folian Iſlands, ſome Authors fay, for a long 
Time lay deſart, till, Ziparas, the Son of Auſonis, having 
ſome Contentions with his Brothers, came thither with 
a Fleet and Colony, 2nd called one of them Lipara. 
When he grew old, Solus, the Son of Hippotas, married 
his Daughter Cyane, and gathering many People toge- 
e cauſed all the reſt of the ſeven Hlands to be inba- 
bited. 

He 1 0 itable both to Gods and Men, juſt to his 
Subjects, ſkilful in warlike Affairs, and accompliſhed in 
all Sorts of human Prudence. He is faid to have invent- 
ed Sails for his Shipping. Living in ſuch rongh and 
mountainous Places, by the Flux and Reflux of the Sea, 
and by the Obſervation of the fiery Eruptions, 3 
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foretel Storms and Tempeſts, and what Winds were 
likely to rule for ſuch a Seaſon; for before the South 
Wind blew, the Iſland Lipara would be covered with a 
thick Cloud, and before the North Wind the Iſle would 
fend forth clear Flames with exceeding great Noiſe and 
Roaring. ; N 


CHAP. LIK 
Of Bore as. 


IS Parentage is unknown; his Reſidence was uſu- 
H ally in ſome Cave or other of Thrace. The Story 
that goes of him is, that ſeeing Orithyia, the Daughter 
of Erictbeus King of 4thens, gathering Flowers with her 
Damſels near a River Side, he tel in Love with her, 
raviſhed her, and carried her into Thrace. When Xerxes 
had failed with his wonderous Fleet croſs the Helleſpont, 


-upon a Deſign to ravage Greece, the Athenians were com- 


* 


manded to call their Son- in- law Boreas to their Aſſiſtance, 
who ſhattered the Per/an Fleet to ſuch a Degree, that 
the beſt Part of it was loſt or diſabled. Boreas had by 
Oritbyia four Daughters, Upis, Laxo, Hecaerge, and Cleo- 
fatra, otherwiſe called Arplice; and two Sons, Zeres 
and Calais, who ſailed with the other, Argonauts to Col- 
chis : When they arrived at Phineus's Court, they drove 
the Harpies from his Table. They were themſelves after- 
wards killed by Hercules, either in dividing the Preſent 
that Jaſen made to the Heroes that accompanied him, or 
becauſe they were againſt the Ship's returning into Mya, 
or out of Envy, becauſe they out-ran him, being very 
ſwift of Foot, and having the Power beſides of flying; 
or elſe in Revenge, becauſe their Father Boreas ſent a 
Tempeſt upon the Ifland Cos, Beſides Orithyia, Boreas 
raviſhed Chloris, the Daughter of Ardburus, and took her 
with him to the Hill Niphates, which for a long Time 

| was 
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| was called the Bed of Boreas, but afterwards had che 
— of Caucaſus ; of her he begat Hyrpace. ö

HES E were two Monſters in the Sicilian Streights, 
famous for their Enmity towards Mariners; the 
former was the Daughter of Phoronis and Hecate, and

. K with Jealouſy, that ſhe caſt a certain Poiſon 
into the Fountain that Scy/la uſed to bathe in; throwing 


her into a Fit of Madneſs, ſhe leaped into the Sea, an 
was changed into a Monſter ; others ſay it was Glaucut” 


ſhe had to do with, and that Circe was the jealous Rival 
that poiſoned the Fountain; that Scy/la ſeeing her lower 
Parts going into Dog's, Snake's and Dolphin's Tails, ſhe 
drowned herſelf out of Deſpair, Some confound this.. 
with another Scylla, the Daughter of Ny/zs, King of the 
Megarenſes, who from the Walls falling in Love with 
Minos, who beſieged the City Megara, 2 her Fa- 
ther into his Hands, by cutting off a purple Lock of 


Hair, which as long as Ny/zs wore, the Oracle had pro- 


nounced him immortal ; that finding herſelf deſpiſed by 
Minos, who deteſted her Treachery, ſhe threw herſelf 
into the Sea, and had Dogs joined to her by the Gods to, 
be her Tormentors, and to make her not only monſtrous, 
but miſerable : Others again change her into a Lark, and 
her Father into an Haw4, which bears an irreconcileable 
Averſion to the other: Pau/anias ſays ſhe was neither 
metamorphoſed into a Bird nor a Monſter, but thrown 
into the Sea by Minos's Order, and toſſed by the Waves, 


till ſhe was carried to the Scy/lzaz Promontory, where her 


Corps 
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| Corps lay unburied, till it was devoured by Birds, which 
give Occaſion to the Story. Which of the two Scylia's 
this was is uncertain. She is 'variouſly deſcribed ; moſt 
agree, that ſhe had a Multitude of Heads and Necks fo 
long, that they could reach and attack a Ship at a very 
Front Diſtance : Whoſoever ſailed by that Place were in- 
allibly ſhipwrecked, and devoured by theſe Monſters. 
| Charybdis was a very ravenous and rapacious Woman, 
who having ſtolen ſome Oxen from Hercules, that he had 3 
taken from Geryon, was thunder-ſtruck by Jupiter. and 
transformed into a Sea-Monſter. Some affirm, that Her- 
cules killed her himſelf, others that Scyla committed 
this Robbery, and was killed for it by Hercules, but that 
by the Care of her Father Phhorcus ſhe was put into a 
Cauldron, and ſtewed in it ſo long that ſhe came to Life 
again, 

Scylla and Charybdis were Rocks, and Eddys, lying in 
the Streights between Italy and Sicily, through which 
Hercules paſſed with much Loſs and Danger ; but he af- 
terwards, by Engines of his own Invention, cleared the 
Seas ſo effectually, and rendered them fo navigable, that 
fince that Time there has been nothing heard of them,

Of AR10N. 


ARION was born at Methyna, of what Parents 

it is uncertain: He was an admirable Harper, and 

a famous D:ithyrambick Poet, if not the Inventor of the 
Cyclian Chorus : He flouriſhed in the Court of Periander, 

Tyrant of Corinth, where after he had for ſome Time re- 

fided, he had a Deſire to viſit /taly and Sicily; whence 
alſo after ſome Stay, and vaſt Riches acquired by his Mu- 

ſick, he propoſed to return to Corinth, . At the Port of 

. | Tarentum, 
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Farentum, he reſolved to truſt himſelf with none but 
Corinthian Mariners ; they being put out pretty far from 
Land, after ſome Conference with themſelves, com- 
manded Arion to deliver all his Wealth up to them, and 
to throw himſelf into the Sea, unleſs he had a Mind to 
diſpatch himſelf ſome other Way. He ſeeing it in vain 
to refiſt, brought them qut his Money ; defiring Leave 
only to play them one Tune before he left the Ship, 
thinking, that by the Sight of the Gold, and the Sweet- 
neſs of the Muſick, they might poſſibly be mollified 
this proving in vain, he ſummoned up all his Skill, and 
going off with a Flouriſh called Lex Or:hia, threw him- 

elf with his Harp, Garland, and the reſt of his Apparel, 
into the Sea, the Sailors purſued their Voyage, . whilſt 
Arion was carried along by one of the Dolphins, that 
liſtened in Crowds to his Melody, and ſet ſafe on the 
Shore of Tænarui, from whence he ſtraightway went to 
Corinth, and told his Story to the King, Periander be- 
lieving it to be a Fiction, kept him in Prifon till ſuch 
Time as the Mariners arrived there; then aſking what 
News they had heard of Arion, they ſaying they had 
left him well at Tarentum, he brought Arion beſore them, 
in the very Habit he was in when he leaped into the Sea; 
they were ſo. ſurprized at the Sight, that they coafeſſed 
the Fact, and were puniſhed as they deſerved. Arion in 
a ſhort Time recovered Wealth again, and the Dolphin, 
for his good Services, was made a Conſtellation, 
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CHAP. LVI. 


Of the Tafernal Regions; and of AcurRON; 


STYX, CocyTus, and PERIPHLEGETHON. 


P LATO ſays that Apollo and Ops brought certain 
Tables of Braſs from amongſt che Hyperboreans, to 
Delos, in which it was written, that when the Soul was 
releaſed from the Body, it went to an unknown ſubterra- 


neous Receptacle, where Pluto had a Court not leſs than 
that of Jupiter. For the Earth is the Middle of the Globe, 


the upper Hemiſphere is poſſeſſed by Jupiter and his Off- 
ſpring, and the lower by his Brother Pluto: But before 
any Approach can be made to the Court of Pluto, where 


an Iron Gate, with moſt firm Bars, ſecures the Entrance, 


the River Acheron, Cocytus, and many other Difficulties 
mutt be paſſed ; of which hereafter, | 

Alcberon was the Son of Ceres, born in a Cave, con- 
ceived without a Father; or, as others will have it, the 


Son of Titan and Terra, The Reaſons of his being ſent 


to the Infernal Regions are various; one of them is, that 
he furniſhed the Titans with Water when they fought 
againſt the Gods; nor is it more certain, whether it be 
a River; in the Country of the Cimmerians, which, ac- 
cording to Homer, is one Day's Journey from Circe, a 
Mountain in the Country of the Latins, where he like- 
wiſe places Cocytus ; or whether it be the ſame with thoſe 
hot, unpleaſant, ſtinking, bitter Waters, which flow 
from the dark Cavities that are on the Coaſt of Italy, near 
the Promontory of Myſenus, and the Bay of Baiæ; or 
elſe has its Riſe in Epirus, flowing from the Acherufian 
Fen, near the City Pandoſia, and . Home falling into 


the Bay of Anbracia. 


Diodorus Siculus ſays, that the Hell of the Greeks, and 
the Paſſage over the River Acheron in a Boat, was only 
ac 
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an Imitation of the Egyptian Funerals, and that the 
feigned Meadows.. and Habitation of the Dead, were 
Places near the Acherufian Lake, whither the Egyptians” 
uſed to carry their dead Bodies, to be depoſited in the 
Sepulchres there erected for them. 6 
Styx is the next River, ſaid to flow out of a Rock in 
the infernal Regions. It is not agreed whoſe Daughter 
ſhe was, whether of Oceanus, Acheron, or Terra. She 
was a very ancient Goddeſs, who had a magnificent Pa- 
lace, far from the ſupernal Regions, with Pillars of Mar- 
ble and Silver, that reached to Heaven: She was thought 
to have been married to Pallas, or Piras, by whom ſhe 
had Hydra Victor was her Daughter by Acheron; when 
her Daughters, Vickory, Force, Strength: and Zeal, had 
aſſiſted Jupiter againſt the Titant, he gave Styx this 
Dignity and Pre-eminence, that the moſt ſolemn Oath 
of the Gods ſhould be by her Deity. When any of the 
Gods were ſuppoſed to have told a Lie, Jupiter ſent 
Iris to fetch a Golden Cup full of the S:ygian Water, 
which the God was to drink, and if he proved perjured, 
he was to be deprived of his Nectar and PA and 
lie filent, and in a Lethargy, for the Space of a Twelve- 
month, and for nine Years longer he was ſeparated from 
the other Gods, ſo as not to be admitted to their Ban- 
quets or Councils ; Others are of Opinion, that this Ho- 
nour was given to Styx, becauſe ſhe diſcovered the Con- 
ſpiracy of the Gods againſt Jupiter, when they went 
about to bind him. EF | 
Authors have had ſeveral Controverfies where the River 
S'yx might take its Riſe ; ſome ſay near the Bay of Baiæ, 
and rhe Lake of Avernus, which was thought to be the 
Entrance of Hell, and to ſend forth ſuch ſtinking Va- 
pours, that the Birds fell down dead that endeavoured 
to fly over it; all this was imagined to have been a Fable 
invented by the Prieſts, to keep ſo fine and delicious a 
Country to themſelves, by frightening others from dar- 
ing to approach it. n e it was a River of Ar- 
cadia, falling out of a high Rock near the City Nona- 
cris; that the Water of the Spring. was of ſo * 
and 
2 
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and cold a Nature, that it would diſfolve all Metals, and 

that no Veſſel could hold it: It is 1aid that Alexander 
was poiſoned with it, and that it was carried to him in 
an Aſs's Hoof; the Waters of the River Styx were of an 
Azure Colour, and the Fiſhes in it were little more than 
the Shadows and Appearances of them. 


Cocytus and Periphlegethon flow out of Styx, bit by 


* contrary Ways, and at laſt meet again to increaſe the 
immenſe Waters of Acheron. 28 
Acheron is ſo called, as being deprived of Foy, whence 
Storms of Grief and Trouble are ſaid to flow from it, 
either becauſe of the Tears of Relations that accompany 
the Dead, or-becauſe the Memory of paſt Actions is the 
firſt River of Trouble that is to be paſſed over by the 
Souls of the Deceaſed, where they muſt part with their 
Wealth, Honours, and all their outward Ornaments. 
Styx, which denotes ſomething hateful, is the next Ri- 
ver to be paſſed over, for then they begin to hate their 
former Courſe of Life and Vanity; Cocytus is the Lamen- 
tation they make for paſt Miſcarriages, and the Dread 
they have of future Puniſhments, which they will ſoon 


find after they have gone over the flaming Streams of 
 -Phlegethon, | 


CH AP. LY. 


Of ChARON and CERBERus. 


HARON was the Son of Erebus and Nox, who, 

according to Hefied, were Parents to moſt of the 
Monſters of Hell. He was the Ferryman, that in his 
Weather-beaten open boat, carried the Souls of the 
Dead over the forementioned Rivers: He was a very old 
Man, fat and naſty, with a grey Beard, long and buſhy, 
with fore fiery eyes, and cloathed in Rags that would 


I ſcarce 
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ſcarce hang upon his Shoulders. He was of a rough, 
ſaucy Temper, and made no Diſtinction between Kings 
and Subjects, ſeeing that the Rich and Poor, the Beau- 
tiful and deformed, were all alike naked, and deſtitute 
of every Thing; however, he exacted his Fare, which 
was generally One Half Penny, but never exceeded three, 
and this was put by the ſurviving Friends into the Mouth 
of the deceaſed. The Hermonien/es were the only People 
that could obtain their Paſſage without it, becauſe Hell 
was but a little Way diſtant from their own Country. 
When the Bodies had no Burial, the Souls were forced 
to wander for the Space of an hundred Years upon the 
Banks of the River, before they could be ferried over ; 
ſome living Perſons gained Paſſage in this Boat, and re. 
turned to this World again, as Hercules, Uly/es, Orpheus, 
LEneas and Theſeus. 1 
Beyond the Rivers in a vaſt Den, before the Gates of 
Pluto's Palace, lies a moſt fierce Dog, called Cerberus, 
who fawns upon all Perſons that enter ; but frightens 
them from venturing out again with his hideous bark- 
ing; or, if they be ſo bold as to do it, he devours them 


immediately. He was born of Typhon and Echidna; 


though his Shape be like a Dog, yet he has the Tail of 


a Dragon, and inſtead of Hair, his Back is covered with | 


the Heads of all Sorts of Serpents, He has three Necks 


and Heads, though Hefiod gives him fifty, and others 
an hundred. 2 | 


The Shrilneſs of his Voice, the Foam of his Mouths, 
the Stench of his Breath, and his Chain compoſed of 


Dragons twined together, do all contribute to render him 
ſtill more terrible; yet Hercules brought him from Hell 


by the Way of Tænarus, and by his Reluctancy when he 
ſaw the Light, there fell from him a Foam, that

duced the poiſonous Herb called Aconitun, or the 27

any other, could happen without the Approhation 
and Command of the Parce, it is not improper to ſpeak 


of them in this Place. They were three Siſters, always 


of the ſame Mind, ſo that though there was a Diſagree- 
ment ſometimes among the other Gods, yet no Diffe- 
rence was ever known to have been between them. 


Their Names were Clotho, Lacbefis, and Atropos, Siſters 


to the Horæ, and Daughters of Jupiter and Themis ; 
others ſay, they were the Daughters of Jupiter and Nox; 


others of Neceſſity; others of Oceanus; and others, that 
they were born at the ſame Time with Pan, out of that 
unſhapen, and confuſed Matter called Chaos, and that 
they betook themſelves to a high, gloomy, ſtrong Mar- 
ble Cave, from whence they could take their F ight at 


Pleaſure to diſtribute Good or Evil to Mortals. They 
were the Secretaries to the Gods, and at the Moment of 


the Birth of any Perſon, decreed what ſhould happen to 
-him. | | 


They are deſcribed as cloathed in White, bordered 


with Purple, and holding an Adamantize Diftaff, which 
Teaches from one End of the World to the other ; they 
ſit on Thrones, with Crowns dn their Heads: They re- 


preſent unto us all Sorts of 'Time, paſt, preſent, and to 
come; and the Birth, Growth, and End of all Things, is 
attributed to them, under the Notion that one draws out 
the fatal Thread of Life, the other wraps it about the 
Spindle, and the third cuts it off, when it is their Will 
to finiſh it. | | 
Venus Caleſtis has been reputed the eldeſt of the Fates, 
ſo has Jupiter himſelf, and Mars, been reckoned amongſt 
them. Licius Delius, an ancient Compoſer of Hymns 


| G INCE none of the Things before-mentioned, or 
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to the Gods, ſays, that Lucina, called Prepomine, was 
one of them, and that ſhe was much elder than Saturn. 


At Megara was the Statue of Fupiter Olympiu#, made of 
Gold and Ivory by Thee/comus, which bore upon its Head 
the Haare and the Dehne. Hud, o- 

The Antients thought that whatever was born or 
produced, whether Animals, Buildings, or Cities, had not 
only their proper Genius, but were placed under the 


Power of a Deſtiny of their own; ſo that after a certain 


Number of Days or Years, they muſt periſh by Sword, 
Fire, Sickneſs, or ſome other Sort of Deſtruction, which 
could not be avoided by any Human Prudence. And 


this Opinion went ſo far, that it was believed that De- 


ny was ſo ſtrong that no God could eſcape it.

CHAP. IIX. 


Of Minos, RHADAMANTHUS, and 
EAcus. 1 


TX 7 HEN. the Dead were entered into Pluto's Palace, 
they were brought before three ſevere and juſt 
Judges, who examining into the Actions of their Lives, 


might allot them Rewards and Puniſhments according to 

their Demerits. 3 5 
The firſt of theſe Judges was Minos, the Son of Ju- 

piter by Europa, and Brother of Rhadamanthus and Sarpe- 


don; becauſe his Birth was thought to be illegitimate, 
after the Death of Jupiter Afterius, the Cretans would 
not permit him to ſucceed in his Father's Kingdom; 
but he, to perſuade them that it was the Divine Pleaſure + 


that he ſhould reign, prayed for ſome Sign from Nep- 


tune, which was granted, and a Horſe roſe ſuddenly out 


of the Sea, and thereupon he obtained the Empire: That 
15, as Hiſtorians will have it, he brought a formidable 
1 - R | Flcet 
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Fleet before the Iſland, and forced them to ſubmit to his 


Power: Others ſay that he was a Stranger, others that 


he was a Native of Crete, but not the Son of Jupiter, 
and that he was called ſo from his Fuftice : He was like- 
wiſe called the Diſciple and familiar Friend of Jupiter, 


who kept him nine Years in a Cave, to teach him whole- 


ſome Laws for the Gavernment of his People. As for 
other Matters relating to Minos, they will be ſpoke of in 
their proper Places. | | 
Rhadamanthus was likewiſe the Son of Jupiter Afte- 
rius. There is a Story, that having ſlain his Brother, he 


fled to Zchalia, a City in Bæotia, where he married 


Alcmena, that had been the Wife of Amphitryon : This 
1s agreed, that he was the moſt temperate Man of his 
Time, and excelled amongſt the Lawgi ers of Crete, 
who were very good and very juſt Men ; his particular 
Province was to enquire into the Crimes which Men had 


committed when alive, and to bring ſuch to Confeſſion, 


as enjoying themſelves with Impunity, had deferred their 
Repentance till their Death. 

LEacus was the Son of Jupiter and Ægina, whom 
Jupiter lay with under the Reſemblance of Fire, in an 
Iſland that afterwards went by her Name. It is report- 
ed, that when the Inhabitants of Ægina were deſtroyed 
by a Plague, Zacus prayed to his Father, that by 
ſome Means he would repair the Loſs of his Subjects: 
Jupiter, out of Compaſhon, changed all the Ants in the 


Iſland into Men and Women, who from a Greek Word 


that ſignifies Ants, were called Myrmidones, and were fo 
induſtrious a People as to become famous for their Ships 
and Navigation. The Truth of the Story is ſaid to be, 
that when the Pirates had deſtroyed the [nhabitants of 
the Iſland, and that the few that remained were ſuch as 


hid themſelves in Caves and Holes for Fear of them, 


LEacus encouraged them ſo far, as to make them build 
Houſes, and ſow Corn, and taught them Military Diſ- 
cipline, and how to ſet out and man a Fleet, by which 
v5 they durſt creep out of their Holes where 7 
we

lived like Ants, and appear in the World as Men and 


Mariners. 

Hacus had three Sons, Phocus by P/amenatht, 2 
Daughter of Nereus, and Telamon and Peleus by Eudais, 
a Daughter of Chiron; through his whole Courſe of Life 
he was of great Repute and Authority, by Reaſon of his 
Juſtice and Piety, inſomuch that when there was an uni- 
verſal Drought throughout all Greece, (as had been ſaid 
before) he was nominated by the DeJphick Oracle to in- 
tercede with Jupiter for Rain, which was ſent them upon 
his Supplication. = 

It was decreed by Jove, that Rhadamanthus ſhould 
judge the Afratics, acus the Europeans, and that the 
Office of Minos ſhould be, when any Thing was difficult, 
to take the Matter into his Cognizance, and give the de- 
ciſive Sentence; and therefore Æacus and Rhadamanthus 
had only plain Rods, but Minos ſat above them in a 
Throne by himſelf, and held a Golden Sceptre ; the Place 
of Judicature was a large Meadow, called the Field of 
Truth, out of which there were two Paſſages, one to 
the Elyfian Fields, and the other to Tartarus. Plato and 
Tully ſpeak of Triptolemus, as a fourth Judge added to 
their Number, V N

ECAUSE many Crimes were committed in ſe- 

ret, ſo as that no Witneſs could diſcover them, it 

was neceſſary for the Judges to have ſuch Officers, as by 
wonderful and various Tortures ſhould make the Crimi- 
nals confeſs them; and to this End the Eumenides, other- 
wiſe called the Erinnyes, Dire, Severe, or Furies, be- 
ing the Meſſengers both of the Celeſtial and Terreſtrial

were called Furies, from that Madneſs which attends 


Erinnyes, from the Indignation and Commotions they raiſe 
in the Mind by their Severity; and Eumenides, becauſe 
they will be appeaſed by thoſe who are Supplicants to 
them, as they were by Oreſtes at Argos, upon his follow- 
ing the Advice of Pallas. |

Eyes like Lightning ; they carried Iron Chains and Whips 
in one Hand, and flaming Torches in the other, which 


gave a diſmal Light, but ſuch as could diſcover Crimes,

certain. They were Attendants in the Porch of Pluto's 
Palace, who appointed them to be the Puniſhers of ſach 
as took falſe Oaths, or oppreſſed the Poor; as likewiſe 
at the Throne of Jove, and therefore they had Wings 
to ſupport their ſwift Paſſage through the Air, when they 
frack: Terror, and carried ſuch Puniſhments and Cala- 
mities, as the Gods commanded to be inflicted upon Mor- 
tals, whether they were Famine, Wars or Peſtilence. 
Their Names were Ty/phone, Alefo, and Megera : 
They delighted in the Gloomineſs of the Night, and in 


River St;x, and were always hovering about Perſons that 
had ill Deſigns, and made uſe of wicked Counſels, and

Being ſo terrible in all Circumſtances, it is no Wonder 
that they were ſo revered in all Nations, that they ſcarce 
durſt to name them. Or#/es declared as much to [phi- 
genia his Siſter at Tauris, when he related the Miſeries he

They were reputed ſo implacable, that if any Perſon 
Who was polluted with Murder, Inceſt, or any other 
great Impiety, ſhould come into the Temple that was 
dedicated to them by Oreſtes in Cyrenea, a Town of Ar- 
cadia, they immediately became mad, and were hurried 
about from Place to Place, with the moſt reſtleſs and 
dreadful Tortures. 5 

And yet theſe moſt ſevere Goddeſſes could not eſcape 
the Force of Love; for Ty/phone became enamoured of 
a beautiful Lad called Cythæron, and got a Meſſage de- 
livered to him concerning her Paſſion, which he neglect- 
ing, and taking an Averſion to her frightful Figure, ſhe 
drew one of her Snakes out of her Hair, and threw it at 
him, which twined round about his Body, and ſtrangled 
him ; all the Comfort he had, is, that the Gods changed

They were worſhipped at Caſina in Arcadia, and at 
Carmia in Peloponneſus; they had a Temple at Athens 
near the Areopagus, and their Prieſts were choſen from. 
amongſt thoſe Judges who ſat there; their greateſt So- 
lemnities were at Te/phufia, a City of Arcadia, where a 
black Ewe with Lamb uſed to be burnt whole to them; 
their Prieſteſſes were called He/chide, and their Sacri— 
fices uſed to be performed in the dead Time of the Night 
and amidſt a profound Silence; and therefore before the 
other Solemnities began a Ram was offered to Herus, 
who had a Chapel amongſt the Cydonians; Wine was 
not uſed, but fair Water, or a Liquor made of Honey;

intermixed with Crocus's, The Enchantreſſes uſed a great 
many Ceremonies, to gain the Aſſiſtance of the Eume- 

aides, as well as the Parce, towards the Accompliſnment

have him the Son of #thon and Pifione, others of Mars. 


and Pi/idice; being married to Dia, the Daughter of 
Deioneus, he promiſed very large Gifts to his Father-in- 


law, but being preſſed: to the Performance, the Son in- 


vited his Fatber-in-law to a Banquet, where the Matter 
was to be brought to an Arbitration; but Iæion had ſo 
contrived. the Place they were to meet in, that Deioneut 
was let drop through the Floor into an Heap of burning 
Coals: Upon the Conſciouſneſs of this Impiety, he ran:

them out by the Mark of his own Name, that he had 


branded them with under the Hoof; Aurolycus upon this

There is a Story that Sifyphus was a Trojan Secretary 
who wrote concerning their Wars, from whence Homer 
took his /kad, and that for diſcovering ſome Secretof

into Hell; ſome ſay, becauſe he diſcovered Ægęina to 
her Father Aſapus, when ſhe had been carried to Phliat, 
by Jupiter; another, becauſe he deceived Pluto For 
having bid his Wife not bury him, when he came to Hell 
he complained, and deſired that he might return to haunt:

Tanlalus, King of Phrygia, the Son of Jupiter and 
. Plota, or of Tmolus King of Lydia, was another Crimi- 
nal condemned to this Place of Puniſhment. His Wife 
Was Ant bemoiſia, the Daughter of Lycus, by whom he 
dad Proteus, Pelops, Baſcylus and Niobe. It is ſaid he 
invited the Goc's to a great Feaſt, where, amongſl Va- 
riety of Daintiez, he ferved up his Son Pelops, whom he 
-had' ſlain and dreſſed to ſet out the Magnificence of his 
Entertainment. All the Gods perceived it but Ceres, who 
eat up one of his Shoulders, and pitying his Fate, threw 
1 him into a Cauldron, and reſtored him to Life, by boiling 
him, ſo that he came out younger than he went in; but 
| | his Shoulder was ſtill wanting, for which they gave him 
£ an Ivory one. EE. at —_— 
1 Whether it was for this Cauſe, or for Violation of Hoſ- 
| pitality, and Experiment of the Divinity of his Gueſts, 
or his Pride, or his Boaſting, want of Secreſy, his ivſa- 
_ tiable Covetouſneſs, his imparting Nectar and Ambro/ia 
to Mortals, or all together, he was thrown into Hell, 
where the Poets aſſign him Variety of Torments ; that 
|| aà great Stone hung over his Head, which he apprehend- 
| ed to be continually falling, and that he was in perpetual 
Motion to avoid it; that he was afflicted with conſtant. 
- 'Thurſt and Hunger, though he had the Sight of the moſt 
delicious Banquets ; that one of the Furies terrified him 
with her Torch, whenever he approached to touch them; 
that he ſtood up to the Chin in Water, but when he 
Rooped to wet his Lips; be was left upon the dry Ground; 
that whilſt Fruits of all Sorts grew round about him, 
if he advanced to touch them, the Wind blew them from 
him into the Clouds immediately. 
The Be. ides were fifty Daughters of Danaus, the Son 
of Belus, firnamed the Ancient, who married Is after 
the Death of Apis, about the ſame Time that Cecrops: 
. reigned at Athens, Danaus coming out of Egypt, and 
driving away CGhenc/us King of the Argives, reigned at

Argos, and by ſeveral Women had fifty Daughters, who 
were called Belides from their Grandfather, PT 
There had been fome Quarrels between him and hi 

Brother Eg yptut, which had put Danaus upon his Voy- 
age into Greece; but Eg yþtus having fifty Sons, thought 
there might be a perfect Reconciliation between them, 
if they were married to his Brother's Daughters. The 
Propoſal was agreed to, and a magnificent Wedding was 
prepared; when Danaus, either remembring the former 
Injuries, or being told by the Oracle that one of his 
Sons-in-law ſhould deſtroy him, gave every one of, his 
Daughters a Dagger, to ſlab their new- married Huſ- 
bands, The Names of theſe unfortunate Men and 
wicked Women are recorded in Hiſtory ; they all exe- 
cuted the Deſign but Hypermneſtra, the eldeſt, who ſpared 
the Life of Lynceus, who fled to Lyrcea, a Town not

E T us now come to ſuch as:were of a lower Rank, 

and were worſhipped only as Heroes, and the Off- 
ſpring of the Gods. | 5 

Perſeus was the Son of Jupiter and Danae, whoſe Fa- 

ther Acrifus was told by the Oracle, that he ſhould 
have no Male Children, but ſhould be killed by his Grand- 
fon. Upon. this he ſhut up his Daughter Danae ina very 
ſtrong Tower, ſo that Jupiter himſelf had no Power of 
approaching her, but in the Reſemblance of a. Shower of 
Gold, When the old King found his Daughter brought. 
forth a Son, he put them both into an Ari, and left them 
to the Mercy of the Sea, by which they were caft upan 
the Iſland Serighus, one of the Cyclades,. where Polydefes 
then governed, whoſe Brother Di&ys being then a fiſh-- 
ing, took them up, and uſed them very hoſpitably. Poly- 
deFes afterwards fell in Love with Danae, and found that 
Perſeut would be a great Obſtacle to him, and therefore 
ſent him to fetch the Head of Meduſa; but of this men- 
tion has been made before, and of the ſeveral Preſents he 
then obtained from the Gods, as likewiſe of his turning 
Atlas into a Mountain, and of the Birth of Pegaſus, that 
Flying Horſe, which ſprang from the Blood. which fell 
from the Head of Meduſa, as alſo: of his Delivery of 
Andromeda from the Sea-Monſter. Pliny, ſays, that the 
Bones of the Monſter to which Andromeda was expoſed,, 


were 


— 
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were brought from Jeppa, a Town in Judea, when M. 
Scaurus was Ædile, who expoſed it to the People of Rome 
among ſt other Rarities; it was forty Feet long, and its 
Ribs were taller than thoſe of an Elephant. . 
Vet Per/eus could not avoid the Crime of Parricide;. 
for ſhewing his Excellency at the Diſcus, or Game of 
Quoits, which he had invented, the Quit unfortunately 
rolled againſt. Acriſſus's Foot, and cauſed a Bruiſe of 
which he died. He was magnificently interred by Per- 
ſeus without the Gates of Argos, | | 
Perſeus was not only ſkilled in Arms, but he was an. 
Encourager of Learnirg in his Time, having founded a 
publick Place for Education upon the Mountain Helicon ; 
and hence the Poets and Aflrologers took occaſion to 
lace him amongſt the Stars. He was buried in the Way 
| Feen Argos and Mycenæ, and had divine Honours 
paid to him as to a Heroe, „„ a ne 
The Mention of Pega/us may make it not improper 
to inſert here the ſhort Story of the Chymera and Belle- 
rephon. Chimera was the Daughter of "Typhon and E- 
chidna ; ſhe breathed a Fire that was fierce, terrible, and 
_unextinguiſhable : She had three Heads, one of a Lion, 
another of a Goat, and a third of a Dragon, and of 
Jike Reſemblance to theſe were the upper, middle, and 
lower Parts of her Body; the Care of her. Education 
was committed to Amiſodarus; the Place of her Habita- 
tion was in Lycia, where ſhe was born. 
It happened that Bellerophon, the Son of Glaucus, and 
"Grandſon. of S//yphus, by Birth a Corinthian, happening 
to kill.his Brother, he was forced to fly to Argos, where 
he was hoſpitably receiied by King Pretus; Sthenobea 
his Queen fell deſperately in Love with Bellerophon, but. 
when ſhe found that ſhe could not prevail upon him 
"with her Enticements, ſhe accuſed him to her Huſband, 
- "who ſent him with Letters to Jcbares his Son-in-law- 
in Lycia, to get him to make away with him; for he. 
+ . would not kill him himſelf, becauſe he had once enter- 
' tained him, and eaten with him. Fcbares was then ce- 
labrating a Feſtival, which laſted nine Days, and upon: 
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the tenth he read the Letter, but would not kill him for 
the ſame Reaſon, but com manded him to flay the Ch:- 
mera, and to ſubdue the Sohmi and the 4mazons. The 
Gods, and Minerva' more particularly, ſeeing the Inno- 
| cency of Bellerophon expoſed to ſo much Danger, out of 
| Compaſſion ſent him the Flying Horſe Pegaſus, by 
whoſe Aſſiſtance he ſubdued the Chimera, and the two 
Nations, as likewiſe ſeveral Lycians, who upon his Re- 
turn lay in wait to deſtroy him. Jobates received him 
with all the Eſteem that ſo much Bravery and Virtue 
deſerved, and Sthenobæa having for Shame poiſoned her- 
ſelf, he gave him his Daughter to Wife, and afterwards 
made him Heir to his Kingdom. Bellerophon growing 
too lofty in his own Imagination, reſolved by the Means 
of Pegaſus to aſcend up into Heaven; but Jupiter would 
not endure ſo much Arrogance, and ftruck him with 
Blindneſs, ſo that he tumbled to the Earth, and there 
wandered till he periſhed in the utmoſt Contempt and 
Miſery. Pegaſus flew up to the Heavens, and placed 
himfelf amongſt the Stars, where Aurora obtained this 
Requeſt of Jupiter, that ſnhe might ride upon him in her 
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TI UROPA was the Daughter of Agenor, King of 
V, Phenicia, and the Nymph Melia; ſhe was ex- 
tremely beautiful beyond all the Women of that Age. 
Jupiter trans formed himſelf into a white Bull, came into 
the Meadow where ſhe was diverting herſelf with her 
Companions ; ſhe admired his Beauty and Gentlenels, 
and getting upon him as ſhe would upon a . 
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adviſed Cadmus to take the 
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Bull took that Opportunity, and bore her away with 
him into Crete, where he diſcloſed his Divinity to her, 
and placed the Form of a Bull amongſt the Stars. 4- 
genor being in the utmoſt Grief, ſent his Son Thaſus with 


2 Fleet one Way, and Cadmus another, to ſee if poſſibly 


they could find their Siſter, who was ſuppoſed to be 
ſtolen by Pirates; but when all Hopes were loſt, the 
Brothers were forced, with the Phenicians who accom- 
panied them, to take up with new Settlements. * But 
to comfort Agenor for the Loſs of his Children, he was 
perſuaded that Europa was taken up into the Number of 
the Gods, and ſhe had Temples, and Altars, and Prieſts, 
conſecrated to her, and the Sidonians ſtamped Money to 
her Honour, with the Picture of a Woman riding over 
the Sea upon a Bull. : 

 Tha/jus ſettled in an Iſland of the Ægean Sea, which 
took his Name, whereas before it had been called Plate, 


Cadmus enquiring of the Oracle of Delphos, received 
this Anſwer, that he ſhould build a City there, where 


a Cow that was to be his Director ſhould lay down; 


coming among the Phocen/es, one of Pelagon's Cows met 


him, and travelled through Bæotia, till ſhe came to the 


Place where the Foundations of the City of Thebes were 
laid not long afterwards. | | 


Cadmus being about to ſacrifice the Cow to Pallas, 
ſent two of his Companions to the Fountain Dirce to 
fetch Water, when a Dragon, the Son of Mars and Ve- 
nus, ſet upon them, and killed them; but Cadmus ſoon 
revenged. their Death by ſlaying him. Pallas hereupon 
| egen Teeth, and ſow 
them; which being done, there atoſe fo many armed 
Men, who came upon him to revenge the Death of their 
Father; but Pallas counſelled him to throw a Stone 


amongſt them, who cauſed them to turn their Weapons 
upon one another, ſo that all fell except five of the Bro- 


thers, who were preferved, and afterwards gave extraor- 


dinary Aſſiſtance to Caamus in peopling his Country, 
and building his City. $ 158 Ef

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Jupiter, to compenſate the many Difficulties he had 
undergone, gave him Harmonia the Daughter of Mars 
and Venus to be his Wife, © © es 

The Gods brought Preſents to his Nuptials; Ceres be- 
ſtowed plenty of Corn; Mercury a Harp, Pallas Brace- 
lets, a Robe and Pipe; Eledra performed the Ceremo- 
nies of Magna Mater, and gave Drums and Cymbals; 
Apollo ſang to his Lute ; and the Mu/es aſſiſted with their 
Iütamn 8 "a 5 

However, the Offspring of this Marriage proved un- 
happy, as appears by the foregoing Inſtances of Ino, Se- 
mele, Agave, and the reſt; ſo that Cadmus and Harmo- 
nia leaving Thebes to Pentheus, the Son of Ecrhion and 
Agave, went to the Eclellenſes, and being by Advice of 
the Oracle, choſe Commanders in their Wars againſt the 
IWyrians, they er the Victory; and for ſome Time 
enjoyed that Kingdom, till they were changed into two 
Serpents, or rather ſent by Jupiter into the Elyfan Fields, 
in àa Chariot drawn by two Serpents. -Cadmu: is ſaid to 
have brought ſixteen Letters into the Grecian Alphabet, 
and to have taught the Art of Writing in Proſe, and that 
he was the firſt amongſt the Gree4s who conſecrated Sta- 


tues to the Honour of the Gods. Tak. 


Amphion, the Son of Jupiter and Aatiope the Daugh- 
ter of Nicetus, King of Bæolia, had learned to play upon 


the Harp from Mercury, and was fo great a Proficient, 


that Poets ſay he built the Walls of Thebes by the Power 
.of his Harp, which cauſed the liſtening Stones to aſcend 
voluntarily. According to ſome Authors, Cadmus in his 
old Age was expelled out of Thebes by Amphion, and that 
was the Cauſe why he went into another Country, 

. JAmphion married Niobe, (of whom mention is made 
before) whoſe Pride was the Occaſion that they loſt all 
their Children by the Arrows of Apollo and Diana. The 
Father, to revenge himſelf, attempted to deſtroy Apollis 
Temple, but was puniſhed by that God wich the Loſs 
of his Sight and Harp, and 4 throw · into Hell.

ASON was the Son of Z/on and Alcimede, and was 
deſcended by his Father from Zolus ; he was an In-

away into a Cave belonging to Chiron, who inſtructed 
him in the Art of Phyſick, from whence he had the 
Name of Jaſon, or the Healer, whereas before his 
Name was Diomedes. When he grew up he came 
home to his Uncle, and was by him encouraged to go 
and fetch the Golden Fleece from Colchts, which was an 
70 übst might gain a Reputation to a young 
erde.

The Story of the Goldeh F leece is this: e King 
"of: Thebes had Phrixus and Helle by a Wife called Ve- 
pbele; but afterwards he took another Wife called Ins, 
who fell in love with Phrixus; but, neglected by him 

fell into an extreme Averſion to him, and there happen- 
| ing a great Dearth of Corn, ſhe perſuaded At hama, that 
it coald not be remedied till Phrixus or Helle was ſacri- 
ficed: But as they ſtood at the Altar, Nesbele, or a Cloud, 
took them away, and gave them a Golden Ram that 
ſhe had received from Mercury, which carried them 
through the Air; but when they came to that Sea 
4 which is between the Sigæan Shore and the Cher/one/us, 
Helle chanced to fall into it, from whence it has taken 
the Name of Helle/pontus. Phrixus, being wearied by 
his Journey and continual Labour, laid hintelf down to 
reſt upon the Promontory of Brixada, where the Bar- 
. barians were coming to kill him, when the Ram ſpake 
to him with a human Voice, and waked him, and then 
_Earried him to Colchis, where he was kindly received by 
ta, the King of the Country ; then he — > the

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Ram to Jupiter, apd hung the Skin up in the Grove of 
Mart. The Ram was ſaid to be taken up into the 
Skies. eee eee ee 
When the Voyage was reſolved on, Argos, a famous 
' Workman, built a Ship at Jolchos in Thepaly, which 
from him was called Argo; it was ſaid to be done by the 
Advice of Pallas, who ſhewed him a Tree in the Dodo- 
naa Grove to make a Maſt of, that was Vocal, and 
could Propheſy. _ © „%% ũ œn᷑f 3 do 
The Fame of ſuch a Veſſel, which was the greateſt 
that ever had been heard of, brought together above fifty 
of the moſt accompliſhed young Perſons of the Age to 
accompany 7a/õn in this Expedition. As the Authors 
do not agree in their Number, ſo conſequently not in 
their Names; but there were ſeveral of Divine Race; 
as Ancæus the Son of Neptune; Iamon and Orpheus. the 
Sons of Apollo; Augias, of Sol; Teles and Calais, of Bo- 
reat. There was likewiſe an extraordinary Pilot named 
> Tiphys, and one Jynceus, who by ſeeing farther than any 
= Other Mortal, might ſpy out, if there was likely to be any 
Danger; ard according to ſome Authors, Hercules was 
amongſt them, though there are many Reaſons to the 
contrary, at leaſt they left him aſhore before they arrived 
to Colchis, . : 
Jaſon came firſt to Lemnos, where Hypſipile, the Queen 
of that Country, received him fo kindly, that ſhe had 
Twins by him. Then they came to Phineus, once a 
King of the Paphlagonians, who bags Prophet, and 
revealing the Myſteries of Fupiter to Mortals, was by 
him ſtruck blind, and infeſted with the Harpies, the 
Daughters of Thanmus and Electra; they were three in 
BY Number, Cæleno, Aello and Ocigyte; they dwelt in Thrace, 
had the Faces of Virgins, the Ears of Bears, the Bodies 
of Vultures, with human Arms and Feet, and mon- 
ſtrous Nails; they took away, or polluted all the Meat 
that was ſet before the poor old Man, ſo that he was al- 
= moſt ready to die with Hunger: The Argonauts coming 
to him, he declared to them many Things concerning 
their intended Voyage, and gave them large r e 
3 3 5 Wnere-

whereupon, to requite him, the two Sons of Boreas 
having Wings, drove away theſe Harpies to the Iſlands 
called Echinadæ, and made them ſwear, that they would 
not return to give Chineus any more Diſturbance. After 
this the Argonauts paſſed through the Cyanean Rocks, or 
the Symplegades, ſo called, becauſe they would often come 
cloſe together, and cruſh in Pieces ſuch Ships as would 
ſail between them; but they eſcaped this Danger, by 
ſending a Pigeon, and waiting till they ſaw it fly through

| A. laſt, after many Difficulties, Jaſen arrived at Scythia, 
a Colony of the Eg yprians ; he was kindly received by 
ia; but when he demanded the Golden Fleece, he 
was told, that he ſhould have it when he had encountered 
with Bulls that had brazen Feet, and breathed Fire out 
of their Noſtrils, and when he had overcome a Dragon 
that kept it, and ſown its Teeth, and deſtroyed the Sol- 
diers that ſprung from the Ground where theſe Teeth 
were ſown. Medea, the King's Daughter, falling in Love 
with him, taught him to overcome all theſe Difficulties, 
and fo getting Poſſeſſion of the Gelder Fleece, he failed 
away with Medea in the Night-time, unknown to her 
Father. | | 
The Return of the Argonauts is related various Ways; 
ſome, that it was by the ſame Way that they came, and 
that Alhyrtes, the Brother of Medea, purſued them as far 


as the Aadriatick Sea, along the Coaſts of Sclavonia, and 


that at laſt he was overcome by Fa/er; which gave Oc- 
caſion to the Story, that his Siſter cut him in Pieces, 
that ſo her Father being buſied in gathering his fcat- 
2 Limbs, might be the leſs eager in the Purſuit of 
them. 
It is certain that the Argonauts paſſed through a great 
Number of Seas, and gave Names to many lilands and 
Promontories, both in their going out and coming 
home. For the Story 
Return, having guarded the Mouth of the Euxine Sea, 
with his Fleet, they were neceſſitated to draw their 
Ship over Land to the Springs of Tanais, and to a Place 
where 
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ſo beautiful, and noble, as

where by ſome River they might come into the Ocean, 
and that they had the Continent on the Left Hand, and 
the two Bears on the Right, and that he came by the 
Gade, into the Mediterranean Sea, and fo paſſed by Ibe- 
ria, Lybia, the Syrtes, and Cercyra, where he was 
ſolemnly married to Megea, and ſeveral other Places too 
long to be here ennumerated. . | 

When Jaſen came home, he found all his Relations 
deſtroyed by Pelias; Medea undertakes to revenge this 
Action, and diſpatch him, without giving any Suſpi- 
cion to his Countrymen ; ſhe ſails privately before her 
Huſband, and comes to the Daughters of Pelias, under 
the Character of a Prieſteſs of Diana; they admire the 
ſeveral ſtrange Things ſhe performs by the Power of 
her Enchantments, amongſt others, ſhe propoſes to make 
their Father young again, and to gain the greater Credit 
with them, ſhe kills an old Ram, and throws it into a 
boiling Caldron, and thence produces it a young Lamb 
again.

Medea to Corinib. Other Authors ſay, that ſhe made 
Aſon her Father-in-law, and Jaſen her Huſband, young 
again after that Manner. | |

that was a, Foreigner and Sorcereſs; whereupon Creon, 
the Son of Menæeus, who was King there, gave him

and therefore her Marriage with Jupiter ſeems to have 
deen an Allegory of Juſtice, which produces Right, Pro- 
erfy, Laws and Peace, and ſettles them firmly, by the 
Puniſhment of Vice, and the Reward of Virtue. 
The firſt Oracles were delivered by the Earth to Ju= I 
piter; then Themis gave him Counſel in his Wars with * | 
the Giants to take the Skin of the Goat Amaltbea to make J 
His Shield of; ſhe likewiſe foretold to Atlas that a Son of 
Jupiter ſhould deprive him of his Kingdom, and it was 
the that inſtructed Deucalion and Pyrrha how to re-people 
the World after the univerſal Deluge. The Sea/ons were 
the Daughters of Jupiter and Themis; Heſiad and Orpheus 
reckon but three, Spring, Summer and Autumn, repre- 
| ſented by a Roſe, an Ear of Corn, and an Apple, or 
Bunch of Grapes. They Had another Daughter called 
Afrea, who was the Princeſs of Juſtice, who diftributed 
to every one according to their due Proportion; the- 
came down upon the Earth in the Golden Age, but af- 
terwards, when the Manners of Men became corrupt, 
The went up again into Heaven, and became the Sign of 
the Zodiack which is called Virgo. | 
Nemeſis was the Daughter of Jupiter and Nece/ity ; or, 
according to others, of Oceanus and Nox; ſhe has a 
fierce Aſpe&, and holds a Balance in one Hand, and a 
Whip or Axe in the other: She was that Juſtice which 
is the Puniſher of Wickedneſs, but the Rewarder of 
Goodneſs ; ſhe had the Name of Aaraſtea, from Adraftus, 
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Of Tnemis, ASTREA, Cc. 221 
King of the Argives, who firſt built an Altar to her; as 


likewiſe that of Rhamnu/fia, from Rhamnus a Town in 
Attica, where ſhe had a Temple with a ftately Image. 


Virtue had a Temple dedicated to her by M. Marcel- 
us; ſhe was deſcribed as an elderly Matron fitting upon 


a ſquare Stone ; the Way to it was the Temple of Honour, 
but you muſt paſs through that of Virtue before you could 


come to the other. 


Public Faith, or Fides, had a Temple inſtituted to her 


by Numa, with Sacrifices that were always performed 


without Blood : She was cloathed with white Robes, 


drawn in a Chariot with her right Hand open, to ſhew 
her Candor and Sincerity. Nor was Concord a Deity 


leſs reſpeted by the Romans, for Tiberius dedicated a 
Temple to her in Rome, by the Order of his Mother 


Livia. Chaſtity was a Goddeſs repreſented in the Habit | 
of a Roman Lady, holding a Scepter in her Hand, and 


two white Doves at her Feet. Pzety, or Duty to Parents, 
had a Temple built by Attilius, in the Place where that 
Daughter lived, who with the Milk of her Breaſts ſu- 
ſtained her Father when he lay in Priſon. | 


There are many more which more properly belong to 


the Treatiſes of Hreroglyphics, than Poetical Hiſtory; but 
to conclude with thoſe which are neceſſary for a Heroe ; 
Felicity and Victory are ſuch as ſhould accompany him; 
and Mercy, Clemency and Peace ſhould grace the End of 


his Actions. 


Fauſfitas, or the Publick Felicity, had many Altars;
